be flirewdly Afpeaied,iix>m. many looie andpernicionsjafiefi- 
ciops, cuQiiingly infimiai^ and diftcdied throughonc hai 
writings. . . ^ 

And here the fiift thing .that. I am to confidor. is th^^ute 
and Condition a£.nmp, before, and afo his fail; Xhii bo-

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ing antecedent both in order of time and nature, to his Re- 
demption and Recovery i and therefore requifite to be dit- 
courfed of, before we can come to (hew the Inru^amentaldifk" 
rence, wluch by their dangcious innovaiiuus, Socintu and his 
fellowers have made in the do^rine of ourSalvation'by Chrift, 
which is the femm and ItibOance of the Golpel, 

To begin therefore vith the Onmim of nan. Here 'we 
muft take eft r^^fft 9S|t^et^lfirt^turc jo^and where 

hkewife hcgins his Errors. But tho he begins, h^ddt^ 
not end here : £br aslQf he had raiied an Hue ana Cry after our 
Religion, he purfues it throughout the Bible, from the firfl: 
Chapter of Genejij^ to the laft of the J^'etatiovs^ Contrndiffl- 
jng the account which the Scriptures give us ot marij from 
his firft Conimg into tiie World, till hi? laft Gcm^ out of itj 
thati<;,f"vn «hc' Creation, till the final tlilibhit ion of all things. 
Socinus was a wi<e man, and therefore was rcfoiveJ not to do 
his work by halves : prtmuj ad extremum fimilis fibi. He knew 
where bis Bredeceffori were wanting, and he was now able and 
wHta^lfitQ vatrcet-^tm nMbfces. Vor when he h«th cutireiy 
«iii(Mfao4'icbe^Chrjftiaii iUligion, then he aiay hope updo 
. ibe ikn^ of it» difr moce cisSly, and the more Ifecorely to 
eflabliih bis^Mni. .« j 

Firft then, if we confider the Cooditioa of mn before 
hii ; the account which the Scriptures give as of it is 
this.^ That after God by his mighty and powerful word had 
fpoke all things oitt of nothing; having Created the Hea^ 
vens and the Earth, and fijrnifhcd them with all she per- 
^ediions iiutabk to their refpec?^ive natures: Havine^ I 
thus hniHied this Glorious Fabrick, he now thinks of a fit 
Inhahirant to be introduced into it. For fure it cannot rea- 
ionaUy be imagined, thac lo magnificent a ftrud^urc iurniQv-. 

widi^very thing that mig^t ierre either for ufe of pltH^ 
Suti im mMi a&er ib no puipofe, or Ibr the lervice of 
4nBat vmn tad maccmptflllt^ Uiahitaiit. At dieiefore it 
was provided with all the ornaments and perfedions which 
became fb great a Palace : So Cod provided a fuitable gueft^ 
:0f equai ftaceaad iaaic%| 4u90Mnpliibed wkh ailtheeiidew- 
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fWihits of body and mind, that might qualifieTi}t}i tb Contemn 
ptate the admirable contrivance or the Creation, and to cele- 
brate the praifea of the alwife and powerful Creator. And 
therefore to put as it were his fimjhing ' ftroak to the ^^orl^ 
of the Creation, he introduces man into this glorious Fatace^ 
as one who was to be the ToJ>, Crown^ and Ornament of the 
Univerfe: for wholb lake, next to his own glory, all thefe 
things were made, and to whofe Government they were com- 
mitted, God having put all things under hu feet^ Pfal. 28. And 
tlierefore it is to be obferved, that when God comes to foime 
man, he alters his ftyle and language ; for whereas before he 
only made u(e of his jltuhority^ here he calls in as it werethe- 
aflillancc of his rpifdom: he did but fpeal^the word^ and the 
reft of the works of his hands were made. His mighty voice 
not only commands things that are, but even things that are 
not : Confufion and emptinefs fubmit to his authority i he 
brings fulnels out of the one, and order and beauty out of 
the other i and at his fingle nod the vifible world appears 
out of its ftate of non-exiftence. It was but faying, Let there 
he Light^ and there was Light ; Let there be a Frrmamcnt to divide 
the waters y and Let tlte dry Land appear and H was fo, i Gen. 3. 6. si ' 
Biit when he comes to make man, he alters his ftyle. Let u$ * 
ma^e man tn our own Image^ and after our own ItkenefsyGtn. i. ^6* 
he proceeds, if I may fo fay, with greater care, and calls as 
it were a confultation of the bleffed Trinity^ being now to 
make a Creature who was to be as it were an Epitome of the 
whole Creation i all the excellencies that were divided and 
fcattered in the other Creatures, were to hccolleHed^s it were 
into one MaQ, and put into him, who was himfelf to be a 
kind of ^little woridy as well as the Inhabitant and Lord of 
the great one. * - \'

And this Divines both ' Ancient and * Modern (tho (bme 
of them otherwife do not uie to (peak over honourably of 
our firft Parent) take particular notice of, as an Argument 
of the great dignitv and excellency of man at his firft Crea- 
tion i w^. the deliberation that was ufed before he was made, 
and the adtnirable pattern after which he was formed i which 
was the divine nature it (elf, of which he was in (bme mea* 
fiire made partaker; God engraving the image and charad:er 
of his own glorious perfections upon him. 
1,, Now if we farther enquire wherein this Image sf Gody ac- 
cordino; to which man was made, confifted. / ^f. it con-^ 
• lifted cbiejiy and principally in that original Righteoufnefs, which 
did perfeft and adorn his Soul : not excluding th^t Domini- 
on with which God entrufted him, which was indeed a Ray 
of Gods (bveraiffn Authority, but was founded in great mea- 
(iire in that J^t^teoujnefs now mentioned, and neceflarily lup-^ 
pofes it : as is m part acknowledged by our Adverfaries> and 
Uiall hereafter be made farther to Appear. 
*' Now this J{tghteoufnefj which we iay made up the princi- 
pal part of the Image of God in the Soul of man, was its felf 
compofed of all thofe qualities, which are the ornaments and 
perte<Stions of the feveral faculties of it : fiich as are wiidoni

and knowledge in the underftanding : Holinefs and obedi- 
ence in the will: fubmiffion, order, and re^larity in the af- 
fecflions : and in Ihort, in that happy and entire harmony which 
was in the Soul, arifing from that uniformity and liibordina- 
tion which there was between all the powers and faculties of it. 
And thus man after he dropped out of the hands of his maker, 
was beheld by him with aelight and compla^encie, and as a 
mark of his approbation, he pronounced him among the belt 
of the parts of his workmaniliip,i'fry GW, Gen. i.Laftverll. 
That is, entirely ami pcrfecily Jo. Accordingly the wile man 
tells us, that God made man upright, Eccl. 7. ^9. ; ii'tfjO r',^***:-'- . 

And indeed if he had not been lb, he would have bin a iSrange 
Image of God, as unlike, and therefore as unlikely to reprcfent 
him, as beauty would be to be rcprefcnted by deformity, or 
order by confufion. For fliould we f upiiofe man at firll made 
in flich a condition, as he hath fince by his own folly brought 
himfelf to: with ignorance in his underftanding, (tubbornnefs 
and perverlenefs in his will, rebellion and dilbrder in his af-, 
fedtions : could any man in his right wits, chink fuch a per-, 
fbn made after the likenefs and pmilitude of God> Can Igno- 
rance, contention, and diibrder, be a tranicript of that pure 
and immaculate nature of God i in whom there is nothing 
but Light, Beauty, and Harmony? I confelsa Socinian, who 
hath formed an Idea of his God, after the likenefs andlimi- 
litude of a man ; who hath furnifhed us with the notion of 
a material and a finite God j of a frail and impotent Deity, 
ofAtiOTra^nft made up of the weaknefs, and liable to the paf- 
iions of men i in fhort, he that can introduce his God as the 
Heathens did their Deities, looking pale with grief, as one cx- 
prefles it, trembling for fear, perplexed with doubtful and 
uncertain expe(5tations of future events i may for ought 1 know 
account blindnefs, and that difbrder which arifes from the 
contention and ftruggle between the Acuities, no difparage- 
ment to one of his nobleft Creatures. In the mean time I 
hope others may be allowed to think and fpeak more honour-' 
ably of their Creator^ and of one of the moft admirable parts 
of his woikmanfiiip, Man : I mean in his firft and originaF 
I ' ' frame 
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frame and make. And cImT itai -mlstlifisiiirft tuaBe wicft 
thoie perfea;ions before iMBCioaeit w ga pp q gfrbnr fhefeipL- 
. lowing confiderations. 

ifly From the end of his Creation^ which was for the attain- 
ment ot'a (upernatural good. He was made tor the enjoyment 
not only of a temporal, ' but likewife a fpiritiial, and if he 
perfilted in his duty, of an eternal happincfs. Now this doth 
ueccirarily fuppofe him furnilhed with all thole abilities and 
powers, which were neoefiary for the attainment of that end. 
Such moft be, Firft the kmwlcdzc d^S^^ ljrtthf$|£*anil Hi dutj 
towards both) trnt^W^tm 
idly, Holinefty fHckoiK which betiollldfliw 
favour of God, in which the happi n c fl^ ife'^which he was de4 
fignedydid principally confift. Surely man was never fent in- 
to the world, only that he might cat, and drink, and lleep, 
and gratifiehis fen(es. All this he might do indeed r but the 
fttisraCtions refulting from thence, M'ere to be fiilxDrdinatc 
only to thole nobler plealures, which were to arile from the 
contemplation of the IVtfdom^ Power and GW//*^/} of God, dis- 
played in the works of the Creation ; which muft neccIs^f^ 
exceed all the lower gratifications of lenfe. And therefore aff 
the ■ Fathers and others, fomctimcs.compare the vifible World 
to a Pa/ace^ fornillied with ' every, tlrag, that might fci've 
er^er for'iil^or pmj^^ui4^^ 
nifRhty Rueft, who wa^ wSHHmnm thdre :

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So at other times, they tell as that this world was ' a Jacred 
Temple into which man was brought, as the great Prieft and 
jlnttjhs^ who was to celebrate the praifes of the wife Artificer, 
to give thanks unto him for his Benefits, as it wei'e in the 
name of the whole Creation, and to piii chafc the continuance 
of his favour towards them. Now this mult neceflarily fiip- 
pofe wiliiom in him ; for God hath no pleajure in the facrifice 
of fools^ 'EcqX. f. and Righteoufnefslikewile; forafmuch as the 
prayers and pratfis of the rvic^ed are an abominatton to htm. 
*' 2. This may be proved from that Dominion with which 
man was entnifted over all other inferior Creatures: which is 
not only acknowledged by Socinus % but earneftly contended 
tor, as that in which he fuppoles the Image of God after which 
jidam was made, principally to confift. Now this dominion 
^ could never duly be exerciled without knowledge: forafmuch 
as without it Adam could never have attained the end of his 
Authority, which was his own good, and the common benefit 
and advantage of other Creatures. Nay fmce according to So- 
anus his hypothefis, this dominion of was of fb vaft a*i 
extent as to reach up to the Heavens ' : This muft fuppofe 
in him a very great meafure of knowledge i he muft be a very 
wife man fure that can govern the Stars i more than ordinary 
skill in "Mathematicks muft be neceflary, not onlyfo defcrtbey 
but to dtreQ their motions j to overrule as well as to under-

fiand the ixiflo^nces of thofe Coeleftial bodies. Tliis was fb 
evident, that even Socinusy tho fometimes he doth To far dis- 
parage the wiidome of our firft parent, as if lie were not 
worthy to govern a flock oF flieep i yet at other times, when 
it is for his pur^ofe,hccan fubjea the whole Creation with% 
oiKcmpfiion otany partofit,tohis govenidtat* Andthe» 
aclwwkdees thac nafm «td amke fiw£ltng V«ilpiiecei&rUy in^ 
ckided andfuppoied in^ bedwfi^'idlbewt'ic^ 
ver be duly or indfied iioteiably managed. Nay he doth not 
mean oaly the bare fiiculty (for &re, for che difchar^ of fo 
great and extraordinary a tnift, it was requiHte he (hould be 
accomplilhed with extraordinary endowments) bat the * imr? 
provements of wifdoni, prudence, and fagacirv. 

2. As this Juthority of Jdam could not be duly adniini- 
ftred without knonncdzr^ io neither witliout holiuejs. For it was 
not to be a bj utilh and tyrannical government : but fuch as was 
to be excrciicd with prudence, moderation, and rmhteoufnefe. 
In ihort, \ic coidd not with any decency be prelumed fit to 
be entrulkd with the g;ova-mncnt of others, that .pould .not 
|bvern htnilelf ^ bccauk if he had traofgr^pfled the-ruks «f hi» 
own reaibni and llie .law of hii Creittion, ;bc would .therel^y 
have (hewed, other creatures the way, and have juftified tbem 
in their revolt from his Audiority, as it afterwacds hapfieiir 
cd by his folly and prevarication. 

Laftiy, without this Righteoafnefs, 
as man would have bin unable to* have anfwered the ends of 
hit Creation: Co neither could he have anfwered the Chara'dcr 
which God gave of him, in pronouncing htm very 'A Xow 
let us take this notion of goodness £:om Soctim acnaiii-

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on of it. That, (aith he, may be ftiled t/^ry gW, ' which is 
poflefled of all thofe perfe(Jtions and excellencies which belong 
to its nature. From hence it will appear that man waspoP. 
lefled of Original J{ighteoufnefs^ becaufe it is that, which chiefly 
made up the dignity and excellence of his nature. It was a 
perfe(Stion that belonged to him in his ftate of Innocence and 
Inteff-ity^ which the Socinians themfelves will fbmetimes allow 
man to be created in. For this Integrity in man confidcr d 
as a rational Creature, and endued with freedoqi, and a pow- 
er over his own adtions, neceflarily fiippofes both knowledge 
and holinefs i thefe being moral perfeaions^ 'of which man is 
capable, and which belong to him in his Original frame and 
conftitution J and without which he could not have difcharg- 
ed his duty, nor have bin, ineum ufuminquem comparatus erat^ 
Optus idoneus^ (as Soctnus expreflfes it) fit for the end and 
purpofe for which he was created, which was to" (crve and 
praife his maker, and confequently the want of them in any 
juft degree, muft have bin a degree of imperfection : which 
. would not only be a difparagement to man, but muft have 
refle<3:ed a difhonour upon God, in forming a Creature de- 
ftitute of thofe perfections of which he was capable, and which - 
were every way fuited to his conftitution. To make this 
plain, let us for once make an abfurd fuppoficion, that God 
at firft created man, with imperfect Organs offence, fpeech and 
motion i purblind and flow of hearing, with a faultering tongue 
and feeble knees : ftammering when he fpoke, and ftaggenng 
as he went j who fliould complain of pains, aches iiid infirmities, 
as fbon as he <;ame into the world, as others ufe to do when 
they are ready to go out of it : Can any man imagin, that as 
fbon as fuch a ftrange Creature had dropped out ot the hands 
of hi& maker, he would have bin difmiffed by him, with the 
high commendations of health, foundnefs and integrity ? So nei-

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ther on the other hand, had he made a man of weak Iptelle- 
<3:uals, of a perverfe and ftubborn dilpofition, with afiedions 
rebelling againft the commands c^t rcaf on, could it either with 
propriety or truth be (aid, that (uch a one was very goody 
who warned thofe moral peiiedtions oi Kno\^ledge and Righ* • 
teoufheiS, of which he was every way a$ capiMe as hfe 
of iiglic or hearingi and the want of whidrilrefe m-MoAjM^ ^ 
ly incoafiftent'with the me^m <m4 ffrightfteff of his mtad, 
as ficknds and infimiities- would be with the firengtk amivi^ 
gar of his Body. 

You will (ky that a little degree of knowledge might have 
lerved Adam's turn iii Paradife j and that no otSer Righteouf* 
nefe was requifite, but a freedom from Sin, that is, rrom any 
ftain or defilement of his nature, ut omni hbe ac vttw carent^ 
as Soc'inus fpenks, To this 1 Anf. Befides all that hath been • 
faid before, man s Itberum arbttrtum^ his free will, and that ablor 
lute power and dommion over his own a<5 ions, which our ad- 
verlaries allow Jdam to be pofTeflTed of, in his ftatc of inno- 
cence, is a fufficient conflitation of this ailci tion. tor firft, 
Frte wiUluppofcd knowledge, the knowledge ol Go(ihimiel£ 
his duty j ot ail actions which he was obliged to pemrni) and 
of all W circtunftances of them likewiie^ without whidi they 
would not be voluntary *• 
' a. As his^Mwmoverother Cm^ 
and luppoied M&dis in Kim to govttn them : io this domi* 
iiion over his own actions naturauy and neceflarily implies a 
ftumr in him to govern himfelf,^and all his affiurs. And this 
again neceOarily fuppofes a fabordination between the pow- 
ierB and faculties of his Soul, in which fubordination we make 
Orio^inal Righteoufnelstoconfift. For he that cannot govern 
his thoughts and defires^ will never have the entire government 
of his aittons^ of which the former are the ipnngs and prin- 
ciples. You will &y there may be iome ftru^e between

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fenfe and reafbn, and yet r^afbn may prefervc its authority, 
and tho with difficulty, yet may keep the aflfecSlions, in order. 
I Jnf. Any fuch ftruggle or refiftance is inconfilfent with 
that abfolute power over our adtions, which we call free will, 
and which we fiippole jidam to be invefted witli intheftatc 
of Innocence, Every propenfion to evil, every relu<5tance of 
our paffions agiinft our rcafbu, is a real weakening of our 
dominion, which is not complete^ when it is not able to keep 
all quiet in the Soul. No nian was ever yet mafter of him-, 
lelf, that could not mafter his own inclinations, and therefore 
wherever that authority is entire, it will enable men to com- 
mand the defires, and to govern the affeBions^ fb as that they may 
beat the beck of Realbn, to move or ftand ftill, like the 
/w/Ws Servant in the Gofpel, and to adt according to the 
direction of the fuperior faculties : otherwife a man in great 
meafure hath loft his authority, and from being a mafter, in 
a little time will become a Have. 

In fhort, any inclination or pronenefs to Sin, is inconfiftent 
with an abfolute freedom over our actions ; as is evident from 
this ftate of our corrupt nature, in which our liberty is 
much weakened and impaired, that the bare commands of 
reafon, neither are, nor ever were able fincc the fall of A- 
dam^ to keep the paffions in order, without the affiftance of 
fbme higher and fupernatural principle, vi^, the grace of God': 
as is evident fron\ the experience of all the world, and is ac- 
knowledged by all Chriftians, except Felagians^ and SociniarUy 
if thefe Tatter may deferve that name. 

And this was the ftate of man in Paradife; not a ftate 
of impeccMUy^ as if it were impoffible for him to Sin : for 
he was capable of being tempted, and as the event fliexyed, 
of being foylcd by the temptation.* But all this was through 
his own default, who might if he had pleafed, have rejected 
the temptation, before it did in tlic leaft prevail over 
him. 

All which notwithftanding the oppolkipn that at fbme times 
is made to it, at other times feemes to be acknowledged by 
our-Adverfaries themfelves. Socinus will tell us, firft that man

in every thing elfe they tell us, that he was fofar from hav* 
ing any indttuuims^ that he had not a power oi doing evil. 
That the law of nature, or right rcaion, was not to him, 
(b much a * rule or dtreciion for the government of his a<Sli- 
onsj as a kind of InfitnU y puQiing him on and compeHing 
him as it were, to do thofe things which were agreeable to 
it : fb that he could no more a^ againlt the diaates of his 
reaibn, than a child or a beaft can afi;ainft tlie dirc^ftiiit ;flf . 
lenfe, and the appetites which natnral^ arife thenoe; So that 
iie/jleenis ac*his ncft Creation to ad by a neoeffity of nature, 
ttld not by a principle of freedom and choice. * 

Here it is to be obferved in the firft place> that as to 
fol Jdgkeoufrtefsy which confifts in an obedience to the law of na- 
ture, Limb, and the Remonftrants make jftiam to be poflef^ 
fed of it, in an higher mariner than any Caknvifl ever yet 
aflertcdi. who tho they ^rm man to be created in a ftate of 
tioime^ yet they allow k to be a ftate of freedom : and

p. If. Firft, whereas they generally fay that freedom isabib- 
lutely neceffary to the will in all its a<3:ions^ being its eflen- 
tial property which cannot be fcparated from it -• Here Lim^. 
tells us that the will of jidam in hb ftate of integncvj was 
not a ' neutral rvillj Indifferent to the praAice of good and 
evil : but that he was pollcilcd of fuch a natural uprightnefs, 
that he neither did, nor could deiire,or do any thiflcjthat was 
;inoi:dijiate and anisiwfiiL You . will lay that notwipiftanding 
this LM^ is troe to his nrinciple, and that heftillaflert&.the 
fieedom of* mans will, tiio -thoe expceffions .£^pre\ta 
overthrow it. jidam indeed cojild Qot/.ad;againfthi8;C0gt* - 
Icienc^ but that, ^th he, did not {iroceed fiom his want of - 
iieedom: bat.becaiife the Law of nature overruled that fre&t 
dom. I confefs he doth (ay fo : but by this faying he is fo far 
firom mending the matter, that he makes it much worfe, and ' 
within the compais of a lew lines, heaps up fb many contra- 
didions, that ic.i^ aimoft m difficult to number^ as it, is to 
reconcile them. * '

free^ according to the notion of freedom as it is ftated by him- 
fcU' and all the Remonllrants, which is not neutra^ a neutral or 
Indifferent will. Here he faith, Adam't voluntas non futt neutra (3 
Imiifferens'. and yet in the fame chapter he delcribes hberty 
by this very ' tndtfference which he makes to be the formal 
notion of it. From whence .1 muft conclude, that if ^Idams 
will was not indifferent^ it was not libera^ a free will : and that 
if it were free^ it muft at the lame time be indifferent. 
- 2.dly^ 1 defirc to be informed, how it is poflible for y^dam 
to preferve his freedom, and yet not be able to a<St againft 
the law of nature and the dire<^ion of his confcience: fince 
the very notion of liberty according to him, fuppofes an ab- 
Iblute power in the will over its own anions, to perform, or 
fufpend the performance of them -at its own plcafure. ^V^. the 
fifth he told us, Adamus contra legem natura^ & confcietitiam pec- . 
tare non poterat. And yet Sexton tnc xoth. Exi^ Iwertati/ l^tio^ 
ut voluntas poteftatem habeat tarn (^etidi quam non agendi^pojlquam 
•mma ad aaionem requijita adfunt. Now he that can talk at 
this rate, takes too great a liberty in his writings, and pre- 
fumes too much either upon the. carelefnefs, or good nature 
of his* Readers. 

idly^ I want a further Refblution, how Adams will could 
be free ; and yet he in the mean time z6i by a natural infiinBy 
which is nothing clfe but in other words a necejjtty of nature. 
For whether that inftinU proceeds from fenfe or reafbn, in 
this cafe it makes no difference, the a<5tions which flow from 
it, being in both . cafes equally necefTary and unavoidable. 
And therefore Limborch tells us, that Adam was governed by — 
the law of nature, as infants are by the dire<^ion of fenfe, 
and fenfitive appetites, who cannot be prefumed before they 
arrive at the ufe of reafbn, to aft by deliberation and choice. 
Now from hence one of thefe two things muft unavoidably 
follow i Either firft that Adam in the ftate of innocence had

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the faculty of willing, without ■ the ejfentuil property, of it, which 
they fay is freedom, and therefore abfolutely infeparablc from it. 
Or that liberty and neceffity may be reconciled, which at 
•other times they tell us can no more be done, than you can 
tye both parts of a contradiction together. 

The other known principle oi" the Socimans and 
monfirantSy which is clearly deftroyed by Limborch is, * thati^^- 
It^on and necejjhy^ are abfolutely inconfiftent; Forafmuch as 
there 'can be no room left for the one, where the other 
doth prevail. Now that which neceflarily refults from hence 
muft be this; Firft thzx. Jdam before his Fall, a<fling by a 
natural inftindt, was incapable of I^eltgioni or 2//^, that 
Moral J{tihteoufneJjy which confllts in the practice of tho(e du- 
ties which right reafbn, and the law of nature prelcribes, is 
no part of it. Either of which muft be a very impious as 
well as a very abfurd aflertion : fqfit muft either fuppofeman^ 
at his firft Creation not to be endued with reafbn : or if he 
were, that he was not obliged to a<^ according to the rules 
and dire<aions of it : which to affirm, were plainly to con*- 
found and alter the nature of things, and to overthrow the. 
firft and original notions of Good and Evil... • 

Now by what we have thus laid down out of the writings 
of the Adverfaries of this Truth, one would think that there 
, ihould be no great difference between us, but that we wci*e 
if not perfc^ly agreed, at leaft in a fair Way to be fb. And 
indeed if we had to deal with men whofe meaning might be 
guelTed at by their words, or who would ftand to any prin- 
ciples and be confiftent with themielves j this part of th€ con- 
troverfy might eafdy be ended, or at leaft, might be fairly 
accommodated : but.when they come to explain themfelves, they 
and we, notwithftanding this feeming confent, are found to 
be at as great? diftance, as the ArBtc( and AntarBicI^ Poles,

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For tho Soctnus acknowledges that God at firft made man 
after his own Jmn^e: yet he tells us that that /wage, as we 
fhewed before ronliilcd only in the D<;wz;i/o« winch God gave 
him ovei the wAoic Creation : and that all other notions of 
fimilitude, whereby he may be thought to re(emble God, are 
but Cm^umd Hmmm^ die^inventioiis of men» not any part 
of theRevebtion contained in' die Holy Scriptures. - *Inflitiit|- 
tfaati jfdam was boQi a firail^ iportal Opntiire^ ' having only the, 
bare faculties of undorftanding and -will, bat without the ac^. 
cbmphlhrnents of either bein^ rfeicher endued witK wifdom 
nor hoUnefs : a piire rsfa Taoula^ capable indeed of any im- 
preillons, but having nb chara^ers either of wifdomorRigh- 
teoufne(s, en^aven upon his mind, by the finger of God, w&n 
he firft dropped out of his hands. 

Let us confider particulars, and tliercby we fliall be enabled 
to take a clearer view, and frame a better judgment ot thefe 
Sodnian opinions ; and how far they are from being coniiorm- 
able to the Scripture account, and the notions which both 
Jews and Chiiftiaus, have fruin thence ibrmed qi' chcle mat- 
ters. . . Tt 
' And firft ^we will begin with the «• q^/imx«r, the (upreme 
andleaduK&uItyof tfeSoaI,tfaeandeifianding; and wheie- 
at we tdd you before that God Ci;pated man as in perftdfc 
fiaiure tf Boify^ (6 Ukewife in foil rtfeneft of ttttderftamingy ib 
that he had a perfedt kho^tedge of God, himfell^ his duty, 
and all parts oi the Creation : Smnuj wiU tell you that all 
this is a great miftake. For tho he acknowledges that God 
Created him in perfedk ftr^ngth and vigor, at the full age, 
and with the complete dimenfions of a Man i yet he would 
have us believe, that in his anderftaiiding^ he was zmeer child; 
which w^s to grow up with him, by obfervation, lludy and 
experience as in other men. But otherwife at hig firft pro- 
dudlion, that he had very little knowledge of himfelf, or any 
tiling about him. So that if yoii were to form an Idea of 
iiian iioni the wiitings of Socimsy you might fancy him to 
be an ovci^own Baby, at his firft coming into the worlcL 
gaping, ana ftaring, and cafting his eyes about him. furpriled 

and 
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and pleafed like a Child at Bartholomew- Fair^ with great va- 
riety of beautiful obje<^s, buctoully ignorant of their natures, 
and the ules for which they were deligned. 

For firft fay they, whereas God placed him in Paradife, 
where amidit great variety of Herbs and Plants, grew the Tree of 
Life, of which yfdam had the free liberty of eating j and the 
eating whereof mult have bin of fingular ufe to him, either 
thro Its natural efficacy, or Sacramental lignification : yet this 
was of very little or perhaps of no advantage to Atiam, « who 
was perfectly a ftranger to the virtue oi it, and therefore was 
not likely to receive any benefit from it. So that as to what 
concerned j^dam himfelf, it might as well have been planted 
in Utopia, as in Paradife j for whatever virtues it had, he 
was totally ignorant of them, and knew nothing of the ufe, till 
he was peremptorily forbid the ufing of it. 
' 2/^, Tho Jidam was naked, yet he knew not that he was fb, 
fed injiar infantis vel pueri fe nudum pjfe tgnoravit, Smalc. de ver. 
Dei fil. cap. 7. One would think at this rate that he had not ar- 
rived to the perfeH ufe of hij fenfes, any more than the free exer- 
cifeofhirJ^afom for if he had had but \\\s feeling about him,' ' 
fure he mult needs have difcerned whether God had given him 
a Coat of Mail, or only his own Skin for a covering. But* 
he innocent Creature like a perfecSt Child, knew not the dif- 
ference between being clothed with Armour, and being armed 
with nakednefs. 

idly. As to his Wtfe and the Beafls of the Field, when brought 
to him, he knew no more of either, than what was barely re- 
prefented to his fcnles *, fo that his knowledge of them (eemed 
to be little more than that of the Brute Creatures themfelvcsL

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another ftory, that this was fb far from being an Argument 
of more than ordinary wifdome, that it might be confident 
with the greateft ignorance : and therefore that neither Adam 
himfelf, nor any body elfe, fliould put a more than ordina- . 
ry value upon his knowledge upon this account. It is true 
he gave names to creatures, but herein he did no more than 
what, quiUbet quantumvis ftupidus^ the meancft and moft igno- 
rant Blockhead might have done. 

Laltly, whereas God at firlt made Adam mortal^ being lya- 
ble to death by the very conftitution of his nature, as 
Soctn. again and again tells us de flatu pri. Horn, yet he knew 
nothing of his ' mortality: *he was formed out of the earth 
indeed, but that was more than he knew, and into duft ac- 
cording to the courle of nature, and the Law of his Creati- 
on, tho he had not finned, he was to have returned. But 
for all this he might dream of an unmortality,as other 5 vain 
men have done fince, rvho thmk^that their Houjes Jhall continue 
for ever, and their dwelling tlacej to all Generatimis. Pf. 49. 1 1. And 
thus by making our fill Parent to feed himfelf with thofe 
vain and imaginary hopes, he tarns the Garden of Eden into 
a Foois Paradtje. 

Now if this be true, I muft profefi my (elf to be of the 
fame mind with Smal. + that all tliis wiltlome of our firft Pa- 
rent which hath bin fb much talked of, and magnified by 
Chriitians, is but a mecre Chimasra, owing to the inventi- 
ons and whimfies of fbme fiuiciful men. And with him Eptf-

And was fuch a one fit to be Godt l^irfz^ercat, and un- 
der him to be entrulted with the cai'c and government of the • 
world ? Read but the Fathers and they will tell you another 
ftory, who can fcarce /peak things great enough of the X)%- 
iw^ ami Excdknce of mans nature, as may in part appear from 
mofe few pa(&ges (among many others, which mi^t be coir 
kded) whidi we beibcc ch»d out ot their writiiu&* And 
when they have hereby enabled yoa to form an Idniiite 
creature adorned with exqoilfee perftdiooi^ with all the a^ 
compliihnients humane natnre was capable of: infhort, when 
they have railed your caqiedations to the gfcaaeft height, lb 
that you might wdl have thought, that vou were to behold 
a kind of Cotlefiial man^ or rather a Terrefirial God: all this, to 
your great amazement, when you come to penile the writ- 
ings of Socirms and his friends, dwindles into the delcriptioA 
of a weak, frail, fimple ie^norant Baby ; a meere fuifni j in 
^ture perhaps a man, but in underftanding a very child. And 
^ jndeed Smmu bimfelf when it is for his pnrpole, vf^* eftab* 
' lilh liie lidief of thatmi^iitt Smf^mgMy wkadk ((^^ 
eCJiit gteat bounty he be plealed tocbnjferiipoh.<idbKi 
(and wbicti coold not be well or wilely entnifted but with 
a perfbn of extraordinary endowments] can gracioufly al* 
low him to be endued with fmkme vptfdom^ and fts^cuy^ as 
was fiiid before. In no man ever ti&A the Dominion of 
Jtdam to fo high a pitch as he hath dope : for he makes it 
reach above the Clouds, placing the Heavens as well as the

§ox as much as God is undoubttdly the Atahor of mUtre, he 
nnlk by tbis Hypotbefis,. at the fane time be the Atabir of 
Sin, Now ^tutt (imt^ffence or a poopenfity to evil is Sin, I 
think may eafilv be made to appear from this conGderation, 
that it is a violation of that great fundamental "Ulw o£ placing 
the whole ioul and a^Fe<^iioa entirely upon God.

I hope I need not be put to the trouble- of proving, either 
ij^ that Jldum in his ftate c^. innocence was under the dt* 
refticmafthisLaw. Oc 2i^x,XbathehadoDittpleatabilittetand' 
fipllpovereoobeyit. Or 3i2^,i:]]ac this: Law, th(>i« tikes in the 
omSiM adlioni,ytt that it chiefly and principally' refpeds 
^the Soal; the motions and inclinations of which coineiindei; 
its ficft and immediate obligation. All this I (hall take for 
granted: and from hence I argne, that Jdamhcin^hy viitue 
of this Law obliged to pbce the whole bent and mclination 
of his mmd upon God (which is the meaning of Loving htm 
with all thy Sofil^ and mth all thy might) every propenli- 
on to evil muft be a dired: breach and violation of it, and 
conlequently a Sin. There is nothing tint I can think of^ 
which can poilibiy be replyed to this by oul Adveriaries, but 
one of thele two.thingi» Either i/?, that there may be this 
concupifbence and uimuihm to fin without the ^eiimt to it: 
Or that an affeOign to fin may be confiftent ^with ^ 
pa&& and mtirt Love of Goid, neither of which can be 
nrmed without great abfiirdity. * 
For x/. Ail defire is naturally fonnded in Love, which iii 
nlaally and properly diftingaiihed into amor ton^lacentite^ and 
amor defiderii. Now defire is nothing cHc but the tendency of

to be in jp&kCt health, and yet have a tendency fo> a.Fea- 
voff or a Coii(imiption» Do yon think it m poffible for- 
Lh's Wiki to have gon with her fine diieftlf tcMnurd»iMt| 
and yet at theliune tin% to hajreaift a glance towards iSmm^^ 
t:^ci|fe(9ii&isnoaev thiilgl(iraniant0l£w hil lookout 
wAy, apd aff^9dton5g|Qjqofte another. Bat that 1 man &otlkl 
pkce his affedUoos entirety upon God, and yet lean towards 
is abfolutely impoflSble : as much as it is for him at the fame 
time to go backward and forward, to wink with his cye% and 
yet ftafe another man dire<ftly in the fece.

; alii that hath iaoeii fu4 of the pmfeSttm 
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and itiUgrity of mans nature, there is one obje<3;ion that u 
commonly made with great plaufibility ; and that is, if ^dam 
had bin (ent into the world, with all thofc moral accomplilli- 
meuts, which we have alligned him, one would think it were 
impoffiblc for him to have finned j and that he muft not on- 
ly have bin innocent, but impeccable. For firft, if there wero 
that J'u'jimJJion of his atFe(5tions to his realbn, as is pretended : 
how comes it to pafs that they qwqh rebelled againlt it? Why 
did not his rcafbn fubdue the firft and earlicll motions of his 
feofitive appetite, and lhangle them in the birth? If reafbn 
had fo great an authority, as we talk of^ the leaft beck or 
nod would have calmed any prefent uproar of the pafiions, 
and have "kept all quiet in die Soul. 

Or if we fuppoie the temptation to begin at the under- 
ftauding, fin entering that way into the Soul: it may be ask'd, 
how it was poflible, ihat a perfon endued with lb much rvif' 
dom and fagactty^ as ^dam is fuppofed to be mafter ofi could 
ever be wrought upon to do a thing lb contrary to all rea- 
£bn,f/i^. to heai'keii to the fuggcjlion of an evil fpirit, in op- 
pofition to the plain declaration, and peremptory threatening of 
his Maker. He muft be ttraugely fur^irized one would think, 
and tho he had great knpwledge, fure he had not his rea- 
ion, or at leaft his con fideration at that time about him. To 
which I jinf, that yfdam tho created with all the before men- 
tioned excellencies, yet was made in a ftate of probation and 
tryal: and tho perfe<^ly good, yet not lb confirmed in good- 
nefs, but that he was left in the hands of his mvn counjely fo 
that his happinels or milery was purely in his own power. 
His ftate of innocence^ was a ftate of Ithrty : being endued in- 
deed with ^tghteoufnefsy but at the fame time with Freedom 
likewife, havmg a compleat power . over his own actions, fo 
that he might either do an acfiion, or fiifpend the doing of 
iti hearken to his rcafon, ordilbbey the di<Siatcs of it, as he 
thought fit. He was made up of fucli faculties, whereby he 
was capable of being tempted^ and upon the account of the 
before mentioned liberty, of complying with the temptation : in 
which there was fometliing offered by the Deyil ta gratifie

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his finfe^ and (bmething to work upon his underfiandw^, TU

and evi/j ver. j. io that now it was a Tree, which was not 
only pIca/ant • to the eyes, but a Tree to be dcfired to make one 
mfe^ ver. 6, Place therefore the temptation and let it begin 
where you will: by virtue of that Dominion which j^dam 
had over Ins owu actions, he might if he ib thought fit,gra- 
ttfie the didatCBOf fenfe, againft the dkeAions of leafbn, and 
fuffer lYiQjug^efims^ SadwfU to prevail againft the eonmumdt 
of God. ' But however tho the femes might bewroughcupotiy 
<uid the affe^ions coniequently exdted; yet the wiU one 
would think (kould not be moved but by the diced:io!i of 
Mfiin, and it is icarceto be ima^^nedhow fo pure^ io refined 
a reajon could be impofed upon. ^nf. yes, the underftand* 
ing It /elf is capable of being wrought upon, cither immedi" 
atcly by Argument, or mediately by perfwafion, and the allure- 
ments of the ienfes ; which are apt to make wile men tncon^ 
f derate^ and tncon/ideratton ii one great ftep to error ; andiK>t 
only io, but the ienfes oftentimes transfer their own preju- 
dices upon the underftan Jing ; nothing being more uiual, than 
-fi>r men to believe that to be true, which they earneftly d^ 
fire fliould prove io. Bat when all Is done^ dio we Ihonid 

rint that the afiedibns were moved; and the nndetftanduti^ 
£tf pe^^fited as to »£b fo fo$ltfl^fyy it is not eafily uhdeK0ib«i% 
'how tai*1R^^ll^ which was fo holy and righteous, fhould ever 
confent to ib wUi^ m t&vm\ apd without that coi^t, the 
a(S^ion would never have bin committed. / Anj, This might 
be done, by virtue of that -power which the will had over its 
own Adtion? : for tho it were a righteous^ it was a free wiiti 
and coniequentiy capable of a<iiing according to its chity, or 
-contrary to it. But to ^ut thia tsaxxst beyond all doub^

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•or at leaft beyond the cavils of our adverfarics; I fhall offer 
two inftances, which are allowed by them, for proof and il- 
luftration of this matter : w';^. That Adam^ tho in a flate of 
the greated perfe<^ion, yet might be capable of confenting 
to a temptation, and oonieqiiently, (as it happened) of being 
overcome by it. 

Ami the firft ioftanoe lhall be that of a K^meratiman whofe 
condition is thus reprefented by Limb. ' 'his undcrltanding is 
^ iUuminatedwith the knowledge of tiie divine pieafare,ib that 
*he .cannot miftake for want of a certain rule to govern his 

* judgment by. His will follows the direction of the under- 
' itanding, and is fo far Swayed by it, that in us choice and 
*aver{ation, it is guided by the determination of that fupreme 

* faculty. Laftly the affections are obedient to the will, and 

* move according as they are moved or incited by it. Nay this 

* bleiled Harmony between the faculties is not disturbed by * any 
*nmmttttftmct^ifcencc^ or natural corruption which are left in 

* the SonI, whereby he is iblidted, and excited tothepradBct 
*of thatwhich is evil. Here one might thiiricthat aman hav* 
ing all his faculties thus fortified and guarded by. die gpm 
ot God, ihonld almoft be out of the naeb of anjr tonpcn* 

* tion : and yet fuch an one, of fbpctre^.fb refined, (o conmm- 
mate an holinefs (you would think it, the delcription of the 
ftate of Innocence^ and not of Regeneration^ by which the Image 
of God IS but impcrfed^ly renewed in this lite,) is not only 
lyable to be tempted, but likewife (according to him) to be 
foyled by it, to the lofs of his fpiritual life. So that he may 
fall from one Sui to another, until at length by a toul A- 
poftacy, he may extin^uilh ail difpoficions to virtue^ and be- 
come of a (luld tfGt^ 0 of periUiim,

But how could envy find a paflage into the minds of thefe 
pure and immaculate I'pirits, any more than tvifciom enter im 
to a Soul defiled with Sin > What could they potSbly dcfire, 
which they were not already poiTeired oO What ^ccefiioQ 
coaid be mde to their happine(s, what addition to theijr 
fbbtil M leefinMl knowledge ? Did they hope to menddidr 
cfM^ioi^ teyr revolting fcom thehr tnaker^ Hotrccmidlo wiU 
ttduHnaglnadOn enter mto the minds of foch wife andiimd^ 
ligent beings? Had they no knowledge of God and them^ 
ieives^ and the u^iiu$ dtftance between both ^ If they had noC^ 
let us no longer magnife their wifdcm nov ovate their trimly 
which their ignorance muft extenuate, if not totally excufe. 
If they had, how could they think of fighting againfl God> 
and not know that in die conclulion they fhould be maftered 
by him> They could not but be fenfible, that they had to 
do with him who was neither an jinpotcnt nor acarelefs be- 
ing 'i coniequentiy, one who would be provokgd by sm ^sfiwity 
im C4atd revenge it.

They did enter into 
a confpiracy againll their Maker, are turned Rebeb and A- 
poftatcs, at the inftjgation, as it is like, of one Chtefiain and 
Jf^n^eadiTy who is ftiled Satban^ and die XJwi/ by way of Em-

down into thofe lower regions, where they are refirvtd m 
chains under dark^fs^ unto the ^tdgment ofthegtm Day^ Jud.

All which the Scriptures have Sured. us the truth of: and 

how unlikely or improbable fbever it may feem, yet is ac- 
knowledged by thoie perlbns with whom we are now di(^ 
putmg. / ^ ' ^ 

Having thus given an account of man in his ftate of 
nocence^ now wc come ta confider him in his Fallen Jiate^ and 
what the ScijpLuies have inh:>riiied us of it, is this. That 
jidam having difbbeyed his niakci , m eating of the Forbidden 
Fruite^ became obnoxious to the lentence and penalty of the 
Law, wbich was JUath^ Iniheday thw eai^ ttanf ihmfiaU 
jurely dye^ Gen. a, 17. But hefides the punifliment of Deaths 
he was further lyaUe to a twofold mifery^ which was the un- 
avoidable conieqaence of hi8 difbbedience. Firft, hereby he 
ioft his integrity, and a great meafureof that Original Righ- 
teoufnefs which we before delcribed. tdlyy He forfeited the 
favor of God, whicli made up the principal and nc^blcft part 
ot that happinefs which he was poilcfred oi in the Itate of 
innocence. And of this, the curie which he brought upon 
the earth i the toyl, and labor, and fbirows which lie pulled 
upon his own headi and much more hisexpuUion out oiPa- 
latiiie, and feparation from the Tree of Life, were an evi- 
dent argument; as being the plain indications of Gods 
high difpleajHire againft him. All -fin doth more or lefi de- 
file mans nature, and therefore muft put him out of Gods favor, 
who cannot behold the leaft impurity without Averfation t no 
unclean thing can enter into his prefence, but muft for ever be 
excluded and banifhed, from the hahitatioit bis IMsufs^ aad 
$he place ivherc his honour drvelleth. 

And here we have the acknowledgment of fbme of them, 
who in other things ' are our advmaries in this uuth, vis^

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That Adam by his difbbedicnce, fDrfeited his happinefs, loft 
his Original Righteou/hefs in which he was at firft created, 
and fell from a ftate of uprightnefs into a ftate of (in; ' be- 
ing hereby deprived both of Grace and Glory : which is all 
that we mean when we fpeak of the corruption of -mans na- 
ture, which doth not only confift in a bare negation of Ho- 
Itncfsy and confequently a difability by his own natural ftrength 
to perform any (aving good: but likewife in neceflary pr<h- 
persons to evUy as is acknowledged by Liml/. Adami appetitus 
pojl lapfum^ ma^is inclinavii inpeccatum^ & prontor redduiu eft ad 
concuptfcendum tllicitay as we cited him before, Li^. 3. Cap. z.SeS, 
24. I know it is (aid both by the Socinians, and Remon- 
ftrants, notwithftanding their former confeflion, that it can- 
not be conceived, how one fin fhould be of that force as to 
corrupt all the powers and faculties of Adam's Soul. To which 
I Aniwer, this might very well happen from the nature of 
the thing, as well as by the appointment and judgment of 
Almighty God. And this 1 fliall make out by two inftances 
which cannot well be denyed by our Advei*faries. 

The firft fliall be that of a T^generate man^ who by their 
unanimous confeflion may fall from a ftate of Grace, and that 
not only by repeated and multiplyed adts, but by the com- 
miffion of one great fin^ fuch as is Idolatry y 'Murthery Adultery y 
Perjury^ denyal of the Faithy and the like, which do not only 
put a man out of Gods favor j but dcftroy the ftate of Rege-. 
nerationi which they fay is inconfiftent, with thefingle com- 
miflion of any fuch enormous fins. And this they prove from 
the examples of Davidy and Solomotiy who by the commiflioti 
of thofe two great fins of Adulteryy and Idolatry, did totally, 
fall from Grace, as well as from the juft hopes and title ta"" 
Salvation. It is true indeed, they fay, the habit of Fatth ia 
David was not by this fin totally extinguiflied i neither do 
we fay the like of the Righteoufncfs of Adam after his fall ; 
but however, Faflo ifto haiitum fanBitatis infregity aBum fidei 
confequentemy obedientiam feu fanBttatem peremity ajfenju licet alt-

quali adbue tennantnte^ as « Limb, fpeaks, he did theitfey 
weaken the milm of JMjteouJmfr^ and deftroyed his Faith as 
it was a principU of Holinefsy or a faving Grace : which is all 
that we need to affirm nt the effe<4 of j^dam'si'm^ which was 
by the confeffion oi Ej^ijcoj/. peccatum enorme. For tho as to the 
externa) Fad^ of eating the fprt>idden Fruit: it was but Om^ 
yet if we oonfidor die ingredieiiti. caalb, and pfetnratii^^ 
it, it was a CmpUcmmr^Smt. ^''''^'^ 
. I fuppofe our adverlaries wUI acknowledge, that JdiiSI^^ 
fore he Hmied was tempted ; that he hearkened to the voice 
of the Tempter ; that he broke thro the ftrongeft reftraint^ 
c«^. the tbreatning of Death annexed to the prohibition, 
which muO: necellarily fuppofe in him ty^^/tiry, a contempt of 
Gods Authority, and a kind of Jpojiacy and revok from his 
Maker: man bein^ now no longer to be JubjeH to God, but 
to be eaualvf 'irh him. So that his Sin had fome Affinity, with 
the Pride and Rebellion of the Apoftate Angels, (which was 
the fecond inftance to be given for the iUultiaUon of this 
matter) which lin of theirs ha: h fb totally infedled and poy- 
Ibned their natures, tlui chey are in a manner made up of 
Fride> Malice, Envy, and Wickednefs. In fhort, it haoi lb 
endiely conmpted them, that diere ace no nli^Sy no fii^ 
flips remaining of their firfi and original purity : not tfaeleaft 
fpark of goodnefs left, hot att inciinations to, and endeaYoCtti 
after it are aUblutely and eternally extinguiOied. 
. But we need not fb far aggravate Jdams Sin, and the mi- 
tttY confeqnait upon it. * Let it iAffice to fay, that it might 
be of as great efficacy, as either the Adultery of Vavid^ or 
Idolatry of Solomon was, to weakehi? not to deftroy his Ori^i" 
nai J^ghteoufnefs I to put him out of the favor of God, and 
confequently, to deprive him of his happinefs and integ;cit)f 
together. ' ' ■.-•^^r.iyiWy, 

This was the cflccfc of jfdarnz Sin upon Imiifelf, but it did 
not icit hcic, but reached all his pojierity ; for Adam mull be 
confidercd as the root of mankind : and fb in a natural flwgr.

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his happinefs or miftry might be conveyed to his pofterity i 
and much more when wc confider him as a Fadtral Head-. 
God having made a covenant with him, as the reprefentativ* 
of all mankind, fb that according to his obedience or difb- 
bedience refpedtively, his pofterity was either to enjoy or be 
deprived of that happinefs, and thofe advantages he was poflef- 
fed of j the promifes and threatnings comprehending them all. 
And this the Apoftle plainly makes out, in the comparifbn 
inftituted by him between Jldam and Chrifi ; who were both, 
tho' in different refpecSts, the Heads and Reprefentatives of all 
mankind. And fb they are put in oppofition to one another 
by St. PW, both in the i Cor. i f « ch. And efpecially in the 
St-h of the J^m. v, 12, for ns by one man Sin entred into the 
IVorid and death by Stn^ and Jo death paffed upon all men^ for 
that all have finmd \ that is, as the punilliment was tran&iit- 
ted from Adam to all his pofterity ; • fb, or rather, much more 
than fb, the gift of grace and mercy thro Chrifi^ hath abomded to 
many^ verf, i f . or to all, to whom it belongs, and for whom 
it was purchafcd, and to whom upon performance of the con- 
ditions required in the new covenant, it fhall certainly be 
applied. For fo the word wA\o< is to be underftood, it 
b^mg as much as miym i as is evident by compaiing the 12, 
13, If, 18, and 19//;, ver. together: for whereas in the ij/A 
verf. The free gift is faid to have abounded unto many^ «f cv^ 
m)iaiti in the 18^/;, It is f aid the free Gift came ei^ Trurmg 
B-^uTTH^ } and rpherens in the 1 2th v. Sin is faid to be^ and enter 
into the World ^ f Hoa-fuv^ and death by Sin : The word K.o<rf*@^ 
muft.lignify as much as Tnem^ cw5^^a>jr«5 the Apoftle himfelf fo 
explaining it in the fame verfe, telling us that Death pajfed upon 
all men^for that all have finned. 

Once more v. 19; we are told that as by the difobedtence of

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one^ many jvere made or conllituted Sinners ; Jo by the Obedience 
of one^ Jhall many be made or conftitutcd K^hteous, Now thefe 
manyy in the verfe immediately foregoing i8. are faid to be 
all men j for as by the offence ofone^ judgment came upon all men unto 
Condemnation j Jo by the J^ghteoufnefs of the free Gift came 
upon all men to Jujttfication of Life, By all which it is evident, 
that as the K^hteoujnefs or Chrift was not perjonal; the fut- 
ferings indeed were in the perfon of Chnft, but were not ter- 
minated there ( I mean as to their virtue and efficacy ) but 
reached and extended to all mankind, fo far, as to put all 
men into a capacity of Salvation, who before were under the 
difpleafure of God, and obnoxious to the fentence of the Law :** 
So the Sin of jidam was not meerly perfonal^ but fuch as in- 
volved all his pofterity in the fame guilt, and made them 
liable to death^ which was the punilhtuent threatned by tlie 
Law. ' 

And this is fo plainly delivered, and fo often repeated by 
the Apoftle in tliis chapter, that one would think there Ihou Id 
be 'no room left, not only for any probable, but any the 
remotcft doubt. Read but the izth verfe and there you will 
find, that by one man Jm entred into the Worldy and death by Jm^ 
and fo death faffed upon all men^ for that all have finned. Where 
we have firlt, an account both of the caufe and original of 
•lin, and 6'f'its overtaking all mankind: and that is the dif^ 
obedience of Adam, he was that one man : as alfb of the effeA 
and confequence of that fin, which was Death, ^dly^ We 
have the proof of that AfTertion, w'^. that fin entred into 
the World, or upon all men ( for thole two words, as we (hew- 
ed before, are equivalent, and (ignify one and the fame thing) 
by a dcmonflration d poftsricri^ becaufe Deatl) which is the pu^ 
nijhment of fin, hath overtaken all men. It is as plain then, as 
words can make it, that Death is the punifhment of fin: Sin 
entred into the World, and Death by Sin. idly. It is equally 
evident, that fmce die punijbment hath overtaken all men, 
that all are involved in the guilt-, becaufe death could not 
otherwifc feize on all men, but becaufe all have finned: the 
crime and the punifhment being of equal extent. For death, 

or 
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or mortality being come into the Woild, feized not only on 
^dam^ to whom it was peremptorily and exprcfly threacned 
(in the day thou eateft thereof thou Jhalt furely dte) but upon all 
meer men alfb that were afterwards born, bccaulc all were 
finners. ' And that we may not think death now to bs 
tlic only emk&hm «f «r .iMftvv, we betitt^ morci^ men, bom 
of a mortal parent, bat properly a pk^tmmi the ApoflUe 
makes it plain beyond ail <!ont]»didbn t. i^. h imt m man 
that fime/^ hm the pufffmu (or lentence,) by reafmt tf mm tfinte 
(of that one man ) unto condemnatim\ - v \ 

From henoe it is evident, that they on whom the fentetikB 
paffedy and were condemned by it, were punijbed for that one 
offence, and confequently were guilty of it : for where there 
is no crime, there is no punilhmcnt. And that we may not 
think, that the coademnation overtook Jdam only : we are 
told the fcntence was pafled, and executed on all his pofte- 
rity. So by the offence of thts one^ that judgment mentioned m 
the \6, V. came upon all men wuo Condemnation^ v. i8. without 
exception. For tho(e oniverfal forms of fpeech, as Dr. Ham. 
well dbierves)' are to be taken In the greateft and moft com^ 
ptdienfive latttiul^ without exclnfion of any t*and there was 
^reatr^ilbn that the punifhment Ihoold reach thole who were 
mvolved in the guilt: ftr in the 19. v» by. the difobedma 4/ 
this one mattj numy^ or all am made finnen^ .aod then it is no 
bonder they were all liable to the fame condemnatioowii iv^' 

And thus all the Children oiAdam^ v 'i\. :ill meer men^ by ver- 
tue of his fin are liecome finners, that is. Guilty of his dis- 
obedience which is imputed to them; whereby they are de- 
prived of original Righteoufnefs, born with propcnfions to 
evil, and a diiability by tlieir own natural ftrength to per- 
form any fuvjng good ; being likewile obnoxious both to a 
temporal death, and alfo to an eternal ieparation from tho 
preieioce of Qo\ inwhofe favor is life: or whidi ^lAnn's er« 
. polfion out of Paradiie^ and his feparation fipm the Tree of 
Lif^ was a Type aoihFignre.

, 2£i/y^ As to original fin, as it befpeaks the dcpra\'atiun of 
our natures, winch is ic (elf both a Stn and part ot the Pu" 
wt/bmrnt ot'jidams Sin^ dicy would perfwade the world tg be- 
lieye, that it -is, CMMMttaii kmrnmrn^ a oMer fiible^ Adm% 
iin being fb &r fiom oonapting his pofterity> that it had 
not the efficacy to cornijptrtbe poweiSt of his own Soul^i 
the Image of*God fth^ not defaced in jidam^ and re- 
maining ftill in all men. So that in Oiort, it is iiich another 
Fable sis the Divinity of Chcii^ which tho' it be as i>ktnly de- 
livered by the Infpired writos as can be exprefled in words, 
yet the Socininm have the confidence to tell the >rld, that 
• it commentum otto forum hominum^ the contrivance ot Tome idle 
perfbns^ who had nothing elfe to do, but to invent and ob- 
trude inch extravi^^ant notions -apon the world.

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Nay Socifttts ' will go one ftep higher, and let us know, 
that this Idle ftory concerning Original Sin, is n Jervijh fahle^ 
picked up from them by Antuhrifi^ and introduced into the 
Chriftian Church, in order to eltabUfli thofe two pernicious 
errors concerning the Jncarnatim of Chrifly and the Baptijm of 
Infants. From hence we may obferve, what is very well 
worth our notice, what the opinion of the Church, gene- 
rally received among all good Chriftians (before Socinus his 
time) was, concern mg the true reafon of Chrilt's coming into 
the World, (which (bme have fince placed upon another bottom, 
tho* with what fervice to Chriftian ity may be hereafter examin- 
ed ) vi\. to reconcile mani^ndy and reftore them to the favor of 
God, who were univerfally involved in the guilt and obnoxious 
to the punifhmcnt of Adam's diibbedience : and confecjuently 
idlyy How near and clofe a connexion there is between thefe 
two Dodtrines, and therefore what great reafon Socinus had to 
oppofe the former concerning Original Sin with all his might: 
as being of fb pernicious confcquencc, as to draw along with 
it, the acknowledgment and proof of Chrijl's Incarnation^ and 
the dangerous DoiStrinc of the J^demptton of the World by that 
means. I wonder when Socimu his hand was in, that he went 
no higher than jintichrifty and that he did not afcribe the in- • 
vention of this Dodknne, as Volk^l. doth that concerning the 
Trinity, not only to the Son ot perdition, but aUb veteran 
tori Satana^ to that old Serpent the Devil, the Father of all 
Lies and Errors. Tho' by the by, upon examination I am 
afraid it will be found, that that veterator and thefe novatores 
hold but too good a correfpondcnce together. 

TjUy^ As to that other part of the punifhment of Adam's 
Sin, Death', they fay * that Adam was at firit made, as we are 

now

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now born, a mortal creature, and that Death was that which 
was the conlequcnce of his conftitution, and the condition 
of his nature. That if he had not finned^ he might have dyed 
before^ as well as after his fall: nay, you might have pronounced 
it asfafely and peremptorily of him, as you can of any of his 
pofterity, nay of the very Bcafts, the Ox and the Afs, that 
he was mortal and liable to Death. It is true indeed God might, 
have exempted him from the lot and condition of his nature 
as he did Enoch and Elta-s : But of this he had no promife, 
and therefore could have no reaibnable expectation. In fliort,, 
uidam if he had prefer ved his innocence, yet mighty and ii^ 
all likelyhood would have dyedi his death, now by being made 
neceflary, is, fay they, become more certain than before the fall 
but however if he had not filmed, according to the courfe of na^ 
twre he muff have dyed, and nothing but zmiracU could have 
prefcrved him. Now I fay that this whole account of Soci' 
nus\ concerning the confequence of Jdanii fin, is not only^ 
repugnant to the plain declarations of Scripture i but like- 
wile inconfiftcnt with their own adertions, they being hereia 
not more oppofite to the tiiith, than they are to thcmfclves. " 
^ Which when it is made out, I hope we may be allowed to ac- 
count this Hypothcfis of theirs both impious and ahfurd. 

For i/?, if we confider the it is evident that it reach-^ 
ed all yidam's pofterity, became, as die Scriptures formerly aP- 
fiired us, the punijbment did Co. Sin prjt entring into the IForldy 
and Death by Jui^ Rom. f. 12. To avoid the force of this Argu-

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■Ktit, Socirm tho he durft not plainly deny the Scripttire% 
yet he dares pervert theiii, and thereby takes as effeAua! a 
courfe to elude their Authority, as if he had abfblutely difbwned 
it. And here, there being fo dole a connexion between the 
fin and the punifhment, I murt acquaint the Reader, that 
whilft 1 (peak of the one, I muft be forced to inchide the other ; 
the fin necedariiy inferring the punifhment, and the puniih- 
nieat being the clear evumce ftad proof of the Sin. Nov 
then when it h urged dutt Death it the vpages of Sin^^ fore- 
naaued Author Viil tell tu, diat bare Ueath Is not thereby 
inteoded, bat neoeflary and eternal Death; ' that the carfe 
direatoed Admi'vz\aLim% to death, brought no other m- 
Con?enience along with it, but that what before was natural^ 
now by this fin became «tffe^ry> which properly made tt a pu- 
mjbment. Now this is not to interpret Scripture, but to abufe 
it; and at the fame time to dally with the threatnings of 
God, which ought to be treated with more refpe<5t. For this 
account, befides that it contradicts tlie formal notion of pu- 
nifhment, by overthrowing the true ends and reafbn of in- 
iii(!/ting it, which plainly evince that it cannot be natural; 
makes the curie or God mmu lufusy a meer trifle. Infteadof 
trattUing at, men would deride the judgments of God, andlaio^ 
tt ii» nd&mtgers who brcuglit the tidings of iliem. 
: iSBppoft a man fliould tell as that if we finned^ wefhonu 
inevitably be expofed to Mmgfr 4Md Thirjly to flkf and wea-^ 
fimft ; and then npon an enquiry^ (which nmft naturally ariie 
bcace,) how this could be a proper method to deter men from 
finning, fince by the condition of their nature they were ly- 
able to theie intiimities, from which the greateft virtue could 
not prote<ft them ; he fnould gravely be told, that the above- 
named threatning, tho it doth not denounce any new thing to 
which before they were not iyabie, yet that it aUers the re*

dmUf born a mortal creature, and by the condition oF his na- 
tore, without a Miracle he muft have dyed: it is true, God 
might have altered the courfe of nature, and have exempted 
j^aam from the Laws of Islortality ; and ib, if he had- thought 
fit, if we believe the lame Socinus, he might have reverfed his 
threatnittgs and overruled his own decrees j fo tiiat, as far as I can 
fee, Death was equaUy ncccfTary to Adam^ before as well as 
after his Fall: a miracle of Mercy could have favcdhun in one 
cafe, and nothing Icfs than a mracie of Power could have pre- 
ferved him in the other. 

To make the abittrdity. of tliis Snmrn aflertion themoie 
apparent, let us fuppofe, that by the fettled order and laws 
ot nature* and by^ the nowerf ti) tnflnences of. the Stan, the 
old world had bin lyable to be overflown by % Deluge, and 
Sodom and Gomorrah to be burnt with Lightntog i and then 
thiit Noab and jLot (hould have endeavoured to feerthe men 
. of thofe times, from their evil courfes, by denouncing thofe 
Calamities againft them : would they not (think you,) have 
laughed at iho(t preachers of J^hteoufnefs^ who would have bin 
unto them, what Lot really was to the Sodomites^ hk^ men that 
mocked ? Or Ihould any man now pretend to relorm the man- 
ners of the Age he lives in, and in order to it, fhould ac- 
quaint people if they did not anwnd their lives, that. 
God at a certain, time (by an Ecliple, which of it felf would 
certainly happen) would dai ken the Inminarks of Heaven, 
ib that the Mtm fimUd koJ^black^ and the Sm Jbndd not &ve 
hii light: Would any man of any tolerable knowledge inuie 
motions of the Heavenly bodies, be otherwife afie^ea, than to 
deride the folly of any fuch pretender, to know and foretel 
the jnc^ments of God^ He could aojC but look upon fuch an 
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one to be an Impoftory and account this diviner macl. For- 
afmuch as this were only a fit method, {by {iich Bugbears) to 
fright Fools and Children into their duty. 

Perhaps it will be (aid that jidam was but an Infant im 
hmpled^ey who knew very little of himliel^ or any thing a- 
boat him s and therefore this mig^t be a proper method to 
work upon hkweaknefs and ignoranoe, who tho he wasibadi 
rooital, knew nothing of* his mortality : tho he was by the 
conititution of his nature iyable to Death, yet he mightdlream 
•of iiving iot ever) as was laid before. Now this is to abnib 
Scripture as well as Mam^ and if this be not trifling with 
the Threatning^andjodgmentsof Almighty God, I know not 
what is. 

Indeed this whole matter as it is delivered by the 5orwaiw^ 
is fb odd, fb contrary to the plain declarations of Scripture, 
that to preferve a feeming reverence foi', and yet to avoid 
the convwilion of it, it engages them in an aeccount, (o awk- 
ward and perplexed, that it was plain, they were (b far from 
, giving any lealoMble-iatisfiiaion to och^ thai they oonld not 
ntisfie them^ves* 

For firft whereas the Scriptare laith (aswe cited it befbn) * 
Thu ^ difiMijfnte ^ oncy many {or iS) mnmmk Simmt^ 
Bonu f*Z9. By Sinners, they fay is not meant, that men are 
trndy and really become fuch, bot ' traSantur ^ Deo t^nqium 
peccatoresy they are dealt with by God as if they were SinnerSi « 
Now to be treated as Sinners, and in the mean time to be inno- 
cent, feemes Icarce reconcileable to the Juftice of God, which at 
other times they feem fb much concerned for i where there it 
no fault, there can be no pumjhmentj being a maxim allowed on 
all hands. Now when liW///;:// ' tells us, firft, that necejfary and 
eternal death is the punilhment and wages of Sin ; idlyy that ^ by

By one mans offevte the jiulgmau came upon all to Condemnaiion^ 
Jo by the T^ighuoujiu fs of one^ vi^. Chrilt, the free pft came upon 

to jufttfication oflife^ v. 1 8. Bytm mmu difoMunce^ manf nevre 
nWr jSmers^ fo by the siuSence tf one^ many wen made fighkeks^ 
V. 19. N«ir the righteouinefs of Chrift is not only tEe 
teeeSent and mafion^butlSais true and proper etafe of omrriglice- 
ondieii : fo jfdam s ofience muft be (to make out the agreemenC 
between the Protafo and the Jpodojis (the ca^ of oar Coos 
demnation and death. You will fay the Socimans deny Chriit 
to be the meritorious caufe of our juftification and life. I 
know thev do fb, but I hope ail other good Chuftians will 
deceit then opinion as impious, and tending to lubvert the . 
whole Chi iftian Religion, and with it all our hopes of hap- 
pinefs, whicli have no true bottom to reft upon, when thai: 
is once undermined. , 

2^y, The ApoiUe tells us tliat Death reiffted from Jdam to 
Mofe/j ever tkem tbatkadrnt fimed the Jmumaie ef Adorns 
ummeJBmt 14; This in the opnion of many inteqfiM-

Wen, but if the. Law did notthmten it, how comethev 
to be pooifiied with it ^ this dodi not leem to be dealing wim 
men yemnboB veritatemi if the\' had known what 'wouul cef- 
tainiy have corfle of it, perhaps this might have prevented their 
fin, and confequently their puniOiment. But it. may be iaid) 
what they did, deferved Death -, and therefore God might in- 
fliU^ tho he did not threatefi it. This he might do indeed 
without the impeachment of his Juilicc; but this js to a6t 
with men ex rigore jujlitat ^ in cxtream rigor, and doth not 
feem to be agreeable to that gracious and equal way of deal- 
ing with iinners ( which the perions we are now difputing with, 
are wont upon all occafions fb much to magnify ) who ufually 
^ives them mmrmng of their danger, that by thcar Repentance, 
and amendment, they may avoid it. 

You will fay he did, not by any p^ive lAfw indeed hot 
by that of ' nature written in their hearts, whereby they were 
convinced that they who d» Jmb tbkigi an wvrdy of deatk. If 
ib, then at the fame time that he gave them the. Law, .he 
threatned the punifhment, the fandlion being annexed, and 
coming along with itj and then their fin bears fiich a refem- 
blance to that of Jdam^ tliat they might be (aid to fin after 
the fimilitude of Ins tranf^ejfton which is contrary to the Apo- 
file's fuppofition. Anf They knew what they did was wol-

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thy of death, tho' God did not abfilutely and peremptorily de- 
nounce it. Why then was it inflided > upon the account 
of their own fins ? no, not mcejfarily^ for God might have 
pai'doned and fpared them; but it was upon the account of 
Adafn% fin, ' his peccatum enorme^ his great and crying fin in the 
Language of Epifcopius^ which made their punifliment certain 
and necefllary. So then, that we may bring this matter to 
ibme iflTue, they were worthy of death upon the account of 
their own fins, but they were actually puniflicd upon the ac- 
count, or with refpedt, or upon the occafion ( call it what you 
will) of j^damsiin: And if ib, y//i»/»*s fin making death f^rr^/» 
or necejfary^ makes it at the fame time a funtjbment^ in the 
opinion of Socimis and the J^emonftrants^ who, as we Ihewed 
before, make natural death the condition of our nature, but 
cejfary death the punilhment of fin. 

And this Limborch after many fhiftings and turnings to a- 
void the force and evidence of this truth, is at length whe- 
ther he will or no forced to acknowledge, vi\. * tliat thofe over 
Tvhom decM^etgncd between Adam and Mofes, may trnely be faid 
to be punijfjed more for Adam'/ /w, than their own. Which he 
had much better have done at firft, in my judgment, and with- 
out any fubterfiige. The one would have argue^l a dutiful 
fubmiflion to the truth, whilil this latter confeluon, looks like 
an involuntary conquelt, and kind of compulfion. 

But it may further be asked, fince God might have fpared 
as well as punifhed thefe men, all this being purely volun- 
tary J how comes jidams fin to be of that efficacy, as to de-

Why (hould ^/-«Ws 
fin overtake thoie unhappy men, who lived 2500 years a^ 
ter the commilfion. of it, (ibr Co long time at leaft^ jpafied 

. between the iia cf Admits and giving of ^ Law ) If tfaef 
had no ways bin obncerned in the guilt, as our adver(anes 
fay they were not ? We may as well iinagin that God permitted 
the Spaniards to Butcher the inhabitants of Mexico an^ Fent^ 
chiefly for the ambition and tyranny of Nimrody or tbeLnzo- 
ry and cfFcminacy of Sardanapalus : that, t^o' their own fins 
dclervcd it, yet that God was principally moved to brinjg; 
all that calamity upon thofe miferable creatures, to fliew his 
high difpleafure againil the wickedneis of thofe Eaftern Mo- 

■ narchs. 

In fhort, where there is no fm, ' there can be no room for 
punifhment : and yet chey who lived between j^dam and Mo» 
fisj wtre punilhed more for jfdams fin than their own* How 
could this be if they were not guilty of it > Is there more inr 
juaice in imputing Adams fin, than in punilhing men for it ^ 
Nay I thought it was therefore feemingly unjaft, becaufe of 
the puniihment which was confequent to the imputations for 
>[itnout the former, the latter would have carried no great 
inconvenience along with it. 

You will fav it Icems hard, that men fliould be puniflied 
For anothers ofience. ul/if It was ib anothers, as at the fame 
time to be tlieir own. Obj. But all this muft be by imputation, 
and that's the diliiculty. u^nf. The Scriptures affirm it and 
that's enough : it being plainly repugnant to reafon, as well 
as true piety, either to cfifbwn the Authority, or coutradidl 
the meaning of thoie infpired writings, in inch matters whidi 
are plainly ddiveced there, beonfe we cannot comgnimd 
the reafons, or folve aU the difficulties relating to tbem : it 
would mudi better become ns to fuiped our own (hallow

The firft thing that I (hall inftance in, (hail be the prejctetice 
ef Godf his foreknowledge of future and contingent events, 
mch as depend upon the J^mtaneous and arbitrary determino' 
#MMif of mens fireewill^ This is plainly revealed m the Scrip- 
tures, and yet how we fiialt be able to xeooncile it to the me- 
thods, whidi God makes a(e of for the tedaiming of ohftinau 
Mdsworr^le finms^ who he fbtelecs will not be reclaimed; 
is a work of great, and perhaps of infuperable difficulty, at 
kaft in -the opinion, and according to the hypotlicfis of the 
T^monflrantSy of whom we are at prefent fpeaking. What now 
is to be done in this cafe? If you pleafe wc will refer this 
matter to Epifcopius^ and abide by his determination. Is it 
fit to deny God's foreknowledge, bccauic we cannot fblve all 
the doubts and c)bje(Stions that may be made againlt it ? ' no, 
by 00 means; partly out of l^erence to yllmigbty God^ and out 
of a due revara to the truth and cc/tatnty of the prcdtHiotis cm-

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long and elegant Omion to apeifbnwho hath loft his hear- 
ing, or fliould lay your commands upon a man wrapt up in 
his windingflicct, and require him to ftand upon his Legs : 
why ilK>ala God to ufe any inch tqethods, when he fore- 
fees the iflh^ aad how can we reconcile them either to his 
wi^lom or goodneis ? To which the anfwer is ready, ■ It ^oth 
nat htme ut t9 ojft^ the reafom of Gods decrees^ nor is it fit 
for others t§ rtfmre u of us. That infinite andufterring rvifdom^ 
wbieb governs and dkreUs bis refibitamu^is tlaced out of the reach 
of our little and impertinent enquiries^ and by all our fem'ebing em 
never be found out : in Jhort^ God knoTvs the reafons of his oTvn coufi" 
cilsj rvbich we jhould ftand m an hufnble admiration of and adore 
what we cannot comprehend. A wife and a (bber anfwer, which 
if he had in other cafes governed himfelf by, he might liave 
efcaped many of thofe dangerous miftakes, which he firft, and 
many others lead by his authority, have fince£dlen into. 

The iecondioftance fhallbe that of the redemption of the 
werkl the death of Chrift i there is nothing that is de- . 
litered in theNew Tefianent inore plainly, or more fi-equent* 
ly, than that Cbri& dyed far alt mem that the end of his com- ' ' 
ing into the world, was to' reconcile his Father by his Aif^ 
ieringBi and to make an expiation ibr the of the whole ^ 
rvorld: yet if we confider the feeming inequality of Gods diA 
penlations towards the inhabitants of it, in the feveral parts and 
quai'ters of the earth j we lhall meet with many difficulties, in . 
^ this affair, and thofe I think more hard to be folvcd, than any 
thing that can be offered againft the imputation of Adams 
difbbedience. What then is to be done in this cafe, muft we 
deny the redemption of mankind r no that cannot be done with- 
out offering plain violence to the Scripture : muft we impeach

And that is from the Lnws, which arc the mcafure of right 
and wrong, and the piadlice confcqneiit tlicrcunto, of all, or 
moft governments that have ever bin in the world.

Now I iay, there hath not bin (for ought I know) aiiy | 
Kation or jcingdom in the world, that hath not in fbme i 
cafes, and for fome weighty reafbns, thought, and adjudged . j 
it lawful to puntjh one man for the Sins of another. Sothatover- 
haftily and peremptorily (as the Socimans and T^monfirants do) to 
pronounce the imputation of ^^Ws Sin, and the puniflungof 
his pofleiity for it unlawfully^ barely for this realony * that no

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man can be juftly puniflied who was not a party, and ai^a- 
ally engaged in the practice of the Sin, is to contradict the 
reafbn, and condemn the ulage of all mankind : and not on- - 
ly fb, but as this pofition is roundly and without exception 
laid down by them, it tends plainly to overthrow the whole 
defign of the Gofpel, by denying the (ufferings of Chrift, to 
have the tme notion of a puniJ}jmeiUy whereby he fatisfied the 
Jufiice of God for the fins of mankind. 

In fliort. The prefent matter in debate between us and our 
Adverfaries, turns upon this point, whether in any cafe, a per- 
Ibn may lawfully, and juftly be puniflied for a crime which he 
did not perfbnaliy commit. They deny it, and condemn the 
practice -as ablblutely unlawful : we, on the other hand fay . 
this may be juftly done, and for a proof of the legality of it, 
we can produce the conlent, ' ofall the moft civilized States and 
Governments that have bm in the World, who have account- 
ed it in fome cafes lawful, and thofe cljjecially two. i/?, Where 
there hath bin the voluntary offer and confent of the party, 
as in the cafe of Sureties, Hoftages, fi^r. Or ^dly^ Without that • 
confent, where there is cither a natural, or civil and political 
union between the perfbns offending, and the perfbns punifhed j 
fuch as is that between a King and his SubjecSts, Parents and 
Children. And here we have, which is a confideration of much 
greater weight, the particular dire<5tion and example of God him- 
felfj to juftifie and warrant this praiflice. Saul flero the GiheoniteSy 
and his Sons and Grandchildren are executed for ix^Sam. 2. 21. 
David Stns in 7jumbring the People^ and God fent a Peftilence 
among his fubjeiSts v/\\\q]\ deUroyed feventy thuujand ofthem^Szm, 
2. 24. yfchan fiole the wedge of Go/dy and a BabyloniJJj Garment^ 
and his Children pay dear for it, for all Ifrael Jloned both him 
and them with fionesy and Burned them rvtth fire^ Jojb, 7. 2$, But

I know it will be rcplycd, that the pofterity of thofeMur- 
therers are pnnifhed £or their own (Hfima^ aniJmmi^kmfs^ 
and not.fiu: this fin of their Fdrtflkhariy which may be the 
9e$9pm indeed (which is the word that ^ Efifctpitu at every 
turn makes oie of in theie and the like ca(es) oiit it is their 
•own impenitence that is the true caufe of their Calamities. 
To which I Aiifwer, Firft, that it is fb the eccajion^ as like- 
wise to be the principal motive.^ that inclines God to continue 
thofe heavy judgments upon that unhappy people. Secondly, 
They are at this day fo punilhed for their own obftinacy, 
as likewile to be punimed for the fins, and particular- 
ly that great lin of their Forefathers, by the confeflion of the 
{ame ^ JVol^ogen. That innocent blood, the Guilt of which

Which farniihes ns with a Third Anfwer to the above named 
Ol^e€tion, vi^^. that. That yecT Ohdnrauan and Infemteme which 
islnppoied to be the only real caufe of their miieries, is it 
the confequence, and punrfhmenc of their Fathers Sin, God 
bmntig pven them the Jpirit of JkmbeTy tyes that they femdd mt fie^ 
and ears that they Jbould not hear unto this vtry day^ Rom. 1 1 . v. 8. 
Their eyes beingdarkned^ and they themjelves concluded^ and Jhut up 
in unbeliefs v. lo. 32. And wl.at the meaning of thcfe expieffions 
is, if the Reader hath a mind to be informed, he may if he 
pleale confult • Crellius upon the place j who will tell us, that 
when God hath a mind to punifh men, he is wont to rob 

* them of their eyes and underftanding , to fend a fpiritual 
^Lethargy and drowzinefs into their Souls, fb that they ihall 
<J)e ftili nodding, not able to hold ap their eyes, and tep 
^ them open , to behold and confider the dodrines of the 
' Golpel : (bmecimes (offering them to go on in their evil wayes, 
' fb that he will neither allow them the opportunity of 

* repentance, nor the means of acknowledging the truth. If 
this be not enough, you may further perufe ' Smalcius upon

in that obltinate ftupidity, which is fo remarkable in them, 
were it not for that 4iviiie vengeance which Still pariiies^ and 
keeps them in blindiieti, akm unn^, even zffSmt tfadur own 
wills and inclinations. So that they are as GreBmf iatiikiated 
before, ^ept clofe prijoners m uifitkUty^ like men (hut op in a 
Dungeon^ who (hall not be permitted to fee the light, tho' they 
had never fo great a mind, to it. Here yon ice he fpeaks 
home to the point, and comes up more fully to it, than any 
the moft rigid Caivinilt I ever yet read. 

Having thus finifhed what is to be faid concerning Death, 
which our odver/aries acknowledge to be the confequence^ and 
which we fay, and liave 1 hope in fbme meafure proved, to 
be the punijhment of Jdam's Sin. I come now to confider, the 
corruption and depravation of liuiuanc nature, which as was iaid 
before, is both it lelf a fin, and likewife the other pai t of the 
punifliinent of 4^*8 fin. For the clearing of which matter, 
I am to make oat tbefe three things^ Fiifii That the nature 
of man is imiverfally corrupted and depravSsd. zdfy^ That this 
corropdon and depravation of humane nature is ti uely and 
properly a moral evil, or fin. %dtjf^ That it is the e£^(^ and 
coniequence of Adanis difbbedience : and this when it is made 
out, will ferve for a fufficient Anfwer to three • contrary po- 
fittons, which are advanced by Swum in oppoiition to this 
great truth. 

And firft that humane nature, I mean as it is to be found 
in all meer men^ ( for our blefled Saviour was more than fuch, 
and therefore mult be excepted out of the number) is pol- 
luted and depraved, is evident by the plain declarations of 
Scriptorei fuch as are thole iHikh tdl ns ite twry imoQnth

14.4. or as the Septuasint read 
it, ' who IS dcsutfiom any pollution ? not oiie^ tho' he be but 
an Infant of a day old. Tiit w$ me cmunoed: in fig mtdbm^H 
forth in hnqmPf : as David complains of himieii^ yi. 7. 
That tvhatHnr it hm af the fiefh is flejb^ Jo. i, f6. That is, 
that we are carnal men boni of carnal parents, Handing in 
need of a 1{f generation or new Birth^ before we can be admitted 
into the Kingdom of Heaven. All which places (and a great 
many more which might be inftanced in ) are not only cited 
by modern Reformed Writers, but produced likewile by the 
Ancients, ^ for proof of this pollution of mens nature which 
we are fpeaking of. 

But indeed jf the Scriptures were iilcnti the experience of 
all men, in all Ages of the World, would be an untoiurolable 
evidence of it, and might iuftly be thought of that weight, 
as to bear down all oppontioii to a matter of &<^, fo uni* 
yerially and irirefragably attefted. But what can be expeded 
from men who have hardned their Foreheads agjuaft all aMi<- 
vid:ion, arifing either from Scripture or the onanimooi com) 
feflion of all mankind ! But to this bold aflertion of 
««/, 1 fhall only at prefent oppole the Ingenuous confeflion ^ 
of another Socinian; Ojlorod. 5 who acknowledges that there 
are to be found in all men, propenfioru and inclinations to fin^ 
which make up a great pai t of this corruption we are (peak- 
ing of : tho' he met with a rebuke from Smalc. for his pains, 
who in his anlwer to trana^, tells him that fure Ojlorod, me- 
moria laffus efi , forgot hinuilelf when he made that acknow- 
ledgment. ' >

us that thdfe propenfions to levil where they are fbon^ are 
^ngs meerly ' imut^ and confequently .innocent, as being 
out of die reach of mans power ; which render him therefore 
neither worthy of bhune^ nor liable to punifhments that rm- 
ciMcence is indeed an infirmity, or wcaktiefs, a lan^or and 
dered: of our nature, but no Sin, Now this opinion falls 
under very many, and thofe great inconveniencies, and tends 
to lead men into fundry dangerous erroi's, which arc not more 
oppolite to Scripture, than they are repugnant to reaibu and 
piety. 

For firft, right reafbn will tell us, that all faculties and di{f . 
portions, whether natural or acquired, together with the 
adiions whidiflow from them, are diftinguijbedy Jhecified by 
l^eir obleds. And this is very apparent in taorSL aiStionsi 
where tao' a gpod objeA alone will not be (iifficient to ren- 
der an ad^ion virtuous, yet it is abfblutely requifite to make 
it (uch i and an onlawi^l object, doth abiblutely and unavoid- 
. ably render an a<9:ion which is converfant about it unlawful, 
and confequently finful. From hence it muft neccfTnrily fol- * 
low, that, That pronefs and inclination to fm which is to be 
found in all men, as it comprehends the firft defires^ and Ori' 
^mal tendency of the affediions towards that which is evil, muft 
It felf likewile be evil. And therefore to fay as Limb, doth 
(as we quoted him before ^.23.) that concupilcence, quatcnus 
feritr m rm iBeitmn^ as it is converfant about an unlawful 
or finfbl objedt, is no fin, can amount to lefs than a plain 
oootradidion.

fent of the wiU, otherwife that confent will never make an 
inaooeilt aAioii evil. It is ti-ue indeed, by the tenor of the 
new CoveiuiiDt: they fhall not be imputed to them who are 
rcgcnerateand believe in Chrift, but that doth not hinder, 
but that they may be, and are in themfelves evil md/mju!. 

2. Right reafon will tell us, that whatever is prohibited 
by the Law of God, is eo nmme^ upon that very (core un- 
lawful, the Law being the meafure of Right and Wrong; 
t»^ofzta, and **^/hif«, being two words that (ignifie one and the 
lame thm^- Now the fame reafon informs us, or if that fliould 
be fi!e/u in this cafe, the Scriptures will afliire us, that the 
Law oi God prohibits thofe original inclinations and hift- 
ings after prohibited objeds. This appears, partly from that 
great and fundamental Law, of Loving God withal the fonf, and 
mm migk^ whicii was mentioned before/;, ly. Which 
fi^^'LoH^of God is inconfiftent with any degree of affekion 
9t mUmhf^ to fim (as was ilicwcJ there and need not be a- 
gain repeated.) And more plainly from the Apoftles down- 
nght affirmation Rdm. 7. 7. / W itmm fit lii 6y the Law : 
tvrlbadM fyettm lufl^ except the Loip had JtudihwlMt 
vet. From which words thele two things are evident, tfi. That 
the fin which the Apoftle knew was Loft. %Myy Tliat the 
Law which forbad it, was thcioth Commzndmtnt^rhoujbalt 
not covet If therefore fm ht^ trmj^ejfion of the L^rr, which 
JS the rale by which we jLidp;c of the Reditude and ObU- 
quity, not only of anions, hut likc^ife of Intentions, Thoughts 
and the inclinations of the Soul; then this concupifcenceand 
pronenefs to Sin, muft it felf hkcwiie be a Sin. 

I know againft this it is faid by the Socin. and J{emmfi. 
and particularly by ' Limb. That the firtt propenlions and in-

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clinations of the Soul towards fin, do not come within the 
intention of the Law, and confequently are not prohibited 
by Jt, except in thefe two cafes, i/?. When they areoflong 
continuance, the mind dwelling upon (iich defires, and per- 
ievering in them. Or zdly^ When they are joyned with the . 
lull oonient of the wifl, and a deliberate purpofe to put them 
in execution. ^ 

Now let u$ a little oonfider, what muft be the natural and 
unavoidable confequences of this Expofition. Firft, firom 
hence it muft follow, that tliele original commotions and pn>> 
penfions to Sin, being things purely natural, and therefore 
not prohibited by the Law, ought not to be refifted, fb as to 
be deltroyed, or rooted out of the Soul. Hitherto we have 
bin taught to believe, and it hath been given us as a rule to 
be obferved in the expofition of the Commandments, that 
whenever God forbids the FaB^ he like will forbids Caufes 
and Principles^ which have a dircdt and iiccciTary tendency to- 
wards theprodu(^^ion of that efieA. And iuch acethofe in- 
dinatbns before mentioned, every man when he Sins, hestit 
dranm away by his 9vm Jbfi mideu^eed by f^, James 1.-14. Ana 
therefore, whereas formerly we were told, that we fhould 
frim^u obfiare^ hinder the beginnings of Sin, the firft moti- 
ons towards it, and if it were poftible to ftrangletheminthe 
Birth : this new Cadiift will tell us that we neither need, 
nor indeed ought to pray or ftruggle ngainft them, "for two 
reafons i Firft, becaule being natural they are abfolutely out 
of our power, and therefore all refiftance is but labor loft and 
in vain, it is like ftrivingagai nit the ftream, which when it is 
dammed up it fwclls the higher, grows more fiirious by op- 
pofition, and at length bears down all before it. 

I acknowledge indeed, that thefc inclinations are not ab- 
iblutely in our power, but however we may and muft oppofe 
them, and by oppoiing, we fhall thro the afliftance of the

labor, and mr LahrfiaUmt be in vain m the Lord. Noy faith 
LM, have a care what you do, all attempts of this nature 
are not only unprofitable but dangerous i for idly^ You muft 
- know there is a clofer connexion bet\veen virtue, and thofc 
inclinations to Sin, than moft people are aware of. The(e 
latter being as it were the feed from whence virtuous habits 
arife, or at leaft the matter neceflary for the exercife of them. 
In fliort, Virtue without them either could not fubfift, or at 
kail were a very ufclefs and infignihcant thing. ' Therefore 
tbefe incUmuiom to Jin are Jucb^ as neither can^ nor ot^bi t» i§ 
extmnti/bid. 

2^, From hence it muft follow that ooncapifofsnce being 
natural, as it oi^t not to be deftroyed, fp need we not 
troubled about it i for what is not fin£al> need not be the 
fabje& of our humiliations, nor even of a general repoitanoe. 
Some {>ious perfbns indeed, havebinaccuftomedin their con- 
fefHon of finsi to rife up to * the fprii^ and fountain of them,

and melancholy reflections. For firft as to ' the It^im rf 
tbtfiejb^ and tbe imttmu of it conlequentto tton, thcte if you 
do not dwell upon and cherifh them, are things purely natu- 
ral, and confcqiicntly harmlefs and innocent. 

It is true Chrilt hath told us, that whofocvcr looketh on a 
woman to Lufi after her^ hath committed Adultery with her^ in his 
Heart. Math. ^.1%. But this declaration of our Savior s inuft 
not Ixi too leverely interpreted, but with a jull allowance and 
tondefcention to flefli and blood. - Then only are fuch de-> 
iires ttnlawfbl, when we Um medtMU mid mmnau ufw tkem^ 
'mtut rtV9he in mur thoughts au thai feene of Impurity^ in wbieb the 
m^tuU cwnmijfton of jfmdiery conjijls. So that, as iBir as 1 can 
indy the impurity of oar thoughts and defires, are not much, 
or rather, are not at all to be blamed i the nmm^ the per- 
iifting in them is the only fault. If yon do not fix your 
Eyes upon a Woman, tho yon caft a laicivioos ^ance^ there 
is no harm in ail that. 

And the like may be as truly, and for the fiime reafbns, 
affirmed of other irregular (as they are generally efteemed) 
Appetites. An hankering after a wedge of Gold, and a de- 
iire to filch it, tho it creeps down inleniibly to your fingers

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ends ; ( as a lye doth /bmetimes to the tip of fbnie mens tongues 
who arc accuftomed to that bleffed and fafliionable vice,) provid- 
ed that this be by llii prife, and that you keep your hands back i 
ninft be reckoned only ' in the nmnbNBr of tlu>(e nmtm fnm fri- 

and is to be accounted only coKfiaamia rti puf mbii grata eji^ 
^ frwide mmre n^9 tH^M vidtiur» So that at this rate, a thievifii 
inclination, if it be not cheriihed, and iQng entertained, may 
overtake, and conieqciently when it is natnral, arifing from 
the temper and oonftioition of the body, can be no difpa- 
ragemcnt to an honeft man. Now whether thefe and the like 
dodtrines which are the unavoidable confequences of this Opi- 
nion, that conciipifcence is no lin, do not tend to undermine 
all piety, tho tiie Abettors o( it do not only pretend, but may 
really dcfign to promote if, let .the Reader judge. 

But this is not all i for 3///^, From hence it farther fol- 
lows, that thefe evil inclinations, ( fo I make bold to call all 
inclinations towards evil) beii^ natural, muft challenge God 
to be their Author, who is undoabtedly the Aothor of na- 
ture. And if fb, then a man may be faid to be tempted if God, 
when he is dream away by his own Lufi^ and enticed i according 
to that known maxim, catifit taufa eft cauja cttufati, which holcb 
good in all necejjary caufes, and fuch is concupilcence, in this 
ca(e, which necelTarily and unavoidably tempts and feduces 
men to fm. The confent indeed is a mans own voluntary Act, 
and therefore even in unregenerate men, not Co abfblutely ne- 
ccfTary. But the firft motions are purely natural, if v.'e believe 
Limb, and the temptations arifing thence to commit ad:ual fins are 
unavoidable. Therefore fince the temptation proceeds firom the 
faculty, as the fiicnlty proceeds from Gods accooding to the 
order and conne^uoa of neoeilary canla^ the temptation, upon 
this (bppofition, mnftlikewiie come fiemGod. Indeed *l4mi:

But tho' he wanted a reaibn to prove, we need none to dil^

Laftly, I Oiall life bat one ai'gament more to fhew the ab- 
furdity of this Opinion, and that is, if Concupifcence be na* 
tural, it muft be found in (hrift himfelfy who took upon him 
■our whole nature, with all the infirmities of, it, lin only ex- 
cepted. Now to fiiy that there was in Chrift a proneneft and 
inclination to lin, 'Motus concuptjcentite^ & carnu titiliatic, ex 
eblato objeBo carm grato cxcuata^ as Ltmb. before defined con- 
cupifceocc, which he made to be natural i is not only a falfe, 
but an impious, and indeed a Biafphemm t^matim ■ And 
yet this maft be the conlequence of this Opinion. 

Itrk true indeed, there were in Chrift himielf, (who was 
as other men are, made up of ienie as well as reafbn ) Senfi- 
the Jppetitej^ which were porely natural and confequendy 
blamelefs. For whatever is grate&i to fenle, is not eosmuae^ 
and for that reafbn difpleafing to God. In fhort, when our 
defires, I mean thofe which arife from fcnfc, are placed upon 
aniueobjei^j and do not other wife exceed their jufl limits^ then 
are they innocent and harmlefsi and fuch were they in our 
blefled Savior, who could not (except it were veiy falfly and 
malicioufly ) either be acculcd oi any a^ual fin, or of any 
inchnation to the commillion of it. 

I know againft all this that hath bin £ud apon this head, 
it will be replyed, that iome FatJierk and Learned Schooi- 
tnen, were of Opinion, that dide firft motions of concn- 
piicence^ and the indisations towards unlawful objedss, coald 
not properly be accounted fins. I Aitf. That tho' they might 
Ihew (bme doubt about the name, yet they made none about 
the thing. For they do i«adiiy acknowledge that this paa

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of Original Sin, is a moral detledion from the Law of oiu 
• Creation. That it contains in it, an averfion from God, and 
a converiiQD to the Creature i that it is oppofice not only to 
the perfeAion of God's Law, bat to the purity of his blef> 
led Spirit ; that it pollutes oar nature^ and confequeatly is the 
objed of God's Averfation, and (hould be fb of ours. Which 
is all that is intended by us, when we call it Sin, and all that 
is worth the contending for. The reft is but a Ac^^^m, pure^ 
ly a contention about words : As may appear from that ex- 
treamly nice and curious diftindtion madeute of by the School- 
men, and particularly by ' Ffiius in this cafe, t//;^. that Concu- 
pifcence is qutd Iniquum^ non quta efi peccaium^ fed quta malum^ 
tnordtnatiim^ vitiofum^ deoque dijplicens. He that hath a mind 
to fee more of this matter, may, if he pleafes, confult the fame 
EJliusy in Lib. 2. Sent, DtfiM. 32. and Fojf. Htfi,Pelag. Lib, a. 
Par, 3. Thef, a. 

The laft thing that remains to be done, is to prove that 
this depravation of our nature is the efied: and coniequenoe 
of J4am% Sin. And this the Scriptures plainly declare to usy 
as was ihewed before $ when they let us know, that by on$ 
man, viz. Adam, Sin entred into the IVor/d, Rom. f. 12. ^nd by 
his dtfobedience mmiy\ or nil, became Sinners, v. 18. But if tins 
Scripture- acaount of the Onginc of Evil, doth not pleafe our 
Adverfanes, what courie will they direct us to, to find it out? 
Muft we have recourfe to the Ancient but juftly exploded Opi- 
nions of Heathens and Hcrecjcks? is this corruption owing to 
an evil Dasmon to the malignant iniiucuces of the Stars i to 
the perverfity of matters or laftly to that pemidous, reftleis, 
qaarrelibme principle, di(bor4 and antipathy oat of which, to* 
gether with Fkienmhip and fitonony, the wodd (as many ^oT' 
the ancient Philoibphers imagined) was made? Not to thefe 
to be fare. To what elfe then mnft we alcribe it^ why oar

Jal ^eU^ mufi be ajcrihed to one certain^ necejfary and uniform caufe ; 
and fuch cannot be every man's particular free will, except 
we confound freedom and neceflity: for it makes no diffe- 
rence 111 this cafe , whether the will doth determin it lelf, 
or whether it be decer aimed by fbme other cauie i as long 
as the effiift is certain, and oniverlali as it is in this cale. 
The Scriptnte afluring us. That if nam dab goody no 
not one. VC. 14. 3. That ibere u mt mpfi man upm Emt^ tba$ 
doth good mtd Bmetk mt. Bod. 7- 20. And the experience of 
«11 Ages confirms it^ ^pm 9mm tefie major efl ; which in part is 
acknowledged by our Adveclaries.

I Corruption 
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Corruption of mtr natures^ which now and for a lon^ time hath, 
prevailed m the World, // not owing to Alam's dtjohedtence, but 
to the VICIOUS habits^ ivhich by long cujiome in finning^ men have 
voluntarily co/UraUedy whereby they frft corrupted themjelves^ atui 
then tranfmitted the feeds of corruption^ and a great pronenejs to 
Stn^ to their Pojtertty. So thuc the perfons at prelent living, 
received the(e evil inclinations by way of propagatKm from 
their next and immakate Pareaa^ as they did m>m their Arv- 
fuUts^ and ib forwards: but where (hall we fix > as we mnft 
fomewhere, there being no progrefs in infinitum : we niiift 
find ont. ^e fifi mtver of all this fin and mifchief that 
hath overtaken, and overfpread the whole world : And fince 
our Adverfaries either will not, or cannot dire(fl us, I think, 
to lave our /elves any further and endlefs enquiries, we muft 
be content to take up, and reft fatisfyed with the account 
the Scriptures give of this matter, That by the Offence of 
jldam^ Sin entred into the Worlds as we faid before; that he 
by his difobediencc firft corrupted himfclf, and then tranf- 
nntted that corruption by way of Propagation to all his po- 
teityi whidi is much heightned alia inro m v e d indeed bf 
warn aftoal Sins: but that firft evil dirpofttion whkh isbora 
• , with us, is the effect and ponifliment of our firft parents fin. 
And thus, I have at length finilhed what I had to ^yupon 
this great and important Article of our Faith, concerning ori- 
ginal fin, which 1 take to be not only a certain^ but a necejfh* 
ry • and Fundamental Truth ^2.ndiVfixhout the acknowledgment 
of which we can have no right Notion, nor, I am afraid, any 
firm belief of the Chriftian Religion ; This being at the lx)ttom 
of the whole difpeiifation of the Gf)lpcl : upon which account 
it is iKccirary that this Foundation Lx; well layd, that io the 
iiiperftrui^ure may with the greater eafe and (afety be raifed. 
. When the doArine eonoemmg Original Sin is rightly ftated, 
and appnheadedy then every thing appears plain, and eafy.

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and intelligible in* the docStrine of our Salvation by Chrift, T 
mean, as far as this is revealed to us in the Scripture i but 
when the former is either dcnyed or jierverted, then men are 
fore d upon harfh and unnatural interpretations of Scrjpture, 
dangerous and novel Opinions are advanced, and introdaoed 
into our Religion \ and in (horti there have bin no Jktrth'' 
^ons made in this Article^ hot what have proportionably, in 
all Ages of the Church, a&fted the DoArine of our iiaivab^ 
tion by Chrift. 

And 1 have bin the longer upon it, in endeavouring to make 
it as plain and as eafy as I could, and the nature of the thing 
would bear ; hoping thereby, to remove that rock^ of offence^ 
at which many both in former, and later Ages have Itumbled, • 
and fallen into error and mifchief: fbme having hereby bin 
hindred from embracing the Faith^ and Others having aiterwards 
made Shipwrack^of it. 

Here it was that the old Enemies of the Chriftian Religi- 
on, Ceifuf, Simpiiciuf, andjuliott began their attempts againfttc* 
dieridinp; and cxpofing the whole account concemins die Sin 
and fall of our firft Parents, as an aifurd mid ridUmtu fiory^ 
The BrSb ' ailling it an old wives taky the (econd ^ SL'fii&km ' 
Triubiim received from thc^^Mu, and the third > accouolh 
ing it not only a falfe but impious FabUy filled mith Blajphetma 
Ugainji God^ and Juch as equals all the fiBtons of the Greck^Poets. 

Here it was that others who owned the Chriftian name, 
began their attacks againft that great do(llrine of Chriftianity^ 
concerning the Redemption of Mankind. Such were Pelagiui 
of old, and Socinus of later years, followed herein by Epifco* 
^us and his Difciplesi and paiticularly Limb, A;id 1 choofe 
to mention him the rather, becaule 1 find his Inftitutions,

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(which is one of the corrupteft Syftems of Divinity, that hath 
bin publiflied of late years,) put into the hands of many young 
Students in Divinity, by whom it is perufed with Approba* 
tion and Applaufc ; to whom yet I lhall make bold to give 
the lame caution that ' Sociims doth in another cafe, viz. Thai 
ff'eat care, atid ffeat judgment ou^ht to he ufed in reading hu wer^s^ 
leafi they fwallorv potjon^ at the Jame time that they ibink^ they feed 
en Tvholjome dyet. 

To conchide this point, tho I am (enfible that many thingf 
here delivered, might delerve, and perhaps want an enlarge^ 
menti efpccially when it fliall be confidered, that the account 
which the Scriptures give us of the Creation and Fall of Man^ 
is but very briefiy and fummarily fet down tha'e i which hath 
bin the occafion of fbme diiHculties, and hath fiirnifhed Athei'^ 
(lical perfbns with fundry plaulible pretences, who have de« 
fired, and greedily laid hold on any fuch pretences to cavil 
at our holy Religion : yet as to the main of this dcxfirine, 
I doubt not but the pious and unprejudiced Reader, will up» 
on examination, find it plainly and clearly delivered by tbe 
Infpired Writers i in which opinion he will receive greater 
confirmation, when he ftiall have duly weighed the naturei 
and juft reafons and confcquences of things -y together with 
the Analogy and Hamiouy that there is between tlie parts of 
our Holy Faith. 

In Ihort, he that fliall ferioufly and with due care, com- 
pare the Old Teftament with the New, the fecond Adam 
with the firft, the redemption and recovery of man, with his 
fallen and degenerate itate, which is fuppofed in, as being 
antecedent to the former, will eafily be induced to believe 
this Uodtrine coiKerning Original Sin, not only to be truCy 
but as we /aid ^fbre a certain and neccflary Truth j and 
for fuch it hath bin reputed and owned, by Fathers zndComt* 
celsy and in one word, by the Catholick Church,

and paiticularly tor chat of this ^ Excellent and Orthodox 
Church of which we are members. . ..rf:^- 

But as (ot ocbers who have fhaken off all Reverence fel 
tbefe, who flight every thii^ in comparifbn of their own 
mifei''^ fibular Conceits^ which they put in opposition, to the 
conftantand uniform declarations of all Churches both Ancient 
and Modern s That i% for them who are neither^Mi/ Cbrtfliansy 
nor ine Prot^snts^ nor Jound Members of that excellent Church 
ofwh ich yet fome of them would be reputed Sons, or at leaft, 
not long fince have defired to be owned for fuchj we can- 
not much wonder at their difagreenient from us ; however . 
in the mean time we fliall not ceafe to pray to God, to for- 
give tliem their pride and vanity^ and to give them better 
minds, that is, more humble and teachable tempers, which may . 
di/pofe them to fubmit their underftandings to all divine Re*' 
irebtions, and to C^thaig tbiir frvud ruifmu U tie Mtkmtp 
:9f Faith. m 

Having thus finifhed what I had to fay oncerning man in 
his lapjea and de^erttrai* jlate : I come now to fpeak of his 
I^mpttm mid ^^uery by Chrift.

what the Scriptures inform us in this matter i and then Iccond- 
ly, of what alterations Socims and his }(^liowers have made, 
in this great and Fundamental Do'clrme of the Chriitian Re- 
ligion. 

In f[3eakiiig to the former, I muft enquire into the ^eat. 
mi and reafon of Chrift's coming into the world: and (eeond- 
ly, by what way 4ml memu he- did pi ocure and accompiifh 
that end of his coming. Firll if we enquire into the ngx0 
mnd immediate end of our biefied Saviour s coming into the 
World, and without a re(pe^ to which he would not have 
bin (ent into it; the Scriptures will inform us, that it wag 
for the redemption and reconciliation of all Mankind, the whole 
Mafs as defccnding trom Jdam^ who were univcrlally without 
exception of any, under the difpleafure of God ; obnoxious 
to his jultice, lyable to the penalty of the Law which they 
had tranlgrclfcd i which was both a temporal death, and hke- 
wile an eternal Jefaration from the prefence of God, in whole 
lavoor is itfes as was faid before. 

* Here are two things to be made out, Firft that all men^ 
I mean all meer men, the whole pofterity of Jdam are Sin^ 
ners, and oonfequently under the difpleafure of God, and ob- 
noxious to his jultice. Now this the Scripture is fb exprefiand 
pun^ual in, that one would think there (hould be no room 
left for doubt or cavil. St. Patd R. m. j.'j. tells us. That he 
had proved both Jeivs and Gent ties, that they rvere all under Sin, 
That every mouth mujl be Jlopped, when charged by God, having 
nothing to lav in vindication of themfelvcs, the whole JVorld 
bein^ guilty before him^ v. 19. And in one word, That all have 
finnedy and come Jbort of the glory of God^ v, 23. Not to repeat 
thpfe other places in the s- Ap^* which we formerly cited s 
viz.

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Thus the Scripture hath comluded all under Sin, GaL j. lu 
I hope I need not ^irthcr prove, that all men being thus fin- 
ners, were under the difpleaflire of God, and obnoxious to 
his jullice: for the immediate and neceilary efie<fl of Sin is 
guilt, and Guilt is nothiajg; eUe, bat an obligation to puniih- 
meat. From whence it fcUomi, that all men being bom fin- 
jsers, bringing along with them oorrapt and dtpriiSed nttrnt^ 
Bitaft likiewife be by mtun Cbibkm if wru^^ as the Apoftle 
ipeaksy Eph. 2. 3. 

lalyy That Chrift came into the Woridy to redeem men 
from that deplorable and mi(erable condition, into which fin 
had brought them ; which he did by making an atonement 
for their lins, and thereby reconciling God and man together. 
And of this we have (6 full, as well as lo plain an account in 
the New Teftament, that the Gofpel is from thence ftyled the 
Word and 'Mimflry of reconciliation^ a Cor. 5" . 18, 19. viz. 7W 
God WHS tn Chrtjl reconciling the World unto bimfelf^ not imputttig 
tbtir Trefpaffii tiem. This bnng the reaibn of his taking 
uppn him our nature, that be mijgb^ mah rwBMi&Mtim fm 
Jm tbo people^ Heb, 2. 17. This was die gieat inftance of 
Gods love to the World, That he gam bis only begotten Soitf 
that whofoever bttiwttb m him JboM mi ptriftti but have ever- 
ia^ing Itfey Jo. 3. 1 6. You (ee in what condition all the World 
were left, if God had not in great compaffion fent his Son to 
their relcuc. they nmft inevitably and irrecoverably have pe- 
irilhed, and have bin loft for ever. 

And what God the Father thus did, is likcwife afcribedto 
the Son hinifelf : for whatfoever was thus done for the reco- 
very of loft man, was by his own voluntary conlent and un- 
dertaking s Who gave himfelf for our Sim^ Gal. i. 4. That is, 
CO deliver ns Bxm the Guilt, as well as the Dominbn of 
them s or as the fane Apoftle ex^reiies' it, Tit. 2. 14. Ma •

And then of 
the end of that redemption^ that being thus purified^ rve nn^bt 
be a people ^alous of gwd mtrht Or as we have it in the Pro- 
dhefy or Song of Zacharias, lhat m ieimdeHvtred mu^tbe^ 
kmdt tfmr Btemui^ to wic, from the Curie of the Law, and

74, 7/. GNsrt; df this lauer redemptioa from the power of Sin, 
we are not now fpeakitigy the former being the only Subje^ft 
of onr prefent difcourfe, v^. Our freedom iromthat punilh«- 
ment which we had deferred by our Sins. 

Hence Ciu ill is faid to have redeemed us from the Curfe of 
the Lavp^ by being made a Curfe for us^ Cial. 3.13. That is, by

we mult have luiiered, had not he placed haiileU in our room" 
jindftead: which Redemption 10 defined by the ^poltle, and 
laid to qxkS& m £ph. i.

peated agaiit by ihe^fiim rtjptl»^C^ 14. In whtm m hmw 
r^dtmpnm ^ml^ bis "Utnd^ dtn the forgivenefi of Sim. Who-

diem i and they who^are no Sinners have no need of, and 
confequentlv receive no advantage by the redemption wron^ht^ 
and piirchaled by our Blelled Saviour; I confefs t\\t Pelagians 
and J^monjirants are of another opinion, who have furnifhed- 
us with new notions of Redemption, without any regard had' 
to the pardon of Sin, which St. Faul knew nothing of. But 
of ihis we fiiall have occallon to fpeak hereafter. 

If this matter wanted a farther explication, we might in*, 
fiance in thofe other places of Scripture^ which mention oor

deliverance from the pmijbment of Sin, 
. Of what hath bin thus iaid, this is the liimm. That 
all thofe for whofe fake Chrift came into die Worlds and 
took upon him the feed of Jbraham^ i. e. an humane na* 
Cure» which he received by propagation fironi Abraham^ from 
whom as to the flejh he was dcfccndcd : or, that thofe for whom 
he gave hirr''^^' viz. to Death nnd the bitter pallions of the 
Crofs, were 5mners, Enemies to God , obnoxious to his Ju- 
ftice, and therefore ftood in need of a reconciliation. But 
Chrift gave liiniicU, and came down from Heaven, for the fake

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of the whole world, Jo. j. i6. by which phrafc meant Gf«i!</ 
Humanumy all mankind i under which are comprehended all 
meer men of whatfbever Age, Sex, or Condition i wife or fool- 
t/h. Infants at well as perfons of riper years, men and women : all 
thefe making up, and being parts of the World: God by- 
giving his Son, and clothing him in our nature, having given 
an inftance of his fuperlative Love, not only to this or that 
particular man, this or that fort of men, (tho fbme particu- 
lar perfons have a more eminent and peculiar fliare in it than 
others i to whom the benefits of Chrifts coming, in the con- 
clufion is only applyed j but that is for other reafons not need- 
ful here to be mentioned) but to all mankind, who ftood in 
need of him, and without whom they mult univerfally, and 
inevitably have periflied. • 

Hence he is faid to have ftffered for us, indefinitely, i Pet. 2. 21. 
To have born our Stns in his body on the Tree, (/. e, Ho bore the 
punifbment of them on the Crofs,) That we beinz dead unto Sin^ 
jhould Live unto J^hteoufncfs, v. 24. To have died for Sinners^ 
Rom. 5". 8, who by betngSinners, were lik^wife Enemies, and there- 
fore wanted a reconciliation, which was purchaled by his death, 
V. 10. He gave his life a J{anfom for many. Mat. 20. 28. ^iark^ 
10. 45-. 5w»6< being here to be mterpretcd in the .fame fenfe^ 
as it is ufed by the Apoft. ^m. f. 19. where it is put for 
mivTtft as was formerly obfcrved. But if thefe Phrafes do not 
feem full enough, the Scripture furnifhes us with others more 
punctual and exprefs, afluring us that Chrift dyed for all col- 
le<^ively,2 Cor. f. 14. Gave himfelf a l{anfom for all, i Tim. 2. d. 
That he tafled death for every man,lleb, 2. 9. And in one word, 
77?at he is the propitiation for the Sins of the whole World, 
1 Jo. 2. 2. 3 

From thefe two premifTes tlms laid down, this conclufioii * 
mull neccfTirily and unavoidably be inferred, w^. That all 
the World, all Mankind, and every individual pcrfon, were Sir^ 
ners, under the difbleafurc of God, and the condemnation of 
the Law, and as fuch were looked upon, and efteemed by 
God, Antecedently to his Decree of fending his Son into the World-, 
who for that reafon came into it, to make a reconciliation of 

K them 
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them all j to reftoie them to the favour of God, which by. 
tiielr Sins they had forfeited. Indeed this cecondliatioii if not 
available to all ; but this ariies fixwi their noiKpibrformaiioe 
of the Conditions, required to entitle diem to die adnal 

participation of it : and tlio we nraft ackncfwledge that the 
application of pardon^ as well as the purchafk tf Uf U performed 
by Chrifti yet it is not done in the fame way, and by the 
lame means, the latter, tlie purchafe of reconciliation 
requiring fbmething to be done on Chrifts part i the former, 
t^^' the Application of it, rcquirinc certain conditions on ours : 
the one bemg the effed: of Chrijfs Pritflfyy as the other is of 
his I(ggai Office which aie perpetually confounded by the So- 
cmam, 

' Now againft aU this, which hath bin plainly deduced out 
of the Scriptures,, the SHmimu on the other fide with gp^at 
Tdiemence contend, that Chrillwas not fent into the World, 

to reconcile it i That is, as we have dated it, to purchafe 
the favour of God, and remiifion of Sins for Mankind* And 
that for the(e twoKeafbns, i/?, Becau(e|Ai/Afafii^W were not 
. Sinners, and confeouently ftood in no need of pardon and 
reconciliation. Mam hurt none but himfelf by his difobe- 
dience ; the Mafs as defcending from him, was not tainted and 
ieavend with any infection : Men being now born into the 
world, as jidam was at firft Created, in a State of Innocence. 
So that there was no ucede to redeem fuch from the puniih- 
ment of t^e law, who were not liable to it upon the ac- 
count of their own adiial Sink and thetefoe notuable at alL 
And this is the caie of all InnntSi and was, or atleaftmight 
be the cafe of feveral adult perfbns uT we believe thefe men.

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CShrifts coming to reconcile them to Gods who was not an- 
gry with men for their iniquities^ nor provoked thereby 
3iew any marks of his diipieaiiire towards them. There be- 
ing no mch Attribute in God as vindiShve jufiicey (which is a 
quality fit only for paffionate and revengeful men) wViich ei- 
tner inclined him to puniJh, or hindred hnn to pardon them 
without a comfmjation made for the wrongs and injuries done 
to his Authority, by the viqlationof his Laws. In fliort,thc 
only obftacle of reconciliation was on mens fide, if they would 
bat foriake their Sins for the future^ whac was paft (hould 
madiie no breadi of kindnefs between theni. He was fo far 
ftDin denying them iS»rytfcvitr,thathe courted their friendjbip% 
and tho he were the peribn injured^ yet he defired no other. 
imifiitftlimk but that they would lay afide their enmity and, 
in one word, h^ wonftd be abundantly /i/ioffin^ if they would 
' Youchfafe to be reconciled to him. 

If you enquire what reafbns then there were that moved 
God to fend Chrift into the World, they will tell you there 
were feveral. And among others they inftance principally 
in thefe three following. Firft, this was done in a ^act- 
ous condefctnfion to the follies and weaknefs of mankind, and 
particularly with relation to one impious and fuperftitious 
cnftome^ whkh had longi and in a manner nnivtinidly pre- 
vailed in the wodd before Chrifts oommg into it. For ib 
it was, that thofe perfons who had in &eir*life time Imi re- 
nowned for their valour, or had otherways bin ^lefiil and 
firriceable to mankind % after their Death were ulnally

Nov in oomplianoe with thefe * esetramiMm difires midth* 
preheftfimti God thought fit to (end an exodlent man into (be 
world, eminent ^ his virtues, and renowned fot the admi- 
rable and divine works, which he wrought for the good and 
benefit of men : him being delivered up to. Death, God laiied 
from, the Dead, exalted him to Heaven, placed him at his 
iright hand, and there appointed him to be a perpetual Ad* 
vocate and Intcrccflbr for us. 

2///y, Forafmuch as it had bin a general ufage amongft moft 
nations, to confirm all Covenants^ and publick Leagues efpeci- 
ally, by the death of fbme Bealt, the Ihedding of whofe blood 
was looked upon to be a ratification of what the parties had 
matoally confented and agreed to : In oomplyance thete- 
Ibre * with this ancient and venerable praAice^ Cod having^ 
tlK>ught fie to eftablifh a new Covenant of Grace and Mercy

eod : but not with that of Calves and Goats, bat with the 
blood of Chriik himielf who was the 6rft publiiher of it: 
a new and unheard way, tht JthrMlcL himielf was content to 
be the Sacrtfiee^ to lay down his own lift^ and thereby coofina 
the pardon which he had proclaimed. 

Laitly, God having thought fit ( for (iwen weighty reafons^ 
as might jultly be imagined ) or rather for no reajon * at all^ 
if you believe the Socimans^ but only for his own pleafure^ 
to inftitute certam Sacrilkes among the Jews, for the expia- 
tion of Sin, ( for of this pra(^ice suiiong other nations, tho' it 
. had in a manner ooifcciSdly^ptti^aiied ffom the ficft of 
the Wbiid^ the Socmians .take no nbtice ) he at length grev 
weary of his own Inftitntion, chiefly becaufe he feond it eic* 
tceainiy defidenty and tuaableto accomplifli feverai noble ends 
and purpofes, which were highly cequifite, and indeed necefl 
fary to be obtained. And thefc were eipecially three, in which- 
xhevpeaknefs and imbecilltty of the Jewim Sacrificeii as they tell;

and joyned together. And the" they all deferve and niuft have

of the otfer 'fwo»^ till I come to difbonrie of the Vio^ md 
Stferintt ef Chnft^ at which time they wiU moce oooyeniently ■ 
be ipoQpdered. 

A« to the firft therefbie of thefe Hypothcfo, tho'wemuft 
- with infinite fatisfad^ion and fhialrfalnrfi acknowledge the 
Mediation of our blefled Saviour now in Heaven, who is (at 
down at the right hand of his Father, rvhere he ever lives to 
maJ^ tnterceffion for uf, yet we can by no means admit of thi» 
Socinian Account of it, and that chiefly for thefe three Reafbns* 

I. Becaufe it feems to be a great difpai'agement to the Chri' 
Jlian injiitutton^ to derive the admirable contrivance for the Sal* 
vacion ci liAaDkuidy from the feoUJb mid akfiard apprehenfions 
of men, and the wicked and inperftitioos cnftoma oonleqaent ^ 
upon them. We cannot bat with aU doe reverence lefleft apoii> 
' the infinite condefcenJhnofGod in his dealings witkmeni where- 
by he is pJeaied to pafs by their weakndSes, to excufe their 
follies, to accommoaate himfelf to their weak and (hallow con-^ 
ceptions, in the difcoveries which he is pleafed to make of 
himself. But I doubt whether it may be warrantably affirmed, 
that in any of his Religious Injlttutums he hath accommodated, 
himfelf to their fboliih and wicked Imaginations. 

Perhaps againlt this it may be obje^ed, that many of the 
Ceremonies and Rites prelcribed to the Jews by God s own 
appointment, were inch, as ftfc ibm^ Ages betbve had hin.

of the like nature -to be peifbi med by them > This being the 
a& of the mfidiatioa of Hens and Jhrn^S^ds mors^ the 
Heathem; which wasapco&neaad Idolatrous praAice, high- 
ly dilhonourable to God, t^ngnant to Piety, and inch as had 
«lilioO: banifhed all juft notions of God, and all the right way 
of worihiping him out. of the Wofld. No doubt God. mtg^t 
have made choice of any innocent, and mach more any ancient 
and laudable rites and ufngc?;, f the' they had bin abafed to 
fiiperftitious purpofes) and have incorporated tlicm into his 
own Religion and Worfliip. Bat to fay that l^e mftituted any 
thing as a part of his own fervice, in coiiipliance with any 
cuftomc in its own nature impious, 1 tlunk cannot be affirmec^ 
. without a great and dangerous refled:ion upon tlic holirujs and 
fi^temtfiiefr of Gmi \ Aad to this, that it feems to be no or^ 
dinary difbaragemeiit to his wiSkm $ which, as the Scripture^ 
aflbie OS, oath oin fo admintbly diiplayed in the methods fbund 
out for our Sahratioa, .that Men and Ana;els mnjullly afimujbed^ 
■and fttmd mnmffd m the Contemplation &f tt, ^ < »M ' 

But according to this Socimm Hypothejis, it amonntsittt liii' ' 
more than this, that God having refblved to put an end to 
a fbolifh and ^^aperftiri^.ir cuftome which hiid too long bin 
pradtifed , inftead of thoie Demi-Gods which t\\t fancy and 
fears of luperfltttous men had confecrared, he did fubftitute 
another eminently good and vn tuous perfon in their room, 
to whom they might lawfully make their addrefles, and whom 
for the future they might look upon to be their great Patron 
mid Mmm. What is there in all this whidi may be thought 
to exmd the iavesdoa of a* finite, or even an htunaoe on-

^ety aifirm, Liiai uoa wouia encourage them in anyJwa/W^tf^ 
Uutiz bat rather would divert their inclinations upon fit and 
proper object Since thev niiift have a m e d i s tt r^ he woold 
lilbtatiite zJamfid mm^ to wnom^ey might fafely and warrarO^ 
^ly make their addrelTes and fupplicaticnss and ib by hii 
mighty power overrate the defiles of men, ^ king m> 
their evtl Intenttom^ - 

But lb he hath not done in this cafe, according" to the 
Socinianf ; but by placing one man in the room oi others, 
hath only exchanged the Idolatry, but hath not prevented the 
prance of it: for to give divine woiihip to a creature^ ac- 
cordi^ to the Scriptures is downright Idolatry. To (ay 
that vhrift was an extraordinary, or if you pleaie a ^vui» 
numy^m^SX not alter the ca(e. Thi$ may make it.a more re- 
fined and excul&ble Idolatry; hot Idolatry it is ftilL For tho 
Chrift hia!by:^as 'the Socimam telb us, Ji^fofM^ the advantage, 
of other men ; yet being bat a maUi he muft come infinOi^ 
fhort of the divine perfections : and therefore divine worfhip 
and adoration cannot be payd to him, without a bold and ' 
Sacrilegious Invafion of that right, which God claims as his ■ 
fble prerogative ; and which he hath laid,, nay wbtcb be hatk 
Jivoni^ l}€ will not nve to another, " ' 
-/ Laftly, admit thele defires in men were innocent^ and the , - 
I^nuSiice confequem to it, not only biamelefs but commemia^le^ 
yet this account of Sclichtifigitu were not to be admitted i be; 
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caufe it ftims and limiu the efficacy of Chrifts death and la* 
tttodBo% to oert^. timci and pertons ; which yet the Scrip- 
tore afliim » was of that extent^os to fcach nB A^es^ and«f 
Idm that have bin in the World. 

* If therefofo Chrift was tot into the world in condefben- 
fion to the wealpefs, ami ia complyaaoe with the apprehen- 
fions and praAi^ of men, in the wodhip and mediation of 
Heroes and Demt-Godr : it muft from hence follow, that thefe 
Bpprehenfions, aud tbe(e prai^ices, were Antecedent to the pur- 
pofe and decree of God, to fend his Ton into the world; it 
being an undoubted truth, that whatever is the caufe^ or 
the QCcafioH ot any parpofe or inftitution, muJft: in order of 
nature Aaiuedmt to that inilitaUon. And if fb, then ail 
thole who Ihed bdfoie tihde Matrmt fmBku grew oon* 
moo and anivcffil, forafiniich as dwy lived befbcetheoomiiif; 

. of Olrift was decreed} or perhaps (b much as thought of^ nei- 
ther were^ nor. indeed could be regarded by God m that De^ 
ci^i andooaleaiwittlyhadno fliare in the benefits of Chrifti 
coming, nor did partake in any of thole ends which weieao*^ 
complifhed by jr. 

Now how many Tears^ or perhaps Ajgej pa/iy and confe-^ 
ouently how many thoufands, or myriads of men lived and 
dyed, before this Idolatrous pra<fiice /^^^-a^;, and much more be- 
fore It prevailed m the woiid, is inipoiEble to determine. 
But be the number of the men what it will, this is certains 
that none c£ them were, or could be regarded by God 
Father, when he took the lefcdntion of iendiag his ibo in*' 
to the world, if this were the oocafion or caufe of it. Now 
this plainly contradi^ the Scriptures, whicli aHure tis (as was 
Ikid beR>re) that God gave his fbn, for the fa^g §f the whtU 
World^ aAd every individual member of the fame. I know 
that this inference which I have made, with relation to thofe - 
perfoiis who lived and dyed before this pradiice oi Idolatry 
prevail d, is efteemed a matter of no ill confcqucnce in the 

• opinion of a Socmtan^ and therefore that they will not be 
afraid to own it : bnt on the other hand they eainellly con- 
tend for ic, as foi. m undoubted^ and impoitant tmth , that 
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the virtue of Chrifts facrifice had no * retrofpeRi that it did 
affe<a no finners who lived before him, becaufe it neither could, 
nor was defign'd to expiate any fins, but thofe that were com- 
mitted after his appearance among men. But I hope others 
will have more honourable apprehenfions of the virtue and 
dignity of Chifts facrifice^ in which their own particular fafetj 
and that of the whele world is wrapt up. 
^- Perhaps it will be fa id, that the Socmians were indeed mi- 
ftaken, in making the end of Chrifts coming to be in comply- 
ance with one or trvo fooliih apprehenfions of men, and to pre- 
vent the ill pracliices that were occafioned thereby: But that 
the * l^monfl. have hit the mark, when they tell us, that the 
true realbn of Chrifts taking our nature upon him, and in it dy- 
ing for us, was to make a reconciliation for all the aBual fins of 
men; to purchafe pardon both for the perfbnal fin and difbbe- 
dience of Mam^ andlikewife for all the fins that fhould after- 
wards be committed by his pofterity to the end of the world i 
To which 1 Anf That the l{em. by excluding Original Guilty 
highly derogate from the perfiHton and dignity of that redemjv- 
tion wrought by our blefled Saviour ; and fall in with that 
dangerous error of the Socinians now mentioned, t/i^. of flints 
ing the efficacy of Chrifts death, not indeed to certain timeii 
(for to give them their due, they do not with the Socinians^ 
make the dodJ:rine of our Salvation by Chrift a novel inf^i- 
tntion, but acknowledge it to be as old as the world, and that 
thepromifeof a Saviour was made lo our firft Parents imme- 
diately after the fall) but however they limit the efficacy of 
it to certain perfons -y and thereby overthrow the univerfality 
of that redemption^ which at other times they would be thought 
earneftly to contend for.

bitrary and contingent matter. It is true Ghrift de faBo is the 
Saviour of all men j but there was no necefftty that it fliould be 
ib.

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If it fliall be farther faid, that tho' men are poircfled of fuch 
a natural power as we have hitherto bin difcourfing oi\ yet 
that in this fiate of tbingSy all circumftances conlidered, it is 
ImpoJJiblt for men to avoid finning i Then I Reply, that this 
can amount to no lefs than a plain contradiction j vi\. that 
no man could avoid doing of that, which yet he had a natu- 
ral fQwer to forbear doing. On the other hand, to fay that 
tho evei*y man cotdd^ yet that no man ever dxd^ or ever wiU 
avoid linning j befides, that it leaves the Salvation of men by 
the mediation of Chrift, an arbitrary matter, as was faid be- 
fore; It leads us into that great abfurdity ( as (bme men would 
account it ) of aflerting a poroer planted in the nature of man 
by God himfelf to no purpofe ; a power to do that which every 
man is obliged to do, and which no man ever did, or ever rvtU 
do to the end of the World. 

But let the cafe of Adult perfons be what it will. This 
is certain, that as this matter it ftatcd by Epifcop. and his 
followci-s, all Infants, ' who dye before they arrive at the 
ufe of Reafbn, and therefore, before they are capable of 
committing Adhial fin, are thereby excluded from having 
any fiiarc in the Redemption purchafed by Chrift, iKcaufc they 
ftood in no need of it. And hereby they efFediually de- 
ttroy that univerfal J^edemption, (of which at other times they 
would bc eiteemed the great Patrons and Champions) in 
excluding; by a modell: computation, at leaft a tenth part 
of mankind from partaking in the benefits of it : behdes 
all Fools, who never had the ufe of Reafbn, which muft 
increafe the number. It may therefore be asked, what be- 
comes of all thofe Infants who dye before the commifii- 
on of actual Sin > Are they all damned > That were an 
Impious and uncharitable imagination ; it being not only 
inconfiftent with tlie Mercy oi God, but repugnant to his

For the fame reafbn, when God defigned toiiipply dbe de- 
feds of the Tewifh Sacrifices, and to put an end to them, by 
a more noble one which was typify ed and reprefeitted by 
tlienii he fent his fbn into the world, cloathing him in our 
nature, having prepared and fitted a Body for him^ to this very 
purpole, that in it he might be capable of being a Sacrifice i ■ 
and by this oblation of himfelf once for all, make one ge- 
neral atonement and expiation for the fins of the whole- 
world, Heb, 10. i o. Foi having made one complete fiifficient 
- • Sacrifice for fins, he hath perfeUedfor ever them that are fanUified^ .

ft is true indeed, he has by his death purchafed for us more 
than pardon, t7:{. eternal life. Bnt then I fay none fhall be 
finally faved by Chriit, in the next world, wlio were not firft . 
pardoned by him in this, this being the firft ftep to that great 
Salvation, and the firft degree of it. 

In fhort, I fuppofe it will be granted by all, that none can 
be admitted into Heaven, but thofe who are in favor with 
God i but according to the tenor of the Gofpel, none can be 
admitted to his favor but thofe for wham (Slirifi dyed-, Chrift 
dyed for. none bat fimers, who woj mmufifiod t§ tafy amiyjm 
fi^i i Jo* J« f* He came mto vmU to Jave finners^ i Tim. 
X. xy. None elfe wanted hb coming, or were regarded by him 
i^hen he undertod^ this ortaiid^ any voea^ 4hfiii the Ang^bs 
" M for. 
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ibr » lie hunftlf adores us (and he fure beft kneur tlie rea* 
ion of his ownnndertakiDgs) He came to Jeekandjmfe mdif that 
nhUtt VMS Ufiy Lake 19. 10. Therefore to bring both parts 
of the Argument togedier, thofe who are no finnersy either 
niuftnot be admittra into Heaven, or, they nuift come thi- * \ 
thcr fbme other way than by the afliftance and mediation 
of Chrifti which is plainly to give us a Nm G of pel, a New 
method of Salvation, different from that which the oldGol^ 
pel of Chriit luth revealed to us. And fb 1 coine to con- 
ilder the fecond thing propoled to be enquired into,w?[. the 
ivay and means^ whereby Chrift procured that Reconciliation 
w]i;ch was the end of his coming into the woildj and this 
we arc nifurnied was by liis death and Jif^iftgs. 

.That we mgy underftand this matter aright, we mud know 
that the Scriptore every wheve lets forth the anger and'dii^ 
pleaiure.of God againft fin and finners, as in very plain, €0 
likewile in very £mphatical terms : rcprefenting him as their 
Enemy^ as one highly provoked and incenfed by their iniqui- 
ties, and therefore 'lefolved to puniih them, and thereby to 
vindicate his authority, and to refcue it from the contempt 
caft upon it by the violation of his Laws. Thus we are 
told, that fin occafions a feparatton anddivifton behveejiGod and 
lUi and that not only on mans psiVt, 2iS the Soamanj itnic this 
matter, as if the averfion were only on that fide; but that it 
creates an avcrlation on Gods part againft the (inner. For 
before man oifended he was in favor with God, but now fin 
makes the breach. Tour tntquities have feparated betrvetn you 
and ymr God^ and yoitr fins bavelnd bts face from you^ Eiay. a. 
Hiis is an Aigument of his high dMpteainre, he will not look 
upon the finner, but turn his fiee from him^ as men nie to 
do fi*om an objed that creates bathing and deteftation. 

And another Prophet afligns the reafon^of this-averfion on 
Gods party becmfe He if a God of purat iyes than to heboid mi' 
quity^ Heb. i. 13, Hence he is faicl not only to hate the evil 
ways and doings of wicked men, but to abhor their perfons, 
and with hig;h dffdain to rejcdt even their fervices^ for the 
iake of theu: ^im^ £iay« i« x o. And that ire may not thmk, 

that 
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that this denotes only the oppofition that is between the 
righteoufnels of God, and the impieties of men, which as the 
Socin, acknowledge are contrary indeed to his Holinefs, and 
therefore do create a difpleafiire in him, but yet without 
any intention to punifli men for them i the Scriptures fre- 
quently put us in mind of another Attribute in God, viz. 
hit jfiiftic^ whofe proper buline/s and odice is to revenge the 
woagi aad injari<» ddne to his Hdlisefi, by them who live 
ia oppofitioa to its which at we have eliewhere (hewed 
' {fm up, 18.) pats him into a ftate of hoftility againft fin- 
nets, and naturally inclines and moves him to punifli them; 
tho the Egre^ of this juftice in the aAuai iofli4^ion of pa- 
nifhment, may be fiibjeA to the determinations of his own 
• will and pleafure. 

But to preclude all hopes of impunity from finners, God 
hath in his word, made a publick and fblemn declaration of 
his pleafure in this cafe; by annexing threatnings to the vi- 
olation of his Laws, ib that the Juftice of God bcfpeaks his 
Inclination^ and his Law his Intenttoii to punllh finners. In- 
deed the Law of nature did (o £ir inform men of the jud^- * 
ment of God, that they were oonvinbed in dxi^ mind^thac 
they who dip things contrary to it rme tomhs gf Vea^^ 
Rom« I. |x. B^t the revealed Law hath exprefsly and po- 
• fitively denounced death to the trani^gceflbrs of it. In th» 
dny thm eatefl thou Jbalt furtly dye^ Gen. a. 17. And that we 
may not* think that this threatning concerned only the tranf- 
greffion of the firft Law given to jidam inParadife, we find 
the fame penalty annexed to the violation of all other Laws, 
Curfed if he that confirmeth not all the words of the Law to do 
tbem^ Dent. ir. or as the Apoft. exprefles it, that continue 
eth not III all lUngs which are written in the book^of the Law to 
do them Gal. 3. lo. Hence it is that all wicked menaiefaid 
to be obnoxious to the wrath of God, as (bon as they are 
bom^for by being borniinners, aiul bringing defikdnstmu alone 
with them into the world, they Anmm \iy mOKniUnldnn mM^ 
£ph. 2. }• And are muchinore ib by their ^dual fins i fer while 
they go on in their barJmfi md infenUeneif ' treafiin wp 
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to tbemfelves math. agMtifi the day of rvrath^ Rom. 2. f . and 
what is thus rwidta firm Hukm againft aB tmri^rtm^nefs^ 
Rdm. i, z8. is parciciuarly denoanced as thecUxxne of Iim- 
delity : He tbM beheveih noi m tbe Sm bath mi Lifcy but 4ke 
wrati if God akidetb m Inm^ Ja 3. 35. 

Againll which the finner can have no reafbn to com- 
plain, becaofe he hath but the jaft fruits of his Ofwn doiogs, 
The wages of fin be 'mz Death, Rom. ((.23. it. being aMmfk eaual 
and righteous thing wttfj God to render tribtdation to [inner s^ 1 Thefl 
\. 6. Or as the the fame Apoft. expreltes this more fully in ano- " 
ther place j Indignation and rvrath^ tribulation and anguijh upon 
every Soul of man that doth Evil, (without any exception, or 
hopes ot" elcapc) of tbe Jciq firft^ and alfo of tJje Gentile^ Rom. 
2. 8, 9. 

From all which it is evident, that if wcconfidcr God with 
relatbn.to finners (and are willing to. goYem oarappreben- 
lions of him by the plain declarations of the Scripture, and 
die diicovery which he hath madeof hiinlelf thete^andnot 

by our own fboliih and afalurd imaginations) we muH: look 
upon him as one highly angry and diipl^afed with wicked 
men,, provoked to that .degree as to be refblvedupon punilh- 
aient i and every thing ftanding in the way of the finner, to 
obftru(5t the paflages to favor and pardon, vi^^. The Holinefs 
of God., his Jufiice, his Laws, his Authority, his Honor, his Fe' 
ractty: (o that let him look whidi way he will, there remains 
nothing {or him, hutafearfulliooLing for of judgment and fiery ' 
indignation to devour him as an adverfary to his maker, Heb. 10. 27. 
And they that are Gods adverfaries, he will be lure to be 
theirs with a witneis, (the enmity being reciprocal) who claims 
vengeance as his prero^uavej it bdoi^tb to mo^ I wiS- 
tompenfe jmih the jL«r^ ueb. 10. 30. It niuft therefore un- 
doubtedly be a fearful to fiiR into Ins bands': but how ' 
can the- finner pofu>iy avoid it ? tlie Law hath perempto- 
rily threatned dteth to the tranfgreflbrs of it, tbou /halt fare- 
ly dye-y and whrnoe all finned and eome Jhort of tie glory of 
Goa; there being none righteous , no not one, Rom. 3. 10. What 
method now can be t^Dught of to iecuiie the finner from 

that 
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that condemnation, which the Law hath threatned, and his 
fins have deferved. We are aS become gi^ty before God^ and 
eoik is an obl^aHbh to pimiihsnbiit) and punifhed we mctft 
be, except we can diink of ibme way to ouicel that obliga- 
tion. In ihorc God is Angryi his Tuftice is provoked, and we 
fliall certainly feel theterf3)le eflfeosof his difpieafure, except 
we can find out fomc expedient, to pacify his wrath, to la- 
tisfy his juftice, and thereby to purchafe his fiivor, and re- 
concile God arid us together. But neither men nor Angels 
could have contrived any fuch method, as the wifciom of God 
hath found out, and which tlie Scriptures have revealed to • 
us; which inform us that God's anger is appeafed, reconcii 
liation.and pardon purchafed, but purchafed at a dear rate, 
vs!(. by the death and fufferings of the Son of God. * So laith. 
the ApolUc, 2ve are reconciled to God by the death of his Jon^ 
Rom. 10. And becaufc Chrift by dying flied his blood for 
ns, we find the Scriptures afcribing a peculiar efficacy to diis 
Uood, in order to procure the fevor of God, and reihiffibn. 
of fins for us. This is called the Blood of the Nm Tefiament 
»biek WM Jbed for the remijfton of finsy Matth. 2(5. 28. We hatm. 
redemption 'through his Bloody the forgivemjs of Sim^ Eph. i . 7. 
God nath fet forth Chrifi to be a f^ropitiation^ but it is through 
Faith in his Bloody Rom. 3. 25-. We arc piflified by his Bloody 
Rom. f. 9. lll'uh clean fcth us from ali Stns^ i Jo. 1.7. We have 
redemption through his Bloody Col. 1. 14. The Church of God is 
(aid to be the purchaje of his Bloody Adt. 20. 28. And in one 
word, He hath rvajbedus from our Stns in ht<s orm Bloody Rev. i. f, 
Quee toties repetua mamfejle ojlcndunty tropriiim aliquem ac pecu^ 
harem ^ffeSum hm-nmtt acfangmni trwuendum^ as Grot, rightly 
oblerves, de Satirfl 1 3. Au which bdQg ib often repeat- 
ed, evidently fhews, that ibme more than ordinary viMe 
and eoer^ belong to the Death of Chrift, whereby it hadi a * 
peculiar mfluenccin order to procure the pardon of our Sini^ and 
the Jt^foaffon of our Perfonsi and withal being (b firequently 
inculcated by the ApoMes upon all occafions, again and again,.' 
it muft farther be an evident argument, that it is a mat- 
ter of great and high importance, forafinuch as om* prefent 
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peao^ and onr fiitiire happindi abfblocely depend npon it. 

Bat now if itlhali befiurdier asked, how,tfaebJoodotChrift 
comes to be of diat peculiar force, as thib to poidiafe par- 
don and reconciliacicn for Mankind; I Anf. the reafbn of it 
is, becau(e our Blefied Saviour, bf dying and (liedding -his 
blood, underwent that ' punijhmera^ and fubmittedto that £011- 
demnation^ which our fins had otherwife rendred us inevitably 
obnoxious to : and this being in it felf a fufficient compenfation 
made to the juftice of God, for the affionts and injuries of- 
fefd to his Authority by the violation of his Laws; and like- 
wife being accepted of by him as fiich ; it muft from hence ne- 
cellarily and naturally be effe(5tual, to procuie for us pardon 
and impunity. Now tliis being a matter ut great confec^uence, 
.upon wRich the whole ftrefs of the controverfy between us 
and our Adverfiries leans and refts} I fliall a little £uther en* 
laige upon it, and endeavour to make oat the(e two thin^. 
ifly That Chrift dyed /r our fafyfj add that not only aa it (Uni- 
fies, for our benefit and advantage, but in our rom andjmd% 
xdiyy That his Death, was in itielf a fii^cient compenfation fO 
.the Juftice of God, and accepted of by him for fiich. 

Firft, That Chrift dyed for us are the plain words of Scrip- 
ture, he gave himfelf for us. Gal. 2. 20. Eph. f. 2f. he dyed for 
tUy I Thef. f . I o. he dyed for all, 2 Cor. s- 1 4j ' f- And this 
not only in general for our good, but he was delivered up for 
our offences^ Rom. 4. if. be dyed for our Sins, i Cor. ly. ? So 
to the fame purpofe, and for the fame rcafon, he is laid to 
dye for the w^gM^^, Rom. f. 6» And it is mentioned as the 
great ihftaoce or God's k>ve jto us, that vMB wt tmt yet jm^ 
mrt (hrifi dyed for usy ver. 10. of die fame Chap. All which 
phrafes of dyin^ for fins, and finners, plainly denote to us, 
that fin in thofe places is not to be confidered as the final^ 
but as the impulfive and meritarmus cauie of Chrift's Death. 

And this is (b evident, that even Socirms kimieif and his fol- 
lowers, notwithftanding the many fhifts and cavils ufed by 
them to avoid the convi<fi:ion of this truth, are yet, whether 

I I do not mean tUMSAf Um^ die very fiune .pnnifliqiejir* but thtt.which mt 
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.they will of no* forced to acknowledge, vi:^. That the death 
^ Chrift was neceflary, not only for thie deflxoAion of the 
dotninkm of fin, bat likewife Ibr remotal of the guilt of it : 
upon which account, they, are willing to call it an \expia^ 
Ury Satrifoe^ and allow that Chrift by his death did expiate 
our fins, not only as expiation fignifies the withdrawing men 
from the praBice^ but likewile as it denotes ihc' pardofi of Jin, 
And now one would thing that we were pretty near an a- 
greeraent, and that a fair and calme debating of thcfe mat- 
ters in difpute, might bring us to fiich a right underftanding 
of one another, that in a mort time we might hope to fee 
that happy hour in which Chiiftians and Socinians fhall be 
united both in Judgment anH a£fe&ion : « bl^ed Hmwmy ^ 
which many wife and moderate men, have both earneftly de- 
fired, and loiig; fince projeded. But I am fbrry that 1 ni^ft 
be forced to inform the Reader,* that he cannot iafeiy rely 
upon the good words 'and feermngly erihdox exprejftoru of a So- 
emian: for notwithftanding that openneis and freedom^ which 
ibmetimes this fort of men, whei:i it is for their purpofe,, will 
feem to ufe yet for the moft part it is joyned with that ob- 
ftinate refervednefs, that unmoveablc adherence to their old 
and beloved errors i that when an innocent well meaning man 
lays hold on their conceflSons, and thinks he may fafely rely 
upon them, all upon a fuddain he finds himfelf difappointed : 
for by the help of a diftincSion, or fbme new, and never be- 
fore heard of explication, they prefently difengage themfelves, 
' and leave the penbn who dependsoipoo them under confiifioik 
and- fiirprize : like' a man who catchy at an handfiil of (inoak, 
the faft€r he clofes his hand, the fooner it Aides through his 
fingers, and when he thinks he holds it, he holds it not. Let 
the Reader perule what follows, and then lee him joc^e whe- 
ther this be ib or no. 

The Learned Grot, in that often mentioned, but never fuf" 
ficiently commended Treatife Satisf.cap. lo, p. 182. gives us 
this, ftate of the diierence between ^Sfifimtf and the Chusch of

^ Crelhus comes not long after, and in an artificial and elabo- 
• rate difcourle undertakes the defence of his*mallci , and there- 
in tells the Reader, that Gr^Hwr doth' not rightly reprefent 
. the Opinion of Sennus^ nor confequently fairly ftate the qoe- 
ftton between them. For Secimu acknowledges, and fb do his 
ibilowen, if you believe luiii> that the Sacrifice of Chrift hath 
a peculiar fbroe^' not only to withdraw men from the praBiee 
of future^ but tikewHe to procure pardon for paft fins. And this 
it. doth three ways. Fira, by declaring pardon for paft Sins. 
Secondly, By giving us a right and title to it, and thereby move* 
ing and obUfft^ pod to grant it. Laftly, by an a^tuU applum'

point: but when we come more narrowly to examin parti- 
culars,, and to make thofe dedu(3:ions and defalcations, which 
thefe men by explaining and limiting their own affcrtions, 
think realonahlc to be allowed i the fiim total of thefe par- . 
ticulars, when they come to be caft up, wiii be found to ampunC 
to one targe^ round viji^nificant Cypher. ' 

For firft the declaration of pardon, is not the procunni of it, 
neither is it of any force ^ to do fo. If Chrifts death did uo 
more, then it is certain that remiHion of iins was purchaie4 
or procured ;(bme othbr way, as being antecedent to^ that 49- 
claratiooy which fat that tid&m. ronden it inqiciflible^ that 
either it (hould be: the occa/tmi ov ^ '^Jf the pardon of 
fin. But idly^ Chriftsr death doth more, it .gives us a ^'Afi;. to 
pardon, and thereby moves God to beftow it. But how is 
God moved by the cieath of Chrill ? was he thereby prevail- 
ed upon to do tliat, w\\\Q\\othcv\vi{Q hc'w?i<=> abfolutely averfe 
or at Jeaft what he had no tnclinatton to do no, ' God was 
moft willing and ready to grant pardon to all mankind. He 
was very lar from being angry with finners ; and as in thisfenfe 
iie was not moved to dijpleafure by their im pic tics, lo he want- 
ed no 'tther motive^ but his own mercy and comf^dlion to ren- 
der him propitious to them. Well, but ^hisown goodisiefi 
might «i^AM.iMi-:to grant) yet there might befomediing ftili

But 
however, the death of Chrift is the great * confirmation of the 
netp Covenant^ whicli was ratifyed in his blood, and thereby 
it gives us a greaur and Jtronger tuie to pardon than we had be- 
fore, 1 Anf If wc may fappofe that Cod can /ye himfelfby 
promife^ then we muft afrii ni, th;ic he 'ay under an obitgation to 
make it good, and this ;?iu<xedt*ntly to Gu ilts death. For die 
Guipel, or the glad tiUings of pardon and falvation was pub- 
Ulhed by Chrift in his liro time. $0 that we can receive no 
nm or Jhonger right to it by Chrifts dying, than we had be- 
fore his death ; all this bong Sufficiently iecored to us by die 
promife of God in the new <x>'venant } except we fhoald ima- 
gine (which fure moft be a very impious im^ination) either 
that God had not goodneft and truth enough to make good his 
promife, or that for fome great and weighty reafbns, which 
he could not forelee, he might be induced to aUer and change 
bu purpofe. So fbmetimes the «WfMMttr will ftate this matter, as

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But ' Crellttis^v/ho chiefly infifts on this way, being fenfibic 
that it calls too great and fcandalous a refledtion on the jvif- 
dom and veracity of God i to mollify this mattei' tells us, that 
this ratification of the new Covenant by the Death of Chrift, 
doth not make the promife of God more fare in it felf^ but 
only gives uj the greater ajfurance of the performance of it: 
as the Council of God thp immutable in it Jelf \ yet may be confirmed 
by his Oatb^ that thereby the heirs of promife might have more a- 
bundant confolattony am lay the fafier hold upon the hope fet before 
themy Heb. d. 17, 18. Be it io ; then from hence it necefla- 
rily follows,- that the death of Chrift is of no force in it J elf 
to prevail with God to grant the pardon of fin, only it gives 
us the ffeater hopes that he will grant it, and therefore the 
efficacy of it, non verfatur circa Deum^ as Grotius before right- 
ly ftated this matter, fed circa homines j doth not properly re- 
ipcdt Godf but our felves. But ftill 1 do not know how to g;et 
over this point; the death of Chrift according to the Soctni- 
ans was a neceffary condition of pardon, * nay it was not, qua- 
lifcunaue conditio^ an ordinary, trivial condition, fuch as were 
the lin offerings under the Law, but it was an inftance of (b

<mn nature, is of that virtue 2S to purge the Cenfeieme firom the 
guilt of (in ; and at the fame time that it confirms andftreiigthem 
the new Covenant, it fb rpeahn.^ anri enervates tht force tffTm, 
that it leaves it no power to ^'oWfOTw r</ i and theiebydiiarinsit 
of all its y?rf/;^^^, and confequently of all its Twrw/. 

Thefe things are io often mentioned, and fo much infifted, 
upon by thefe men, that one would think it were impoffible, 
but that they muft believe the death of Chriit to have fbme 
isetrMr&nary firee and efficacy^ in order to prooure the renilffion 
df fins. And yet it isjplain and certain as wofdsHsan make it, . 
that they do notbeheveit to hsLie any virt»e'0 ni^ either to 
Irarchafe for us the favour of God> or to rrork in ^mj iflifo/t 
Mditimu^ tw^. Faith and repentance, which are neceflary to 
entitle us toit. I t neither times God to promije fdrgivends, 
nor obliges hm to perform his promifci it cannot either with- 
draw us froni the praBife^ nor fecure us from the punijhment of 
fin -. It nehhci procures pardon, nor confers jt ; and is only a 
6are condition antecedent to his exaltation into Heaven, where 
they fay he is endued with all power to forgive lins. In a 
word, the death of Chrilt, nakedly confdered in tt felf is but a 
dead in^nificant things of no force nor efficacy, till it be, as it 
were MWMim/ W M^S^^ 

For firft, as to what ooncems God, ' Sstimt tttb as that no* 
^hiiDg can prooure from him the expiation of ^,bntoidy his 
own mercy and beneficence. That whatever elfe is done to- 
wards this expiation, nm Dmmfidms refpfciuntyXhttverf words 
of Grotitts as he ftated this matter ont of Soein, who one would 
think fhould beft know his own meaning. Then.as to the hkod

Faith and Repentance, 
upon which the pardon of fin is necciraiily entailed ; yet, when 
you come to enquire, n'})at efficacy the death o\ Chrilt hath, in 
order to work in us th(^le belorementioned Graces; WHy truly 
then it muft be acknowledg'd, that it hath only a remote and

effeds, not by any proper dire<fi influence, but as a conditio^ 
requifite indeed, quoad ordims atUeceffum^ but not otherwifes 
forafmuch as Chriit muft firft die, before he could rife from the 
dead, and afcend into Heaven. At this rate the licdcwption of 
the IVorld might us truly and properly be a fen bed to the Birth 
of Chrifty as it is to his Death : it being as abfolutely neceflary

• Chrift's blood > vt7^. that we aie ft^fied^ I^ffktmedy Ptar^kdy 
Smtmd by his blood. How comes it to lay ib great a ftrefs op- 
on the crofs of Cbrifl^ as that the Gofpel (hould firom thenoe DC 
ftylcd the doUrine of the crofs^ i Cor. i. i8. and that the know- 
ledge and belief of it, Ihould be of that excellence and ufe- 
fulnefs, that St. Paul fhould defirt to kmw nothing bmj^us Cbrtf^ 
and him crucified} i Cor. 2. 2. 

Why, all this you muft know is not true in flrtSlnefi and pro- 
friety of fpeaking, and therefore muft be taken jano ftnfuy and 
interpreted to a (bund and warrantabte meaning by Trope mid 
M^ifbirt and (b at length, by perverpng the plain, omrion% 
nacotttl conftniAion of tbe wofili of Soripiure^ and aoooauno- 
dating them to their own meanings by tneir forced and fmarm^ 
. $kf$ explications, thefe men have (as much as in them lyes) 
turned the Ck>ipel of Chrift into a meer fable s and for fuch, they 
have not been afraid |o reproach and brand moft of the My- 
fieries of our J{elipon^ and particularly thofe two important 
Articles of it, treated of in thefe papers, concerning Ortgtnal fin^ 
and the J^edemption of the World by the death and ftferinis of ottr 
Savtour i whicn they have had the impudence toftyle numane 
inventions, abfurd and fenfelefs, nay, not only fb, but impious 
and pernicious fables, fuch as are repugnant to the honour of 
God| and defhu^ve of the ialvationof mens Souls. 

But to return, perhaps it will be £uther £ud^ whatever 
miftakes the Smmmu might be e;uilty of about the virtue and 
efficacy of Cbrifl's death t yet ib fir at laift they are Orthodox, 
fin that they aicribe a virtue tp his Sacrifice , whidi 

according to them, doth not conilft in Chrift's qfering tf of 
himfelf upon the Crofs; but in his oblation and prefentation of 
himfelf to his Father in Heaven, where now he is endued with aU 
power to forgive and doth a^ualiy beftow that foigivenefs 
upon Sinneis.

Well, be it ib i Chriit's Sacrifice now'^iii Heaven is very 
|N>wediil and operative ; bat how doth it eiert its operations ? 
in mnmg «r preumSng with God to forgive men^ NO) there 
was no need of that, vi:{, of inclining or perfivadkig God to do 
that which he ^iv^stfbimjelfdtfj^fed^ nay> had long (ince decreed 
to do: ib that there is nothir^ that Chrift fuffered or per- 
formed, either on Earth or in He^n en, that properly refpe^s God, 
Nay, Chrift was fo far from moving his Father, I that God ra- 
ther mot'ed and dtretied hio^.todo ail that he did for the good 
and benefit of mankind. 

However, tho' this facrifice be notconverrant about God, yet 
it (hews its efficacy, by having a real proper infiuence upon the par- 
don of fin, i mean pafi Jftis. But how doth this appear } hath it 
an i mme d i M t f u^bmci} doth fMurdon of fin imrneidiately follow 
upon this oblation^ lb one would think it did, as they ibme* 
times ' expreis themfel vcs. ' For as the high Pricft of old, pror 

* cured expiation of fin, by the means of tho(e Sacrifices pre- 
^fcrtbed under the Law, ^that aObon as he had finiflied his 
> oblation, the people without any more ado, were acqoitted 
*and abfolved ^ om their in^uities: fb Chrift by performing 
'what God the Father required of him, t^.- by /hcd'.ling h.is 

* blooJ, and then entring into. the holy place, and prefenting that 
/blood to his Father; thereby procures, and we likewile tliere- 
*by obtain forgivenefs and rcaemptioa. 

But when you come ^rther to entj^uire into this iDacter^ then

b>f b^etting in us rcpeiuancc aiiU amendment, it /r// helps tQ 
withdraw us from the PraHice of Jin^ and tlien confess upoau& 
the fardan ^ Ana thus after many xM&m md,ptmpmt 
whep the(e men haw Ibfficiefitly and perb^have BMOft 
you ^ddy^ with ^Uowiog them mckward and lorwacdy they, 
atiength bring you back to the very fame plaoe fix>m whence 
you firft fbart^, and leave yoa juft as wiieand as welliatisfied 
as they found you. 

But whatever the Sociniani iay, orgainfay in this matter ^ it 
will become us to believe as the Church of God hitherto hath 
done; that the Death of Chrift was si proper ana efficacious mo-, 
tive to prevail with his Father, to pardon imners, wlio other- 
wile was refblved to puntlli them. And this will plainly ap- 
pear, from the coniidei ation of Chrift 's death under thole two 
great notions, under which it is repreientedto nsiatheSgr^- 
tareSy cv^. .as a Sacrifice^ and as a Pumfimem* Ftrft as ^.Smi^ 
fitei (>r being Si Friefl he mnft have a.iS«r^f^ .the nat»».of 
that Office requiring it. For every High-priefi taken from amn% 
meriy is ordaimd for men in things pertatnin^imt^ 0^4% M^^.M 
offer both gifts and Jacrifices for Sins^ HeK f . i. Repeated again 
Heb, 8. 3. Wherefore it is of necejjity that this man aljo have Jome- 
what to offer : and that which he offered was himfelf, his whole 
humane nature, confifting of Soul and Body. Hjs body was 
given him for this purpofc; for when God defj^ned to abo- 
fifh the Legal Sacnfices, he fubftituted his Son ni tlie room 
of them, and fitted and prepared for hmi a body, that m it 
he might be capable of dying, and therein to relemble all other 
expiatory Sacrifices which were to be flain.

So that the purging of Sins, or the expiation of them which

into Heaven: wMch fing^ text wiU fnfiiciently confute that 
Impious tenet of Stcimu^ who makes Chrift to be nolVi^ 
nor confcqneatly to ha?e ofeed any ^Som^^f, till he came 
into Heaven: and there prefented or made an oblation of him- 
lelf to his father: which was fb new and ftrange an Ofnai' 
on, as being never before heard of in the world, that.fome 
of his ' friends were both furprized and highly offended with 
him for broach incT it; tho fince, this with the reft of his Er- 
rors is greedily iwaiiowed, and SlMy paintained by his fol- 
lowers. ' ♦ .

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Thus Chrift by dying for us was made a Sacrifice} and if • 
we would know what 'the and confequence bf it was, 
this we cannot better do, then by confidering the ifitafe of . 
thofe Lq^Sacrifiocs in ale among the Tews, and the end of ' 
their inftitation: and this we (hall find was for the expiati- . 
on of fin; thereby to move God to beftow pardon, byaccept- 
klg of the life of the Beafi^ inftcad of that oi the firmer^ which 
was forfeited to his Juftice. The 'Sm^ering which the Prieft 
offered., made an atonement^ that is, pacifyed the Anger, and 
appeafed the juftice of God, and then the jtn rvns forgiveny fee 
^. Lev. 13. id. 18. Numb. i;. 28.. By whicn it appears that the 
Ufe of the beafi was offered Jn Comfenfationy and as fuch was ac- 
cepted of by God, for the life of the man. And that here was 
a plain Jurrogatio?i of one in the room of the other, is from 
hence further evident, becaufe for fbme fins God would not ac- 
cept of any Sacrifice i as in the ca£e of Murder, Adultery, Idola- 
try, e^^. The reafbn of which was, becaule having for.fuch 
crimes refblved to have die life of the ^^Mlen^)^^ he would 
admit of no eommtttation ; nothing leii than the death of the Ma- 
iefa^or himfelf^ could, or fiiould fatisfie offended juftice. 

Thus thothe (bedding the hiood of the Sacrifice ooald not * 
in aS cafes purchafe remifSon, yet in no tafe was remiflion 
to be had without it, 9. 21. And when it was prefcrib- 
ed, there the Ufe of the Beafi went for the life of the criminal^ 
God putting one in the room^ and accepting it in the place 
of the other. Thus laitli God, tlte blood is the Itfe^ or the life ' 
is in the blood, / have given it to you upon the Altar ^ to make 
an atonement for your Soulsy for it is the blood that makcth an a- 
tonement f<Sr the Soul, Lev. 17. 11. Why is the blood io parti- 
cularly appointed to this purpofe ! why might nottlie Heart or 
Head do as well ^ we (eeGod gives the reafbni the life u d$ 
bbod ^ and therefore that is the moft proper to be given in ex- • 
change for the Lift of the o6fender.

Nctw what the Sacrifices of the old Law did but imperfe^ly^ 
that the great Sacrifice of Chrift upon the Cro^ did in « 
tmte fuhk mdammnt manner accompIiQis of which all the 
other Sacrifices were but ^(ygiit)^^ 

m they muft agree^tw;. That as the ShHD»fibrine»iAiideR die 
Law ma^ an atonmenty and thereby moved God to grant re« 
nfiflion of fin; fb maft the Sacrifice of Chrift appeaje the dip' 
^iiptf/tfrtf of his Father, tf^p irate plncatum reddere and thereby pre- 
vail with him to pardon finners : but it muft do this in a more 
noble and emment manner, as we (aid before, than did thofe 
other (tn-ofierings. For firft, whereas the Sacrifices under the 
Law could only take off the Legal or carnal pollution ; the blood 
of Bulls and Goats by Jpnnkling the unclean^ could only fandtfie to 
the Purifying ofthefiejb^ Heb. 9. 1.3. But the blood of Chrifi could 
ana didf remove' the inward guilt, and purge mm the cktftimui 
▼.14, where the word KeS»fm, when applyed to «if oomhov 
the Coiiicience, mnft be interpreted* in the fiune (en(e^ as are 
the words. and r!}f mfKcs kaSm^s the (andfcifying and 

purifying of the flefli, in the focegoing verfe i which plainly 
denote the taking away the outward fftilt or pollution, (all guilt 
neceHarily defiling men) efen fb the blood of Chrift waflies 
and cleanies mm the mmrd and fpirmal gfidt ofjk,

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' And thefefince tdk^ Whereas the legal Saortfioes oooldoii- 
ly fipe the Cdnuoal^ from u tmfwali the Sacrifice pf Chirift 
fccurcs us from ettriml pumjbmm. Not bat that the ^voQC 
vodhippers under theLaw* acndmU fide & pmmUn^ if they 
bfODglit faith and repentance atong with them, when atone* 
ment was" made, were likewiie abfoived from the inward guilt, 
ia the fight of God, and firom eternal death ; bat this, thefe 
Sacrifices did not effecft fna vi^ nor ptr fi ; but only acciden- 
tally, in the virtue^ and the efficacy oi, the Sacri^ of Cliri^ 
which was reprefented by them. 

^ ; idly^ The Sacrifices under the Law, could only make ex- 
piation lui pajt ftns^ but not for future \ the reafbn of which 
was, that the lif e of the beall being by way of commutLition 
given ior the life oi the man, (.which was loifeited by ioaie 
parimlmrfin which he had committed i) ic was only aooej^ted 
by God in thatprntkuUr cafi % it not being in it (el^ of iqoal 
vaine to the fingle life oi the man, which jche Law then de- 
manded for that fingle fin; and much lefscoold it bean eqnal ' 
odmpenlation for all future violations of the Law, and the 
many forfeitures of the Criminals life, which niuft thereby be 
mi|de. And therefore as men finned, the Sacrifices were -to 
be repeated totiet quoties : by new fins, men contiadted new 
guilty and a nerv obligation to punifliment,. and that muft be 
taken away by a frejh Sacrifice : but Ch rift by the Sacrifice of 
himfclf, hath made one pcrfedt expiation for all fins paft,and 
to conic, and thereby hAXh^ofeiieti forever them that are Soff' 
Bifyedy Heb. lo. 14. 

Therefore, when the Sociniam lay that the Jewifh Sacrifices 
were imperfeA, and that God fiibftitnted a more noble one, 
vh^ Thkt of blf So% in: the room of them, for the aooom* 
pliflmient of many excellent ends and parpofes^ which dieie 
other Sacrifices could not byreafon of their imbeallity accom* 
piiQi i we ^duowledge that they are fb far in the ri^ts but 
that which we find fault with them for, is, 

Firft, that they limit the efficacy of Chrifb death, and make 
it thereby to have its effeft in the Expiation only of fmefinsy 
and ai fim time/, leot by making the decree of fending Chrift 

I • into 
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into the world fubfequcnt to the legal Sacrifices, and founded' 
in the wcaknefs and i m pe rftd tion of them : they thereby ne- 
ce(&rily confine tlie virtne and benefit of it, to diofe only 
wlm fiv d after his coming into the World, - But we that* 
CKrift hath ^ktmned eUnm ^^mption for all mankimlt who were 
all faved by virttie of his meritorious (iiflFering^. By means ^ 
hu dsath J(^demptim WU purchafid for the tran^eJJUns rvhuh mere 
mder the firfi Teftament^ 9. Heb. if. And the Apoftle doth irre^ 
fragably eyince, that the virtue of his Sacrifice was not Tem- 
porary, as was that of the High Prieft under the Law, but ex- 
tended to all ages paft, and to come ; othcrwife faith he, He 
mujl have often fifered fmce the foundation of the worlds 9. Heb. itf . 
which \t^ay of arguing would have been of no force, had 
thofe who hved Ixfore his coming, not wanted the benefit of 
his Sacrifice. But trnv in the end of the tsnrld hath he appeared to 
put M9ay fjn^ to remove the guilt of it, by virtue of that atoxie- 
ment which he iskl^ jnade by the facrifice jof himjelf wa$^ 
wum^ifiid indecpd ktiiifir 'h^ timej, hat fire-^tdatned before tke^ 
fmuMotion of the 0%kldi i Pet. i . 20. And what he undertook, 
to do fo long fince, was looked upon fa|r GodrtlnrSMto^ ai if . 
it had really been done, and therefore exerted Its force, IfeAd 
obtained its effe<9:, before the oBual oblation of himfelf upon, 
the Crofs. Whofbever were jfaved before, or under the Law, 
w.ere faved by him, ivho roas the Lamb of God that tooJ^ away the 
fim of thelVorldy i.Joh. 29. And wm flain from the foundation of 
ity li. Rev. 8. both in the acceptance of God, and his own vo- 
luntary undertaking} as alfb in all thofe Sacrifices, which were * 
types and fibres of him, and in whom Jefiis Chrift was fet 
forth, apd his death reprefented as it were to the eyes of the 
fpedaiitrfs* ■• • • 

Secondly^ Ve find 6nlt with the Secmumt that they charge 
the Jewijb Saarifioes with a weaknefi, of which they were not 
guilty ; f i^. as if they made atonement only £6t {bme kffer 
vi^. qIIl ^mmte' ind v^mity , but could make no expia- 
tion for any ff-eaUr crimes rf mlfMlmfi^ imdjigmnfi J^tvledge^ 
The contrary to which will* appear to any one who hath lea- 
iiire to pecu^ the fixth Chapter of Lev, except we can think, 

O I shut 
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* that lyntg and cheating^ and Jlealing^ and falfe fwcaring^ ai'C Pecca- 
dilloes, lins of leflTer confequence ; or that what is done with 
premeditation and defign, may be called a fin of ignorance. 
It is true. indeed, that he who fmnedprefumptuoufly^ and w,itH a 
high hand, who went on lx)ldly affronting the authority of 
God, and fliewing no tokens of repentance, rvas to be cut off from 
among bis people^ if. Numb. 30. but every fin againft knowledge 
is not to be accounted fuch. 

Befides, it muft be acknowledged indeed, that there are (bme 
fins for which God would admit of no Sacrifice, fucli were 
Murder^ Adultery^ Idolatry^ &c. as was faid formerly ; but the 
round of this refufal was not to be taken barely from the 
einoufnefs of the crimes thcmfelvcs, but from other, and 
thole political reafbns : God dealing with the Jews whole im- 
mediate Soveraign he then was, as other Lcgiflators and Go- 
vernors do with their fubjecilsi who fometiipes think fit to 
aflign capital punijbments to certain offences, and to accept of . 
fmaller for other crimes, in themfelves not lefs heinous, tho' per- 
haps adjudged not to be fb prejudicial to the peace and well- 
fare of the Civil Government, as the former. This is certain, 
in the firft and original intention of the Law, all open violations 
of it, were to be puniflied with death ; but God thought fit 
for divers realbns to relax the ftridnefs and (everity of his 
lawsi and in fbme cafes to admit of a Commutation, and in others 
to refulc it. Thus falfe fwearing, tho' in it felf ' a capital 
crime that deferved death, as appears by the fandtion annexed 
to the third Commandment, The Lord rvill not hold him guiltkfs 
that taketh his Name in vain i yet in fbme cafes God was willing 
to admit of an expiation for it by Sacrifice, Lev, 6. but Adul- 
tery was to be puniflied without, mercy i and fo was Idolatry, 
which among the Jetvs was High treafon againft the Majefly of 
God : whereas in feveral Chriltian ftates, the like punifhment 
of death is not affigncd to thofe crimes, tho' not lefs heinous

t tion hnpunemvfl impumtur^dimittet. Tirio. Caftalio, &c. efiiMumupJut intel- 
ligiturquam exprimitHr.

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in themlelves, nor.lefs difpleafingto God now than formerly, . 

Laftly, That which we find fault with in ^t.Soctmans^ and for 
which we have reafbn to conceive an htgh^zs well as juji dijpleafure 
againft them, is, that they mention the word expiation^ when 
they fpcak of the Sacrifice of Chrift, but they mention it frau- 
dulently and infidioufly, retaining the word, but denying and " 
overthrowing the thing meant andintended by it. They, thereby 
meaning only our Saa^eanon^ We, that AUnmuU whereby God 
is appeas'dy and made willing to pardon, and to be reconciled to 
Siiiners. Nay, that very vktm which they alcribe to theSiKrifioe 
of Chrift, to tSMfiiifif, by begetting Faith and' Repentance in 
us, and thereby to tenider us capable of pardon, and which they 
feem (b much to magnific, when yon come narcowly toexamine 
it^ will be found to be only a remote and an occafional virtue. 

For let us confider this Sacrifice in its largeft notion, *as it 
comprehends hoX.\\ the death of Cfjrift^ ( which as they fay) was 
only preparatory to his Sacrifice; and his aHual oblation or 
prejentatiort of hiinfelf to ( Joel the Father after his afcent into 
Heaven: and let it likewife include, if you plealc, that large 
power and authority with which he is now inveftecL as the re- 
ward of his fufierings i yet none of tbejcy notidt^-totm put td^ 
eether, have any proper direA efficacy, to withdraw inen froib 
uie pradice of fin, and thereby to esfuUi it in this iedfe, as ex» 
piation denotes the d^rvBkn ^ the pvvm ef fin. They only • ' 
nimiih us with good m^^s md extenud aigaments, to pec- 
fwade and encoiirage us to rqpent ind belieye the Gt>fj>el ; but 
. all this is done without any internal eferitien on the minds of 
me|l} ancfthe whole is left to their own prudence and choice, 
without any ' the leaft afliflance from the power or grace of 
Chriit, either excttssg or d$ff<^ii^^ or any other ways enabitngtkem

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to repent, and thereby to render theni capable of pardon. Chrift 
by rifing from the dead, and afcending into Heaven, did that, 
unde ^ mi ad ohlatam a Deo iieliBorum condonationem ampUHetidam 
mmtmuTy by which we are moved to embrace the pardon of 
fin,* as S9cim words st-» \Mi^twtaSiia^ea3b^ it^ dus is 
owing to oar m»» ituUnaiwis^ and the voluntary .detdmunatioos 
of our own will, wichpnt any afllftanoe fiom the Grace or 
Spirit of Chrift. From all which it mud neceflarily follow, 
that the dfuatipn of fioi is primarily, and immediately to be . 
alcribed to a mam own mU^ and but Jetmidarily and remotely i 
nay, but contingerofyy to Ghrift^ for whatever he did or (uffered, 
did but furnifh us with good motives, (-as was faid before ) but 
fiich, as -every n^n is lefcib hiQ pwn liberty to accept or refuie 
at his pleafure. 

But id/y. As the confideration of Chiift's death under the 
notion of a Sacrifice, plainly makes it appear, that he did there- 
by move God to pardon linuers, by appeafing and reconciling 
him to themi fo it will be farther evident, if we confider it as 
a 'pumlhinen^ nnder whicfa notion the Scriptures reprelent it 
to OS. I cannot now infifl; upon all thole places and parages 
^Scripture, by w^hich dus nay be made oint, and much lefi 
Bave I time to vindicate them from the forced interpretations^ 
and cavils of the Socimam^ for thtt, I mail refer the Reader to 
*Y)iir Writers who have beoi ennged in this CoatroverHe, and 
particularly to the excellent Crotiuty in his Learned Book De 
SatjjfaRrone : Tho I am forry to fay it, that he hath in his 
Comments upon the Epiftles, given up in a manner into the . 
hands of the Socimansy all thole places which he bafl io npt^ly 
vindicated in that Treatile. 

That Chrifts death was a ptmijbment^ will plainly appear to any 
unprejudiced Reader, from thofe expreflions in which his fuffer- 
ings are defcribed by the Evangelical Prophet, in the si- of his 
Prophefie, where he is (aid to bejirick^fmmmof God, andi^UB* 
*dy ver. 4* Tbe-fbUowii^ words will mform as of the caufe ibid 
ceaibn of this ievete aiage of God towards himi h mu immh 

* _ 
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id for owr tranfgrejftons^ he was bruifed for our imquitief^ the cha- 
fltfement of our peace was upon him^ &C. all we like Jheep have zpn$ 
aftray^ we have turned everyone to his own way ^ and the Lord hath " 
laid upon him the iniquity of us alL ver. f, d. If our iniquities • 
were laid upon, or imputed to him, it is no wonder if he felt 
the weight and burden of them. But t\\tSocinians will fay, 
'tis true, he was afflid:ed for our fins, that is, the end oi hit 
f Offerings was to Jubdue the power ^ and to withdraw us from tho 
praBice of fin. I Anf the following words t'^. 1 1. evince the 
contrary i vi^. that our fins were not the final but Impulfive 
and meritorious caufe of thofeafflid:ions, and that chailifement ; 
for there it is (aid, my righteous JervarU Jball iujlifie many^ becaufe 
he Jball bear their iniquities j now to bear tlieir iniquity is no- - 
thing elfe but to bear the puniflimcnt of their iniquity i fo Lam, 
f, 7. our fathers have finned^ and we have born their iniquities^ That 
is, were puniflied for them. And this is plain from the effed: and 
con/equence of that bearing mens fins i f that thereby thef^ 
aie juftified, and acquitted from the guilt of them. Now Ju- 
ftification and Abfblutiou from fin is the proper and natural 
effeiSt, of one mans bearing the punifhment of another mans 
Sin. 

This will farther appear by other places of Scripture, where 
the fufferings of Chrift are mentioned with relation to the juftice 
cf God, which irrefragably evince that they muft be under- 
gone by him, as a punijhment : there being a ncceflary and an 
diential relation betwixt Juftice and punifhment. Thus God 
is faid to Jet forth Chrijl to be a propitiation for our fins throfaitb 
in his bloody toot he might declare hu riihteoufnefs for the remijfton 
vf/hiSy that he might be jufi^ and the jujtifier of htm that believes^ ^ 
3. Rom. If, 26. He hath now found out a way for the re- 
miflion of fins, whereby at the fame time that he exercifes 
mercy, he may manifeft his jultice ; and without any prejudice 
Co that, he may now fafely and honourably juftifie them who 
believe in his Son. Thus that text of old was interpreted by 
Origen, 

But however, if it may not be thought clear and plain enough 
to make out this truth » we have others which caqnot eanly 
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be eluded i in which we find the fufterings of Chlft menti- 
oned as a judicial aB of God^ fhewine his difplcalure againft 
(in, and condemning it thereby. God fending hts omi Son tn the 
likenefs of finful fleJJj^ and for fm^ condemned fm in the flejh^ Rom. 
8.3. That is, God fent his Son into the world, clcathed in 
our flelh, united to a mortal body, lyablc to death, (ftyled 
therefore finful^ becaufe fm u the wages of death) that m it he 
might be capable of dying for our fms: or as others would 
have it, he was in the likenefs of finful flefh, that is, ftood in 
the room and place offtnncrs^ their fins were iniputed to him, 
and therefore he was to be made a Sacrifice for them ; and 
hereby God condemned fm in that jkjb^ (hewing thereby his 
high difpleafiire againft it, by punilhmg it fb feverely in the 
per(<>n of his Son. God would ?tot fpare htm^ ver. 33. tho hia 
own whenhe appeared in our likenefs and with our fins 
But at the fame time that he hath given us an example of his 
great indignation againft fin ; he hath likewife for our comfort,* 
weakned the force, and abated the power of it fb far, that we 
need not now ttand in fear of it, (I mean, it we will repent 
and amend our lives) for as a malcfacStor after he is condemned 
muft dye, fb fin is now dead ; God by condemnirig it in the 
body of his Son, hath deftroyed the condemning power of it^ there 
betm now no cotidemnation to them' who arc tn ihrtfl. For what 
he did, he did as their Surety and Sponfur, and therefore it fhall 
be imputed to them: the fame fentence th it condemned fin in 
him, abfolved them; he was punijhed^ and they for ever freed 
from any obligation to punijhment: 1 mean Itill, if they perfbriw 
the conditions required on their pares to give them a title to- 
.this Abfblution ; which muft always be underftood when we 
fpcak of thefo matters. 

Laftly, Chrift is (aid to have T^edeemed us from the Curfe of 
the Law^ by being made ji Curfe for tt/,Gal. 3. 1 3. Now the ma- 
ledidion of the Law was nothing elfe but the punilhment 
which the Law rhreatned to the tranfgrefTorsof it ; and Chrift 
freed us from thatpunifhment,by unclergoing it himfelf. He 
was Condemned^ Sentence pajfed upon him, and he afterwards 
was Executtd accordingly. For he was Hanged upon a Tree, 

which 
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which was particularly accounted. an Infamous and an accurs- 
ed Death among the Jews. And dierefore thofe who were 
to be puniflied in the room of others, and to be made as it 
were Sacrificia piacularia^ to make an expiation, and to avert 
the anger of God from a multitude or community, were to 
undergo that death. Thus God commanded Mojes lo hangup 
the heads of thofe that committed rvhoredom wuh the daughters of 
Moaby and joyned themfelves to Baal-peor y^Mm. is, 4. And this 
was done, not only to punifh them for their own fins, but 
that tliereby the fierce anger of the Lord might be turned from 
Ifracl. So David delivered up (even of the Sons of Saul in- 
to the hands of the Gibconitesy Who hanged them up unto the 
Lord m Gtbeah, and thereby made an atonement far the Inheritance of 
the Lardy a. Sam. 21. 

And thus Chrift made an atonement, by undergoing the pe- 
nalty of the Law, and by being made a Curfe vm^ iifMf, fbf us, 
that is, in our room andltead. He could not be puniflied for 
his own fins, being pure, and fpotJefs, and innocent ; but he 
was pnniftied for us^ by a proper furrogation j He gave his life d 
]{anfome for Math. 20. 28. his blood went fot our bloody 
bis life for our life ; he underwent the Carfey and we thereby 
were freed or redeemed from it* 

All which fiiflficiently overthrow that notion of the Socini* 
ans which I formerly mentioned, w;^. That Chrifts Death was 
only an external or ritey whereby God the Father rati- 
fied the new Covenant which he made with mankind. Now 
that which we have reafbn to diflikc in this Account is, firft, 
that they affirm that God never entred into any Covenant 
of Grace and Meicy with mankind, before the appearance 
of our blefled Saviour, who firft publifhcd the glad tidings of 
it to the world. Wc on the contrary declare, that the pro- 
mife of pardon and etemal life, was made and graiitea to 
the Pions under the Old Tefiament t which is not indeed in 
fuch Clear, Full, and Ample termcs expieffed there, as it i» 
under the Nevc^-, but however plainly revealed there: nay in- 
deed, it is in a manner as old as the World; having binfirll 
given to y^dam in Paradtjey after his fall i confirmed after- 

F 2 wards 
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wards to the Patriarchy pi:oc]aimed by the Prtphets^ expe(fled 
by the faithful under the Old Teftament, as is evident in the 
Scriptures, and might eaiily be made appear &'om thence, if it' 
were tiie bufiaefi of this difcourie. . . 

That which we luve reafen to ^fUt^^ and indeed to 
drt^ in this account is» that they make the death of OuA 
only a bare rite of confirmation of^diis new Coyenanty what 
we (ay, and I think have great rea(bn to fay it, (as may ap* 
pear fiom what went before) that our blefled Saviour by dy^ 
mg for' us, hath not only ratifyedy but purehajed pardon of 
lin, and eternal life, and all other benefits contained in that 
Covenant : His blood was the price of our redemption^ his life 
that Aur^nr, that ranfbme which was payed for many, and laid 
down in exchange for the lives of all mankind, which as we 
faid before,) were forfeited to fuftice. 

And this leads me to the laii thing to be made out ; vi^, 
diat the death of Chriftwas a trmemdproter fatiffaSiMVcadc 
totbeinftiGeof God, lortbe fins dt the wnole world, that 
for all that ever were^ or erer 
<rfi^ . 

' For firfty if we confider this death as a orice paid to God 
the Father fisr the redemption of mankind, then I fay this 

was a (ufficient or fattjfaSory pigment ; and this appears from, 
that fvcvy that deliverance which is con(equent nerenpon ; 
<n7^. from the Empire of Death, Sin^ and the Devil ; for over 
all thefe we have now obtained theviBorjy through ottr Lord Jeftu 
Chrijt. Who hath delivered us from the porvers of darknefs^ Col. 
1. 13. From death and htm that had the power of il, that isy tbg 
Vevily Heb. 2. 14. And in Hiott^ bath delivered tu from the mailt tf 
nmey i TheflfJ i. iq. 

idlyy If we confider it mm m Safrifice^ we (hall find tbat€k)d 
JmeBei m Apmi Jkmr m if jit was aooeptable to him,* and ac- 
cepted of by him in the behalf of the finner. Chrift ojOfer- 
ecf up his own life which he gave for the life c£ us Criminal 
and ins Hnd cryeth for better things than tlm^ ef Aktli crying 
for pardon and obtaining it : for hereby atonement is mad^ 
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Laftly, Confider it as a punijlment^ and then we fhall find 
it fuch as gave God abundant fatisfaiftion : for as much as it 
was an equivalent commutation for the punifhment due to all 
mankind, and as fuch it was accepted of by God. And this 
appears from the effeH of it^ which was our impunity and abfo- 
lutton : for pardon of fin is the immediate and necefrai*y refult 
and confcquencc of his dying for usj he fuftered, and we were 
abfblved and difcharged from all obligation to fufferings. And 
indeed if thefe fufferings had not bin of an equal value for • 
the fufferings of all mankind, they would not have anfwered 
one of the main ends and realbns of inflidting them j which 
was to make a compenfation to the juftice of God,- for the 
wrongs and injuries done to his authority by the violation of 
his Laws; in which confifts the formal notion of punifliment, 
as it is TJfiu^a, i which is to be dilbnguiflicd from that fort 
of punifhment, which we call cajligationy as • Anfiotle hath well 
obferved: forafmuch as chaftilement is for the fake and for 
the good ef him that fibers ; but vindtBa^ vengeance, which 
is the moft proper fort of punifhment, is for the fake of him 
that infiiUs the Jufferings, : 

That we may underftand this aright; we muft know that 
this latter fort of punifhment, which we call Tnua^, or vindtHa 
nox/t i when inflidcd by God, may have a double afpe<il ; one, 
as it /oois forward, and as fuch it is both defigned, and is likewife 
in it felf, a very proper method to deter men from the pra<fiice 
of fin, who may read their own doom in the punifhment of 
others : and thus it proves a good fence and lecurity to the 
authority of God, by preventing the contempt and violation 
of it for the future. And when this is the chief and prin- 
cipal intendment of it, then it is properly called -a^^fty^ 
punitio propter exemplum-, punifhment for example fakej upon 
which account, the word Example^ both in our own and the- 
learned Languages is taken for punifhment : to make a man*

• from the pubUck gooti; hut there can be no doubt matte of 
this, with relation to God, by any that believe the eternity 
of Hell torments (as I have el few he re (hewed ^art. I. p. ^3. ) 
which can have no other end but the jaUsfaBton of dtvtne 
fiUe. They are not iiifli(5led iui the gocxl of Ihe parties pu- 
iliihed , and (o are nut to be reputed, -:.r^j.i,yrU-, or r^^cMf* 
Chaflifenients or Monitions, to tliem who aie placed out of 
ijie rioeb of fardott^ and all ptffthiluy tf aamdmein. They are 
not iitfli^M for example^ and to deter others from the like 
pradkicea: tfacjr who ace in Heaven Aand in no need of (udi 
warnings: and they who are in jux ab(bliicely incapable 
of receiving; any benefit by them : aad I koom iMi middlb 
pkoe m vEicb aoy^a^ k)dgad wha nay be ad^tn^ged by 
them. 

Now let us confider the fuflferings of Chrift (which wc have 
already proved to be apuniihment ) under cither of thofe two 
fbi*mer notions, of tjS^^'J^wy^Mjk. or ^u^/^AJty and then we Ciall 
find that they were, and inuft be fatufaciory to the Juftice of 
God. Firft, if Chrift was punilhed ibr example, and thereby 
to deter men iiom the commiflioii of fin j that thaeby they 
iSMght be throughly convinced of the heinous nature of fiiv' 
afid God's btgh dufpkaiiue agatnft it, in pnniAiing it f^. leveoelfc^ 
in the foftM offmtuptt btldSu^ Sua^ thea.in ilti» ftnle it omit 
hair a pr^vrtim to tbe crimes to be remitted, ocherwife ic 
nouki not have anfnvred tbe enda of infliding it : a flight pn^ 
nifhment would have b^en next to impunity, and would ra- 
ther have encoura£;cd, then deterred men fiom finnir>g for the 
future. 24Vy, If \vs puniHiment wns tuv^U vindtBa nox^^ 
c!i«i]» as AriJhUt before acquainted us, it muft be io^^cd lor 

the 
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the fake of the oflFended party, and not only fb, but in fiich a 
manner, ir« ^bnxAjjo*^^ j ut n fatisfiaty ut ejus animus expleatwr j 
that he may be fatisfiedj and therefore it muft bear a /iu/? pro^ 
portion to the offence, and be full as much as Juftice can claim, 
ocherwife it will not he eompleatly fatisfadl:ory. If it doth but 
fatisfie in part, then that juftice in God, ( whicli as we have 
formerly mewed was 'nuu^oA etTra^TJjtnf, the attribute that de- 
mands punifliment ) will ftill be demanding it, and never ceafc 
to do fb, till it be fully iatisfied. 

Neither can we liere fly to the pleafure of God, and fay, any 
thing is latisfadtory which he will accept of as liich: for here 
we are to confider the rcaftm and end of the mflidkion. In- 
deed, if we confider things only in themfelves, perhaps God 
might have found out a way for the falvation of Sinner?, 
without demanding; perfedt fatisfadtion ; or, as fbme may think, 
without any punifliment at all : but when we conlider, that 
now he hath declared ii is plealure, that he will not pardon fin, 
nor fliew his mercy to the fiuner, except in fiich a way as may 
fatisjie his jujluei in this cafe we muft confider now, not only 
the pleafure of God confidered abftradtedly in it fe!f ; but his 
plealure with relation to his jujltce -y and then the nature of the 
punilhmentat the fame time comes under confideration, which 
muft be fuch as may fatisfie the demands of that juftice ; which 
i; cannot do except it be proportioned to the offence, and of an 
equal value to the punilhment remitted. And fuch was the 
punifliment of Chrift, a thing o{' Infinite value^ which was de- 
rived to it from the dignity of his pet Jon; who was the ^on of 
God, e/jual to his Father^ and therefore was able to make hitu 
a futiicient compenfation, and did Co by dying for us. ' \ 

And this the Apoftle admirably and irrefragably makes out^ 
in (everal places of his Epiltle to the Hebrews^ where he di(- ' 
courfes of the perfection and dignity of the Sacrifice of Chrift, . 
and its preeminence above all the Sacrifices of the Law j and 
particularly in this, that rvhereas the blood of buHs and ^oats, &c. 
could Janchfie to the pi^rifying of the flejljy the blood of Chrtji could 
purge the (onfcience from dead tof/rl^s^ Heb. 9. 1 3, 14. 

Here, firft I liippoie it will be granted, that the purging of 
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$he Cmjcience in this place, denotes the removal of the guilt of 
fin. This is own* d by the Socmiam thcnilclves, and therefore 
need not be proved, xdly^ That guilt is nothing but an ob- 
ligation to punilhment. 3^, That the death of Chnit was 
pi operb pmujbpjcnt. I know this is denied both by the 
€imaiiSy ....d the fullowas of Epifio^ius^ but is owned by all o- * 
ther Chnitiaus and therefore I ihall here take it for granted, 
Iiaving in (bme meafure prolred it to be (b before. Nov )£ 
the death of Chrift be a pmuflunent, then his blood muft re- 
more the goilt of fioi by iatisfyin^ Juftice which is th^t at* 
tribute in God that demands piiniihment, there being a n^ 
cdTary and edential relation between them. That the 

blood of Chrift (wiqges the Coniciience, fua vi (3 efficacia^ by ia 
own proper virtue nnd efficacy ; which efHcacy can confift in 
nothing bur this, that the death of Chriit was of equal value 
to thatpunilhment which the Law threatncd, and Juftice there- 
fore demanded. For when a man hath fully undergone all 
that the Law requires i then all obligation to further punifli- 
ment, naturally and neceflarily ccaictli. Now fioai all this it 
muO: unavoidably follow, that the death of Q\in^ was a jtfi, 
mid §qual Cfmpenfa^ made to die Jnftioe of God, and there- 
&re a true ana proptr SatUfMvn fiir the fins of the whole world* 
Neither ou^hc we here to haverecourfe to the divine * pleafun 
and efltmatfon ; as if the fufierings of Chrift were therefore 
only SatufaSoryy becauie God the Father was pleafed to efteem 
them fucn : for tho' in this cafe the C^nfent of God was abfb- 
lutely necefTary, to render the pnnifhment of Chrift available 
for the impunity of others ; for God might have demanded the 
life of the Criminal, and have refufed any Compcnfation, tho* 
often times a greater value than it, if he had fo pleafed : but ' 
fuppolinw this confcnt, then 1 fay, that the virtue and efficacy; of 
Chrift'b death, is not to be taken only ironi the approbation and 
appointment of God, but from the intrinfick value of that 
death it (eifi otherwiie the Apoftles arguing woald be of no

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force. The Sacrificss under the Law could not tal^e away Jins^ Heb. 
1 o. 1 1. The blood of bulls and goats could only fanaifie to the purify^ 
mg of the jlojb; that is, the blood of thofe Sacrifices could 
only waih otf the legal uncleannefs, and remove the pohtical . 
and •temporal guilt s- but 'ftill the Crimiiial might ftand guilty 
^fbre.Godf and be obnbxioos to his vengeance, the 
bUed -rf Chnfi can pur^ etm the Conjcienie^ Heb. 9. 1 3, 14. that 
isy can abfbtutel/ extinguifli the whole obligation to puniih- * 
ment both Temporal and Eternal, and let the man right in 
the efteem of God, and refiore him entirely to his. favour. 
Now if in interpreting thefe words we inuft have recburfe only 
to the pleafure of God then it amounts to no more than this : * 
That under the Law God did not think fit to appomt the 
bipod odbuUs and goats^ to make expiation for the. mward guilt 
pFfin; but now he hath been plea fed to accept of the blood 
of Chrift to that purf>ofe; tho" it be not of equal value nor 
bears a juft proportion to the oflFences which are remitted by 
it. How doth this lhe«r osHhe fuperlaUve vktue and exceUenu 
ofthetlo^d of Chr^fcy^.aW^iji^^ fl^^^^ Sacrifices.^ All 

tbedifi^nceatthiaxate^ isthedivi^^acc^ut^^ not* in the 
things themfelves. 

Nay, faith the Apoftle, it is net poJRMe that the blood of buUt > 
and goats Jbould take away fin. Hoirnot poifible > Could not 
God Almighty who had the power of pardoning,' have granted 
it (I mean a full remiffion or all fins paft and to cornel upon 
what terms he pleas'd ? I fiippole the v^or/wrtw/ and ' T^^^w.will 
not deny but he might. How then was it impoflible ? why 
truely it was fb, if yc confider thefe Sacrifices in themfelvcs ; 
they were not ot equal value to the lives of men, which were 
forfciLcd, and therefore they couldnoty Jua vt, nay, it was ab- 
JoUueN in^offible that they iliould by their . own force and 
worth, make a fiiU compen^mn to the Taftice.of God, and 
dieieby expiate the inward guilt (3f fin. ' But what they

and terror ]• having removea all theoblisation to oufilfluiieiiL 
and all the fears and expedation ofit: mhymiimerui^ 
ttrf^tdfweper'AmthM mr^ fanSifod^B^, io. 14. He teitlrlakl 
down his life, the Itfi of him Aat tpoi GoiL which was worth tfa0 
whole world, and poofequently his death was an equal exchange 
fer the punimmenc due to all mankind: wherefore it need not ' 
be repeated, as were the legal Sacrifices By reafon of their imper- 
fe^ion i for now once for all he hath entirely put array fin by the 
Sacrifice efhtmfelf^ Heb.9.25. and all his devout worfliippei-Sj^^w^ 
once thrvnhly purged ^have no more confctence of iS'/n,and conlcquently 
have no ucul of a new Atonement and Bxpiation to Ijie made* 

Add to all this, that the Church of God in all Ages*'liath ac- 
CDontedthe ftiflferings of Chrift to be truely and properly A/l?rx- 
aMMr of pardon, and therefore the devout members of it hztt 
atwayareoomraeixledcheinlelves to die fttonrof Qod,«b'#*tfA» 
Mifd i mkm nAkyilimtrkt of his &cm. For thp pafdi[^t«lS#l^ 
with refpedk.to as finnen, be an a^Si oQtarr Gran ntuM^ikjItwih 
defer ved kindnei^ and compaffion in God; yet with re{pe<Jl to 
Chrjfti( hath the notion ot adebty which he hadi anght and title 
to in point of ftrid: Jufticei and therefore claims it as the pur- 
chafe of his blood i which was a price of equal value to all Hie 
benefits of tHe new Covenant, which were tlicreby obtained. 
And therefore now in his glorious Intercejfion at the right hand of 
his Father, we muft not imagine or reprclent him to our lelves 
inthepofture of an humble Supplicant ^ entreating and bei^ging 
mercy and pardon for his fnithtul fervants, as matter of Grace 
and Favour i but claiming and demanding it j and laying, Fatl?er^ 
J TPfi that they who irepent and believe in me, (for he who hath 
jplirchaiedthebkffingsof thel^^Ol^^ the 
tree diipolid of them, may with the oonfent of hb Father, be- 
fiow them upoa'whom.andupon what conditions he thinks fit) 
fhould be ablblved and pardoned ; J mBthat they rvhom thou hafi 
ffoen mebe with me tohere I am^ that they may behold my glory ^ and 
partake of it ; for thou haft loved mti and I would hiave thee ta 
Uu§ tbmat^whalilmami^JohJiy/iSiZ^ - ^

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From which words it feenis to be plain, as our ' Writers 
have obferved J that the fiifferings of Chrift are not only an 
. equivalent commutation for the^^nifliment due to men, fb that 
now, neither the honour of Got, nor his juftice can ftand in 
the way of the Sinners pardon; but indeed are more than a. 
com^nibiUon^ preponderatttig our guilty and purchafing for us, not 
only remiflion of fins, but likewife Eternal life i which is not? 
necelTarily included in pardon and forgivencfs. . • . 

This is the Catholick Faith and Do<3:rine, concerning this 
great and fundamental Article of the Chrittian Religion, which 
16 plainly revealed in the holy Scriptures, embraced by the 
Church of God in all ages fiqce the firit planting of one : and 
the (ubl^^e of what they have believed and delivered down , 
to us, is iSlefly and comprehenfively fummed up by our Church 
in the Prayer of Confecration, in the Office for the Commu- 
nion j That Cbrtft by ftfertng death upon the Crofs for our redemp- 
tion^ made there a fitU^ perfeH^ and fuffictent Sacrifice^ oblation and 
Jattsfa^tortf for the Jhu of the whole world^ Or as we have it ill our 
thirty firft Article, The offering of Chrtfl once made^ is that perfeB. 
redemption^ propitiation and fatisfaBiotiy for all the Jins of the whole 
ivorla^ both original and aSual, 

But this which hath been fb plainly delivered in the Scrip- 
tures and taught by tht Catholick Church, hath been and is 
as plainly and boldly denyed by the Socinians, who tell us, that 
this whole account of the redemption of the world by the death 
and fufFerings of Chrift, as it is ftated by us, is » falfe deceitful, 
ab/urd, pernicious, and I know not what. Firft, they l^y it is Er- 
roneous, as being againft both reafon and Scripture. Againft 
reafbn, which informs us that it is repugnant to the known 
rules of [uftice topunifh an innocent pe^fon : and iuch by our 
own contellion our blefled Saviour was. And what is thus the 
didiate of reafbri, is likewile the voice of God in Scripture, 
who hath declared his pleafiire, that the fathers Jhall not be put

wjien we- come to examine tb(|| matter, we find thatthp^ki- . 
matu ' are forced to acknowiedge that God did very ^ievot^ 
^affli^ his Son, delivering him up to a'painflil, infamou*, ac- 
curfcd death for our fakes, and for our fins; that is, to dchvcr 
tis from the dominion, and guilt of them : But this mu ft by no 
means be accounted a punilnment. Now 1 durlt refer this mat- 
ter to any indifferent perfbn, and let him judge, whether ismoft 
agreeable to the did:ates of plain natural j-eafon, to afEiiJi and 
torment an innocent ^tfr/«« without any demerit i or to puiiilKa 
'teiibn who* fiands m the ream njid place tf Shmers^ having. vo» 
hinurily taken upon himlelf all their guilt, and bein|L^Uing to 
undergo their punifiimentythat thereby hemay pardJBforttiail * 
indemnity and pardon. 

If we appeal to the fufiirageand voice of mankind {peakbg ia, 
the Laws enacted by them, then we fhall find that it is not repug- 
nant tojufticc to punifli a Sponfor or Proxie for the crimes, and 
in the room of the offcn^iingparty-y this having been the practice 
in fomc cafes, and for fome weighty reafons, of the moft civi- . 
iiz d Nations of the world j efpecially where there was the 
confent of the fiiffering perfbn.- But we have no examples of 
innocent perfbns among them, whom they have ajfliSleri and tor- 
tured^ and delivered up to execution, without auy luch reafons 
and confiderations. / • * , 

' And then for the Scriptures; thefufferingsofChriftSuttfiMNir 
tioned there in fiich a manner, as that the * Seeimam themietves 
are forced to acknowledge, that they may in (bme fenfe be 
called punifhments. And if this be lb, then one would think 
that tho' o\ir opinion^onceroing the Redemption of the world 
by the death of Chrift were a miftake ; yet it might be ac^

IcJs ' Commentum ex 
curioforum hominum cerehro natum^ the contrivance ot (oine idle 
perfons, who had nothing clfe to do but to pleale and make 
themfeives fport with the errors and miftakes ot lilly people. 
Nay it is > vanum fomniumy an' idle dream, in which fo many in- 
coheiciu and extravagant things are put together, that a man 
who was awake and had his eyes open, could fcarce ever have 
thooght on them..? - ' . 

• Inihoft^ that Cwenumtwhidk we £ty was (ntred into bci^e»i 
&e Fatber and the Son for the iUdemptbn and Salvation of 
mankind, was not a nai tranfaBim^ bat onl>» ttanfaged upon 
the Theater of fbme vain mens imaginations, who firft invent- 
ed, and then impoied this .ilory upon the World: there was 
. nothing in it but fancy and fidlion, and the whole proje<5l is 
fwre/y dramatical', fb that at heft it is but a Fable, and a Fa- 
ble very ill contrived too, which doth not look like the refult 
of a judicious and deliberate compofurei but feems to be the 
work rather of a roving wandring fancy, icarce fit to be repre- 
fented upon a Theater ; and therefore ^ Smakiuj is not with- 
out reafonable hopes, that both the Play and the Aclors will be 
chafed cff of the lia^'^ and i^jmjfed theme tvuh the contempt Jtnd jcorn 
and laffes n^'tl»^feS4^ 

Nay if we believe theie mnl it weie mQch better that this 
whole matter were a Fable, wan that it fhoald be true in 
point of reaility and fad. For if there were any fiidi agree-.

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ment between the Father and Son as wc lav and believe, it could 
be nothing eilc ' lay they, but a plain contiivance between them 
to gull an4 iaiDofe upon the World. Fot lincc Gud was not 
angry widi mamuadf what need mn there that his Son Ihould 
endeavour totie^ luaf ^ what need was there, that Chrift Ihoald 
fiiffisr ib mticn to nm§ Gtd to do that, which he was of hiinielf 
imlinedy nay indeed nfohtd to do be^reliand ? In ihort| fince 
God cquki have forgiven men their Trefpades without any fa- 
tisfaAioa, which would have bin an a& of trae bounty and li- 
berality, and as fuch it is every where proclaimed in the Scrip- 
tures; why fliould he defire Chrift firft to pay him the debt, and 
then thr't he might liberally remit it? What is this but to take 
a needlejs Circuit, to*go a great way about to compafs that, which 
niight have bin effedled more comfiendioully ; and indeed cau 
be nothing lefs than downn^ht collujion and impojiure ? . «• . 

Gracious God? can any Chriltian ear bear theie reproachef 
tamely and without a juft indignatipa? I dare appeal to any the 
moft fMdfftmemulindiffertta Coriftian amo^g qsi if wkh tiU ^ 
mi unemk for the Chriftian Religion, he hUh not lihcwife 
Ihaken of alilM fenfo md bdief of Ui whether it be fit for any • 
man to hear the ^feat and adorable myfteries of our Religion 
thus (couted and ridiculed, and treated with fo barbarous, and 
onliiflferable infblence and (com, and not to (hew a jtift re» 
(entment. What > hath it in all ages bin accounted a piece of 
juftice which we owe to our fi'iends, to vindicate their memory 
or reputatioiis li om injury and defamation ; and hadi not the 
wannth whicli haih bin Ihewn upon Inch occaiions bin account- 
ed, not only ajuft butagenerous indignation? Andean we lit 
down like perfbns unconcerned, when we Ice and hear the wife 
and admirable contrivance for the Salvation of mankind, toge- 
ther with the great contrivers of it thus derided and defamed, 
and thereby expofed to the contempt and laughter of Btfim^ 
mid Athtifi* ? Certainly whatever ezcules we may makey or with 
whadbever Ipecious names and titles we may think fit to vamilh*- 
* over our filence and refer vedneis m this afiair; yet all nnpre-

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judiced ftanders by will account it, not the efFedb of Chrijlian 
moderation^ but of unchriflian lul(en armnefs if not perfidioufnejj^ in 
the cauie of God and his Holy Religion, v 

But to proceed, this Opinion which hath prevailed among 
Chriftians concerning the Redemption of the world by Chrift, 
is not only an abfurd, but likewife (as the Socsn. tell us) a very perni' 
eieus error : it is not an idle fancy which may do no great harm, but 
a very dangerous miltake j fuch as is firft, ' harmful to the Souls 
of men ; as being one of the great hindrances of their Salvation, 
tho hitherto it hath bin looked upon as the beft,& indeed the only 
means of obtaining it. So that we had need look carefully about 
us, leaft we miftake our way to happinefs, and think that to be the 
road to Heaven, which will directly lead us to the chambers of 
darknefs and eternal death. And this is like to be our * cafe, if we 
believe thefe men,for this docStrine concerning the reconciliation 
and fatisfa(5tion of God by the fufferings and death of Chrift, to- 
tally overthrows (fay they) the whole method of our Juftification 
and Salvation : for as this ^vt^cv, this ranfome that we have 
talked of, and which we fay was paid to the Juftice of God as 
the price of our redemption, was no real but only a fi^tous ima- 
ginary payment ; fb the deliverance which we expedi thereby 
fi-om the dominion of Death and the Devil, will prove in the 
conclufion to be but an imaginary deliverance: verba (enus tantum 
fervabtmttr^ re autem ipja tn (cternum condemnabtmur^ faith Soctn. 
So that we had btlt examine matters throughly, and confider 
what is fit to be done, bt:fbre we adventure too ralhly to rely 
upon the merits and fatisfadiion of Chrift j for they who do fo 
are like to find them hut a broken reed j too weak to fupport 
the weight that is laid upon it: or rather like a broken flaff^ 
which will not only fail, but enter into the fide of him that 
feans on it, and pierce him thorow with many fbrrows.

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How may (bme Chriftian fay > are not the merits of Chrift 
of ft length and force enough to bear tlie weiglu laid iipcvi ~ 
them ? was not he God as well as man, and did not his divine 
nature communicate an extraordinary value to his fuff;;nn?;s; 
whereby they become, as was laid before, a full^ and perfect (a- 
tisfoBion for the fins of the whole JVorld? No, no, ps^oplc have 
indeed for many years palt, bin impofed upon and gulled with 
fuch idlcftorics; bat really there is no fuch matter. 

Forfirftof all, fuppofin^ Chrift to be iiichan extraordinary 
pedbn as we imagine, yet the dignity of his nature will add no 
worth to his (tifierings k * fir with God then is no fe^eS of perforu . 
Btttt2i/(y, flippofe there were, yet there was nothing ^^«/tir or 
extraordinary either in the perfbn or fufierings of Chriftii^ which 
(hould induce us to imagine, that any fatlsfaiStion either was, or] 
could thereby be given to God for the fins of men. And there- 
fore in fhorr, as there is no communication of idioms or proper- 
ties from one nature to another: fb there is as little communica- 
tion of value and dignity from the nature to the punifhment. 
Tht;refore tho Chi ilt rvas flricken^ fmitten of God and afflicied ; 
yet this really fignifics no more ^ tlian if the fame were done to 
any orthnary man ; nay thefe ftroaks are of no more virtue, than 
if they were laid upon the body of a Beaft, or upon the back of 
an A(s, or a Mule.which have no onderftandiilgjr Thus do thefe 
wretched men, in the heat of their oppofition to our blefied Sa« 
vionr, rifeuptothelii^heftpitchof wickednelsandfiiiy; like 
the Jews of old, being hill of all envy and milchief, they {peak 
^amft the things revealed by the fpirit of God, cmitraaming 
, and blafpheming. 

And now 1 muft again addrels my {elf to the Chriftian Reader, • 
and befeech him by the mercies of God, and the bowels of Chrift; 
nay, I muft conjure him by the l enicnibrancc of his Agonies and 
fweat in the G:irden,of his bitter death and paffion, that he would 
not fuffer the blood of his Saviour (that precious blood that was

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flied for his fake) to be thus flighted and undervalued, and efleem- 
ed but as a common or a prophanc thing. For what will be the ifliie 
and~confequcnce of this, but, when the(e men have brought ^/o7p» 
the price of tt Jo lorv^ that others fhould trample it under their feet. 

But to proceed, as our Doctrine concerning Salvation by 
Chrift is prejudicial to the Souls of men^ lb it is, if we believe 
the Socinians^ f^%f^^y injurious to the honor of God j ' for hereby 
we rob God of the honor of his Jullicc, equity, liberality, and 
beneficence, which the Scriptures every where do fb highly 
magnifie : nay, inftead of a bentgne and munificent Deity., we form 
toourfelves the^ notion of a mean, cruel, fordid, illtberai Being, 
and thus to reprefcnt God is the highclt Impiety and Sacri- 
lege. Add to all this, tliat lince God could pardon the lins 
of men out of meer Grace and Bounty, now to make him re- 
. quire ftrid: payment and fatisfadtion to his f uftice before he 
would do fbi t^,fay ^A^y, an argument of barbarous and fa vage 
cruelty, rather than of kindnefs and liberality. 

Therefore to conclude this point, andtofumm up all that- 
they have faid againft this great Article of our Religion j in 
few words it amounts to this, that the Do(^rine concerning the 
fatisfa<aion of Chrift, and the Salvation of the World by 
that means j is a falfe, erroneous, foolijh, abfurd, rvhymjical, per- 
nicious , impious, monflrous , blafphemous Opinion \ Would 
not any man think, that thefe wretches were cenfuring fbme 
pofition taken out of the Alcoran, which hath thus fallen under

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great and heavy a Condemnation? No, it is no leG than one 
of the moft important and capital Articles of our Religion, em- 
braced by all good Chriftians, not only as the ahjeH of their Faitby 
but likewife iis the foundation of their Hopes^ which are entirely 
fubverted when this Dod:rine is once overthrown. And yet I 
will be bold to fay, that tliere is not one, no not the rvorfl paf- 
fage in all that impious bundle of lyes, errors and abfurd^ties 
before mentioned, that equals, ( at leaft doth not exceed ) the 
befl part of our Gojpely in point of foUy^ faljhood and iminety^ 
if what thefe men affirm of it be true. The Church of God 
hath now for many ages laboured under fome ftrange and un- 
accountable infatuation, in miftaking fuch a grofs, fenfeleft, 
Opinion, for one of the main and principal parts of their 
Faith. But it is high time to rediifie this miftakej andwhat- 
fbcvcr Religion wc may think fit to make choice of, we cannot 
(at this rate) choofe a worfe tlian the Chriftian, if this do(Strine 
makes up ( as molt think it doth ) a main part of it. 

And therefore I cannot much wonder at the ftory that is 
told, of a certain Socinian or Socinians, who applied themfelves 
to Ben Hamety late EmbaflTador here from the Emperor of /^<r^, 
and propofed in behalf of themfelves and their brethren, that 
a good correfpondence might be fettled, and a clofe League 
enter'd into, between the Enghjb Unitarians, and the Orthodox 
Churches of Algiers and Morocco. And if fuch paflages as thefe 
(hall be publifhed, and permitted to pafs uncontrolled among 
OS ; the minds of many may in good time be difpofed, to ex- 
change the Bible for the Alcoran^ as they fay, fome ' of the moft 
eminent Unitarians in the laft Age did. 

Upon the whole, we may hence be convinced, what great 
. reafbn we all have to contend for our holy Faith, and to vinoicate 
it from the calumnies and (landers caft upon it by thefe un- 
godly men, who thus openly, with unparallel'd infblenceand 
malice, reproach and vilifie our do<5trine ; and who ( as it is to 
be feared ) would fhew no great tendernefs to our perfbns, if 
they had us in their clutches ; Vod keep us out of them. And 
this, as it is a duty incumbent upon all Chriftians, according to

their 
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their circumftances and abilities ; fo is it in a more particular 

manner upon us, who are dedicated more immediately to the fer- 
vice of Religion i and who mull not only give an account of our 
own adtions, but are likewile accountable For the Souls of others 
committed to our charge. It is true indeed, that they who are 
engaged in this (ervice, muft look for many (and thole not fmall) 
dilcouragements : they muft expedl, that their labours in this 
kind (hall be undervalued^ their writings ( if they have leifiire and 
inclinations to commit any thing to writing ) cenfured^ nay, their 
intentions mifconjlrued i and it is well if they elcape 16, and have 
not likewife thejr perfons defam'd into the bargain. 

But none of all thefe, ihould prove a dilcouragement to any 
good man, and hinder him from doing his duty. And indeed 
He delerves not the name^ and much lefs the blejjednefs of a true 
Chriftian, who cannot be content to fiiffer more than ail this 
comes to, for the fake, and in the defence of his blefled Lord 
and Matter, who hath done and fuffered fo much for him. Nay, 
not only the confideration of our duty, but that of our trueft 
interett, fliould make us willing to be engaged in this holy war- 
fai'e : for in the conclufion, it will appear to be much better, that 
we be found (if the will of«God be ib)^mong fuch who juffer for 
the truth^ than in the number of them who perfecute^ or thofc 
y/ho betray it. Tho' indeed, a notable pretence hath been found 
. out, wherewithal to palliate and varnjlli over this treachery i 
and that is, the pretence of moderation and tendernefs towards 
thefe dilTenters from us, I mean in our dodtrine, nay, in the 
flindamental do<5trines of our holy Religion, if there be any fuch. 

By this we may fee, that the Devil is become wifer now in 
this laft Age, than he was formerly. And it is no wonder, that 
the older he is, the craftier he fhould likewife grow. In former 
times he let himfeif with all his might to overthrow the Chriftian 
Religion, by methods of his own contriving j by inhumane and bloo- 
dy perfecutions, by Racks and Gibbets, Grid-Irons and Fiery 
Furnaces, Crufadoes and Inquilitions. But all thefe proved inef- 
fectual : for tho' hereby he deftroyed the perfons of Believers^ yet 
their Faith furvived the malice of their Enemies^ and like the 
Phwmx rofe more glorioufly out of the alhes of the Martyrs^ 

X Now 
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Now he is refolved to try a new' method, and to fight againft 
God with his own weapons : For 2{eafon^ which is the great gi^t of 
God, muft now be made u(e of to overturn Religion i and the 
Graces of God s Spirit^ among which meckiiefs and moderation (I 
do not mean the hypocritical and defigning pretences to them ) 
which are none of the leaft ; muft help to undermine the Do' 
Brines which he hath revealed. 

Many things might be faid upon this fubjedl, which ought not 
to be crouded together into too narrow a compafs, as very well 
delerving a larger room j Therefore I fhall fay no more of this 
matter at prefent : only I (hall crave leave to renew my addrefs to 
my Brethren of the Clergy, and defire them not to be difcourag- 
cd or affrighted from contending for thetr holy Fatthj by realbn of 
any charge, or imputation that may be laid on them, of being 
turbulent or contentious perfbns for fo doing. If we have ill 
. names given us, we cannot help it, we mull go on in the difcharge 
of our duty. We are by a fecond Confecratton^ befides that at our 
Baptifm, devoted to the (ervice of our great Lord and Matter; 
we are not ortly Souidiers, but Officers in thole Companies of men 
who are lifted under Chnft's Banner, and therefore are obliged 
to fight under it, againft all the Spiritual Enemies of bis King- 
dom. And we may reft aflured, that when our great Generaly 
and the Captain of our Salvation comes to take an account of our 
behavior, we cannot defire to be found in any better pofture,than 
/landing up in defence of his Honour, and the holy truths which 
he hath piiblilhed to the World : Happy are thofe Servants who 
Jhall be found fo doing when their Mafier comes. And if in other 
things they are found like wife performing their duty (for we 
muft not think to make the doing of one part, commute for the 
negledt of the rCft) they (liall receive approbation and praife 
from the mouth of their once Crucified, but now Glorified Re- 
deemer i who when their Souls are difmilTed from the Embraces . 
of their Bodies, will ftand ready to receive them into his own 
Armes^ and will welcome each of them with that blefled Sen- 
tence, Euge bone ferve^^weS donf good and faithful ^^rfflw^, thou haft 
been faithful in the difcharge of thy truft, enter thou into the joy 
of thy Lord,
